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HISTORY  OF  THE  STURDY  MEMORIAL  HOSPITAL 

By  a g;enerous  claiLse  in  the  will  of  Mrs.  Ellen  A.  Winsor,  the  homestead  estate 
of  her  father,  the  late  James  H.  Sturdy,  was  bequeathed  to  the  Town  of  Attle- 
borough to  be  used  for  a general  hospital,  in  memory  of  James  H.  and  Adah  S. 
Sturdy.  In  addition  to  this  gracious  act,  Mrs.  Winsor  placed  her  residuary 
estate  in  a permanent  fund,  to  be  known  as  the  Albert  W.  and  Ellen  A.  Winsor 
Fund,  to  be  held  in  trust,  the  income  only  thereof  to  be  used  to  assist  in  the  main- 
tenance of  said  hospital.  The  original  gift  of  real  estate  known  as  the  Sturdy 
Foundation,  is  valued  at  $30,000  and  the  personal  property  left  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Winsor,  known  as  the  Winsor  Foundation,  is  valued  at  $93,000. 

. The  location  for  such  an  institution  was  ideal,  but  to  prepare  the  property  for 
modern  hospital  work  required  the  expenditure  of  a larger  sum  of  money  than  the 
town  officials  felt  warranted  at  this  time  in  asking  the  citizens  to  appropriate. 
At  this  crisis,  the  Attleborough  Hospital,  a corporation  organized  under  Massa- 
chusetts laws,  came  forward  and  offered  to  take  the  property  in  trust,  reconstruct 
the  home  house,  build  new  additions,  erect  in  connection  therewith  a modern 
operating  wing,  equip  the  whole  plant,  and  open  the  institution  as  a general 
hospital  to  be  known  as  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital. 

The  Town  of  Attleborough  at  a special  meeting  held  May  14,  1912,  accepted 
the  offer  of  the  Attleborough  Hospital,  and  in  due  time  placed  the  property  in 
question  in  trust  with  said  corporation. 

The  work  of  reconstruction  and  new  building  was  commenced  in  July,  1912, 
and  on  April  14,  1913,  after  an  expenditure  of  something  over  $30,000,  the  hospital 
was  opened. 

Again  in  July,  1914,  another  addition  was  made,  known  as  the  Nurses’ 
Home,  with  provisions  also  for  maternity  cases,  thus  making  30  beds  the  total 
capacity  of  the  hospital,  being  largely  possible  because  of  a gift  of  $10,000  from 
the  late  Fannie  M.  Tappan.  The  total  cost  of  this  addition  was  approximately 
$18,000  and  the  balance  was  provided  from  income  from  trust  account  and  in- 
dividual gifts. 

In  1922  Joseph  L.  Sweet,  President  of  the  Attleborough  Hospital  since  its 
l)eginning,  provided  for  the  erection  of  a $125,000  fireproof  addition  to  be  known 
as  the  Florence  Hayward  Sweet  Maternity  Building,  and  adding  21  beds  to  the 
capacity  of  the  hospital.  This  addition  was  opened  June  4,  1923,  and  the  gift 
included  a new  plant  and  boiler  house  situated  at  the  rear  of  the  lot  back  of  the 
present  Nurses’  Home,  providing  the  steam  and  heating  and  other  needs  of  the 
whole  hospital. 

With  the  realization  that  its  facilities  were  being  taxed  to  the  limit  and  the 
needs  of  a substantial  addition  pressing,  the  Board  of  Managers,  in  the  fall  of 
1924,  voted  to  undertake  a campaign  for  additional  funds.  With  an  enthusiasm 
on  the  part  of  the  subscribers  and  workers  unparalleled  in  the  history  of  our 
community,  this  campaign  was  brought  to  a successful  conclusion  on  February 
9,  1925,  with  total  pledges  of  over  $392,000,  the  objective  having  been  $300,000. 

The  Sturdy  Homestead,  formerly  the  main  hospital  was  relocated  in  the 
rear  of  the  Nurses’  Home,  giving  much  needed  additional  accommodation  for 
nurses,  and  a three  story,  sixty-five  room,  buff  brick  and  stone,  modern  hospital 
building  was  erected  on  the  site  of  the  old  hospital. 

The  new  unit  reached  such  a point  of  completion  as  to  permit  of  the  registra- 
tion of  the  first  patient  therein  on  July  25,  1926.  On  September  30th  the  building 
was  thrown  open  for  inspection  by  the  public,  and  while  no  formal  exercises  were 
attempted,  in  the  evening  a dinner  was  given  to  the  local  and  consulting  staffs, 
with  an  especially  splendid  representation  of  the  latter  who  were  exceedingly 
generous  in  their  commendation  of  the  entire  hospital  plant  and  its  equipment — 
highly  significant,  coming  from  professional  men  who  have  frequent  contacts  with 
the  very  best  hospital  facilities  in  the  country. 
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The  death  of  Joseph  L.  Sweet  in  July,  1932,  ended  the  services  of  one  who 
has  been  active  in  the  management  and  expansion  of  the  hospital  from  its  be- 
ginning. For  more  than  twenty  years,  he  was  president  of  the  corporation,  and 
to  that  office  he  brought  not  only  an  executive  ability,  but  the  financial  support 
which  the  institution  needed  so  badly.  He  was  intensely  interested  in  seeing 
first,  that  the  hospital  was  well  equipped  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  community, 
and  second,  that  it  was  endowed  and  fortified  against  financial  stress. 

Up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  his  donations  exceeded  $207,000,  not  counting 
vaiious  annual  gifts  given  from  time  to  time  for  needed  equipment  or  special 
purposes.  Under  his  will,  he  generously  provided  for  further  gifts,  of  which 
$155,000  has  already  been  received  and  added  to  the  permanent  funds.  Futher- 
more,  his  will  directed  that  the  residue  of  his  estate,  after  the  termination  of  the 
life  interest  of  his  widow,  should  be  paid  to  the  hospital. 

We  now  have  an  up-to-date  125  bed  hospital  with  a replacement  value  for 
the  plant  of  over  half  a million  dollars,  well  nigh  complete  in  its  appointments, 
with  well-equipped  and  competently  administered  X-Ray,  Laboratory  and 
Physiotherapy  departments. 

A capable  and  devoted  staff  of  physicians,  superintendent  and  nurses,  a 
consulting  staff  of  physicians  and  surgeons  of  wide  repute,  and  an  interested 
public,  largely  represented  through  the  effective  help  rendered  by  the  women’s 
organization,  now  known  as  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  Aid  Association,  have 
resulted  in  the  development  of  one  of  the  finest  hospitals  in  New  England,  with  a 
standard  of  efficiency  equivalent  to  that  in  many  of  the  larger  and  well  known 
hospitals. 


REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 

January  9,  1934 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council: 

We  have  completed  twenty  year’s  operation  of  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospita^ 
and  again  have  to  report  red  figures,  although  appreciably  less  than  in  1932. 
Although  we  had  a substantial  increase  in  endowment  during  the  year  1933,  the 
increased  income  therefrom  was  offset  by  a loss  in  donations  and  in  receipts  from 
patients;  a total  of  1,586  having  been  cared  for,  only  six  less  than  in  1932,  but 
with  an  increase  of  more  than  100  ward  patients  and  correspondingly  less  private 
patients.  This  accounts  very  largely  for  the  decrease  in  our  receipts  from 
patients. 

It  is  worthy  to  note  that  while  we  had  fewer  patients  from  Norton  and 
Mansfield,  there  was  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  number  received  from  South 
Attleboro  and  Rehoboth. 

Our  present  accumulated  deficit  of  nearly  $21,000  is  a matter  of  very  real 
concern,  but  it  doesn’t  appear  to  be  a favorable  time  to  attempt  to  do  anything 
about  it  just  now  except  to  venture  the  hope  that  improved  business  conditions 
are  in  the  offiing  and  that  our  collections  will  improve  as  a result.  It  is  our  firm 
conviction  that  there  are  a very  considerable  number  who  could  take  care  of  the 
financial  expense  of  services  rendered  by  the  hospital  and  not  ignore  this  and 
their  doctor’s  fee  until  the  last  of  their  obligations.  Undoubtedly,  we  suffer 
something  in  the  matter  of  collections  because  our  institution  is  necessarily  not 
operated  with  the  rigidity  of  a private  enterprise.  Nevertheless,  if  many  of  those 
who  have  received  hospital  care  ind  are  able  to  pav  for  it  would  meet  tiiis  obliga- 
tion with  more  regularity  and  promptness,  it  would  go  a long  way  towards  solving 
our  cunent  financial  problems. 
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The  following  additions  to  our  permanent  funds  were  received  in  1933  and 
are  gratefully  acknowledged: 

Bequest  of  S5,000  from  Mabel  I.  C.  Thayer  in  memory  of  Helen  and  Henry 
\A'exel;  Gertrude  E.  Kendall  Fund  of  $11,250;  Joseph  L.  Sweet  Fund  of  $150,000. 

The  material  assistance  rendered  by  the  Hospital  Aid  Association  is  provid- 
ing many  items  of  equipment,  and  the  professional  services  rendered  by  a com- 
petent and  conscientious  staff  of  physicians  and  nurses,  contribute  very  sub- 
stantially to  our  rating  as  a Class  A hospital. 

We  attach  reports  of  the  Treasurer,  duly  audited,  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Hospital,  and  the  Hospital  Aid  Association,  together  with  a list  of  payments 
by  the  City  of  Attleboro  for  the  account  of  the  Hospital  in  1933  and  our  estimate 
of  1934  requirements  which  we  have  not  increased  over  previous  years  despite 
our  financial  condition  and  the  small  amount  of  municipal  funds  appropriated 
for  the  use  of  the  hospital  as  compared  with  the  funds  provided  by  neighboring 
communities  for  similar  purposes.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRAINING-SCHOOL 

At  the  present  time  there  are  twenty-nine  pupil  nurses  in  the  Training- 
School.  This  is  a comparatively  small  number  but  we  have  tried  to  admit  as 
few  as  possible  for  traini^'g  so  as  to  avoid  graduating  more  nurses  to  add  to  the 
number  of  unemployed  Graduate  Nurses  already  at  large. 

We  admitted  eighteen  for  training  during  the  year — seven  of  these  could 
not  meet  the  requirements  and  had  to  leave.  Of  the  previous  classes  five  had  to 
leave,  (three  were  dismissed  and  two  were  married.) 

There  has  been  very  little  illness  among  the  nurses  this  year.  We  continue 
to  affiliate  with  the  Taunton  State  Hospital  for  medical  work  and  the  Children’s 
Hospital  in  Portland,  Maine,  for  pediatrics.  We  keep  two  nurses  at  each  of 
these  hospitals  all  through  the  year.  The  various  lectures  to  the  students  have 
been  given  as  usual  during  the  ye  ir  by  some  of  the  doctors  on  our  Staff — to  these 
doctors  we  are  very  grateful  for  their  time  and  patience  in  doing  this. 

The  Nurses’  livir  g-room,  dining  room,  sun-parlor  and  serving  room  have 
been  repainted  during  the  year.

Of  the  338  cases  upon  whom  major  operations  were  performed  19  died,  giving 
an  operative  mortality  of  5.6%,  which  compares  very  favorably  with  previous 
years. 

Of  the  641  cases  upon  whom  minor  operations  were  performed  there  were 
two  deaths,  neither  of  which  could  in  any  way  be  connected  with  the  operations 
as  a cause. 

The  total  operative  mortality  for  both  major  and  minor  operations  of  which 
there  were  979,  was  2.1%.  The  remaining  18  deaths  upon  whorn  no  operation 
was  performed  were  composed  largely  of  accident  cases,  a great  majority  of 
which  were  caused  by  automobiles. 

There  continues  to  be  an  increase  of  war’d  cases  and  a dropping  off  in  the 
number  of  private  cases,  which  is  the  inevitable  result  to  be  looked  for  under- 
existing  conditions,  and  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  and  hope  the  present  year  may 
see  the  pendulum  begin  to  swing  in  the  opposite  direction. 

In  closing,  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  my  associates  on 
the  staff,  the  superintendent  and  nurses  for  the  sincere  attitude  of  helpfulness 
and  cooperation  which  has  existed  at  all  times  throughout  the  year.

This  small  increase  indicates  that  the  public  still  fails  to  appreciate 
the  value  of  hospital  treatment  in  cases  requiring  medical  care.

111  reviewing  the  deaths  of  the  service  during  the  year  1933,  it  is  interesting 
to  note  the  high  percentage  of  patients  entering  the  hospital  for  treatment  in  the 
terminal  stage  of  their  disease.  The  average  stay  in  the  hospital  of  26  patients 
was  seven  days.  Of  this  number  8 died  on  the  first  day  of  admission,  3 on  the 
second,  3 on  the  third,  2 on  the  fourth,  4 on  the  sixth,  1 on  the  seventh,  3 on  the 
eighth  and  2 on  the  thirteenth  day. 

If,  in  such  cases,  an  earlier  admission  to  the  hospital  had  been  made,  might 
we  not  look  for  a lenghtening  of  life  of  these  patients? 

The  efficiency  of  the  work  of  the  service  has  been  maintained  through  the 
full  co-operation  of  the  members  of  the  service.  I wish  to  express  my  apprecia- 
tion for  the  efficient  care  of  the  patients  given  by  the  nurses,  and  the  close  co- 
operation of  the  physicians  on  the  service  during  the  past  year.

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  mothers 
entering  the  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  complications  arising  during  the  period 
of  gestation.  The  death  rate  of  babies  has  not  materially  changed  in  the  past 
year — premature  births  accounting  for  eight  a’"d  cerebral  hemorrhage  for  the 
other  four.  There  have  been  no  deaths  from  the  diseases  of  infancy.  There 
were  seven  cases  of  impetigo  during  the  year.  At  no  time  were  there  more  than 
two  cases  in  the  nursery.  We  feel  that  this  limitation  of  the  prevalence  of 
impetigo  is  very  gratifying  as  it  is  one  of  the  most  common  of  all  the  minor 
troubles  we  have  to  contend  with  in  infancy. 

The  ward  work  very  materially  increased  and  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the 
Staff  has  been  very  gratifying.  The  cheerful  and  untiring  efforts  of  the  Super- 
visor and  Nursing  Staff  has  greatly  facilitated  the  work  of  the  Department.

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These  examir  ations  represent  about  the  same  amount  of  work  as  last  year, 
there  being  a smaller  number  of  some  and  an  increased  number  of  others  more 
time  consuming. 

At  the  regular  staff  meeting  in  November,  1932,  I was  asked  to  make  a 
study  of  a series  of  appendix  cases  and  correlate  the  pathological  findings  with 
the  white  counts.  A study  was  made  of  seventy-three  cases  over  a period  of 
five  months,  November,  1932,  to  April,  1933,  inclusive.  A leport  with  charts 
was  read  at  the  September  staff  meeting. 

The  conclusions  drawn  were  that  while  an  acute  appendix  generally  has  an 
inci eased  white  count,  the  white  count  is  unreliable  as  to  the  prediction  of  the 
extent  of  the  pathological  process.

As  discussed  in  our  previous  repoits,  we  found  a certificate  of  deposit  in 
connection  with  the  placing  of  $5, 000. 00  Lincoln  Mortgage  and  Title  (luarantee 
Company  bonds  due  November  1,  1937,  with  the  protective  committee  represent- 
ing bondholders  in  liquidation  proceedings.  No  {)ayments  of  principal  or  intei-est 
were  received  in  1133. 

V e also  saw  a certificate  for  50  shares  of  Ihirnarock  A North  Biver  Land 
Association,  which  is  carried  on  the  l)ooks  at  no  value. 
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The  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Attleboro  Savings  Bank  in  six  different 
accounts  were  verefied  through  correspondence. 

Buildings  and  equipment  accounts  remained  unchanged  during  1933.  As 
usual,  no  depreciation  was  taken  into  account.

October  2,  1933 

During  the  year  there  have  been  three  regular  meetings  of  the  Sturdy  Me- 
morial Hospital  Aid  Association  and  the  annual  meeting.  The  President,  Mrs. 
Frank  E.  Allen,  has  presided  at  all  the  meetings  and  the  aveiage  attendance 
has  been  twelve. 

The  Pruchasing  Committee  with  Mrs.  Harold  E.  Sweet  as  chairman  has, 
as  usual,  devoted  much  time  to  the  selection  of  necessary  supplies  and  materials 
for  the  use  of  the  hospital.  The  purchases  include  blankets,  curtains,  dishes  and 
general  equipment  as  well  as  gowns  for  doctors  and  nurses,  surgical  dressings  and 
garments  for  patients  and  innumerable  articles  required  for  the  successful  and 
efficient  operation  of  the  hospital.  A Linen  Marking  machine  with  dies,  a 
vacuum  cleaner  and  other  articles  have  been  added  to  the  permanent  equipment 
of  the  institution. 

The  Sewing  Committee  with  Mrs.  Walter  A.  Briggs  and  Mrs.  Leland  B. 
Smith  as  co-chairmen  has  cut  and  distributed  to  various  church  organizations  a 
large  number  of  garments  and  supplies,  rej)orting  a total  of  2,388  pieces.  This 
work  involves  much  laboi'  and  time  on  the  part  of  the  committee  and  they  aie  to 
be  commended  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  it  has  been  accomplished.  The 
Sewing  Committee  and  the  officers  of  the  Aid  Association  again  express  their 
appreciation  of  the  cooperation  of  the  organizations  which  give  so  generonsly 
of  their  time  for  the  completion  of  these  articles. 

The  annual  donation  day  with  Mrs.  Frederick  V.  Alurphy  as  chairman  was 
veiy  successful.  Although  is  was  felt  that  owing  to  the  economic  situation  it 
might  not  be  possible  to  secure  as  generous  contributions  as  in  previous  years  a 
vast  amount  of  food  ai  d supj)lies  were  collected  by  Mrs.  Alurphy  and  her  energetic 
committee.

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NINETEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 
OF  THE  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  to  the  Municipal  Council, 

Attleboro,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen: 

The  Health  Department  presents  for  your  consideration  its  annual  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1933. 

Statistical  tables,  and  the  reports  of  sub-departments  are  appended,  advance- 
ment and  improvement  noted  in  certain  phases  of  local  health  work  are  reviewed, 
and  suggestions  are  made  for  the  correction  of  some  deficiencies  in  local  health 
service.  A record  of  receipts  and  expenditures  is  also  included  in  this  report. 

ORGANIZATION 

Two  important  changes  have  been  made  in  department  personnel  during  the 
year.  The  resignation  of  Ernest  \V.  Doyle,  part-time  inspector  of  milk  since 
December,  1927,  was  in  effect  July  first  when  a full-time  bacteriologist  and  in- 
spector of  milk  was  appointed.  Mr.  Doyle  rendered  valuable  service  as  a part- 
time  appointee.  Marked  improvement  in  the  sanitary  conditions  in  local  dairies 
was  effected  during  his  employment  in  the  department.  Henry  T.  Smith  of 
Braintree  was  appointed  bacteriologist  and  inspector  of  milk  assuming  these 
duties  on  a full-time  basis  in  July. 

The  resignation  of  Alfhild  E.  Johnson  part-time  clerk  was  made  necessary 
upon  her  acceptance  of  a responsible  position  in  another  city.  Her  work  during 
her  service  in  the  depaiiment  was  characterized  by  faithfulness  and  accuracy. 

Mrs.  Mildred  H.  Shaw  a former  appointee  with  several  years’  experience  is 
now  attending  to  the  clerical  duties  under  provisional  appointment. 

PROGRESS  IN  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

Local  Health  Department  service  has  been  materially  expanded  during  the 
past  year,  and  real  progress  has  been  made  in  disease  prevention.  The  addition 
to  the  department  of  another  full-time  worker  has  strengthened  our  organization, 
and  has  increased  its  activities.  Laboratory  facilities  are  being  extended  to  meet 
a long  felt  demand  for  such  service,  and  are  being  maintained  on  a higher  plane  of 
efhciency.  Plans  are  under  way  for  more  effective  health  educational  work. 

During  the  year  we  have  seen  the  eradication  of  tuberculosis  from  all  the 
herds  supplying  the  city  with  milk,  and  the  enforcement  of  a regulation  requiring 
all  milk  sold  in  this  city  to  come  from  tuberculin  tested  cows.  The  cooperation 
of  the  local  Milk  Producers’  Association  with  the  department  has  brought  about 
this  important  measure  which  should  prove  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  producer 
as  well  as  to  the  consumer  of  milk. 

An  effective  educational  campaign  has  been  carried  on  through  most  of  the 
year  to  stress  the  imi)ortance  of  pasteurization  as  a necessary  added  safeguard  to 
our  milk  supply. 

Furthermore,  the  city  has  been  unusually  free  in  the  past  twelve  months 
of  all  of  the  common  communicable  and  epidemic  diseases,  and  few  homes  were 
quarantined  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year. 

Diphtheria  apparently  under  nearly  complete  control,  and  with  a new  low 
incidence  record  almost  established,  visited  us  again  toward  the  last  of  the  year 
when  two  additional  cases  were  reported  and  the  first  death  was  recorded  in 
four  years. 
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VITAL  STATISTICS 

There  were  250  deaths  in  Attleboro  during  1933.  The  crude  death  rate 
based  on  the  estimated  population  of  22,389  was  11.1  per  1,000.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  based  on  290  live  births  during  the  year  was  44.8.  The  largest 
number  of  deaths  in  one  month  occurred  in  January  when  there  were  39.  In- 
cluding non-residents,  there  were  18  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  22 
from  cancer,  21  from  chronic  heart  disease,  and  16  from  different  forms  of  penu- 
monia. 

There  were  15  deaths  from  chronic  nephritis,  29  from  cerebral  haemorrhage, 
and  10  deaths  resulted  from  automobile  accidents. 

COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES 

There  has  been  no  widespread  outbreak  of  any  of  the  epidemic  diseases  this 
year.  An  unusually  small  number  of  contagious  diseases  was  reported.  The 
total  number  of  all  commuricable  diseases  reported  during  1933  was  306.  In 
1929  there  were  770  cases  reported,  247  in  1930,  455  in  1931,  and  552  in  1932. 

Diphtheria  cases  number  7 for  the  year,  all  in  families  where  immunization 
had  been  neglected.  Scarlet  fever  was  also  much  less  prevalent  than  in  any  recent 
year.  Pulmonary  tuberculosis  showed  a decrease  of  10  over  the  very  low  record 
of  1932. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION  AND  PUBLICITY 

Today,  popular  education  in  health,  and  the  dissemination  of  information 
concerning  the  medical  preventive  means  of  disease  control  has  largely  supplanted 
quarantine,  and  a few  other  time  honored  methods  formerly  considered  of  such 
great  importance  in  public  health  administration. 

It  is  now  evident  that  the  cooperation  of  the  citizens  must  be  secured,  and 
also  maintained  in  every  instance  if  reasonable  measures  directed  toward  their 
protection  are  to  be  successfully  applied.  It  is  not  only  necessary  to  tell  the 
truths  about  disease  prevention.  ()ur  problem  is  also  to  get  these  facts  into  the 
minds  of  citizens  and  to  combat  at  times  certain  rather  poorly  organized  attempts 
of  individuals,  and  of  small  groups  who  occasionally  display  an  extreme  ignorance 
of  the  common  functions,  and  services  of  health  organizations. 

Such  individuals  and  groups  may  be  counted  on  to  persistently  oppose  many 
of  the  reasonable  and  essential  activities  carried  on  in  the  interests  of  their  own, 
and  of  their  children’s  health. 

The  department  has  made  use  of  several  new,  and  effective  measures  in  its 
health  educational  work  during  the  year. 

The  necessity  of  immunization  to  protect  babies,  and  children  of  the  pre- 
school group  from  diphtheria  was  stressed  by  nurses  who  visited  the  homes  and 
talked  convincingly  with  the  parents. 

The  department  nurse  made  frequent  visits  to  families  where  persons  were 
ill  with  communicable  diseases,  taught  the  essentials  of  disease  prevention,  and 
explained  the  reasons  for,  and  the  significance  of  quarantine. 

An  intensive  and  we  believe  a most  successful  campaign  was  conducted 
throughout  the  year  to  improve  the  quality  of  our  milk  supply,  and  to  plainly 
emphasize  the  importance  of  pasteiuization  as  a necessary  safeguard  to  jirevent 
disease  transmission  through  milk.  Weekly  articles  on  this  subject,  and  illus- 
trated advertisments  appeared  in  the  local  newspaper. 

Several  addresses  were  given  before  local  organizations  by  the  health  officer, 
and  by  the  inspector  of  milk  on  the  importance  of  milk  control. 

Form  letters  were  mailed  at  intervals  to  every  milk  producer  and  dealer. 
Through  this  medium  the  inspector  kept  in  closer  touch  with  dairymen,  and 
offered  suggestions  and  assistance  to  them  in  their  work. 
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A SAFE  MILK  SUPPLY 

The  function  of  a health  department  in  relation  to  its  supervision  of  the  city’s 
milk  supply  as  we  see  it  includes  the  maintenance  of  a service  for  the  control  of 
milk  at  its  source  of  production  and  in  its  subsequent  handling  until  delivered. 
Proper  control  then  begins  at  the  farm  where  the  milk  is  produced,  and  adequate 
inspection  service  should  be  able  to  assure  the  consumer  that  the  milk  is  obtained 
under  clean  conditions.  The  producer  must  live  up  to  certain  minimum  regula- 
tions implying  cleanliness  of  production.  If  he  can’t  do  this  his  producer’s 
permit  is  revoked.  The  inspector  of  course  cannot  be  present  all  the  time,  and 
mistakes  occur  in  the  best  regulated  dairies.  The  possibilities  of  infection  getting 
into  milk  may  be  almost  remote  in  a very  few  dairies.  Yet  there  is  always  a. 
chance  that  this  may  occur  at  any  time  in  any  one  of  the  average  dairies.  There 
is  an  abundance  of  proof  that  this  statement  is  true.  It  is  therefore  the  depart- 
ment’s duty  to  see  that  any  infection  which  may  get  into  the  milk — and  this  does 
occur  at  times  despite  precautions — will  be  prevented  from  reaching  the  consumer. 
This  result  in  accomplished  by  proper  pasteurization,  a necessary  added  safe- 
guard to  be  applied  to  all  market  milk.  Most  of  the  people  understand  these 
facts,  and  that  is  why  a majority  of  consumers  in  this  city  and  all  over  the  state 
drink  pasteurized  milk  from  choice. 

We  need  inspection  then  to  insure  cleanliness,  and  pasteurization  to  insure 
safety.  Neither  one  of  these  requirements  alone  is  sufficient.  Pasteruization 
alone  can’t  make  dirty  milk  clean  nor  make  of  it  an  ideal  food.  Inspection  alone, 
no  matter  how  thorough,  will  never  prevent  disease  germs  from  occasionally 
getting  into  milk  and  causing  unnecessary  illne.ss. 

Outbreaks  of  disease  carried  by  milk  may  occur  in  any  city  so  long  as  its 
milk  supply  remains  unprotected  by  pasteurization.  Forty-five  to  fifty  milk 
borne  epidemics  occur  in  the  United  States  each  year.  In  Massachusetts  during 
the  last  five  years  there  have  been  sixteen  ej)idemics  of  milk  borne  infection,  all 
on  comparatively  small  milk  routes. 

The  local  regulation  requiring  pasteurization  or  certification  of  milk  becomes 
operative  as  this  year  closes.  A small  group  of  producer  dealers  oppose  it  and 
legal  action  is  threatened. 

The  department’s  efforts  will  not  be  spared  to  secure,  and  to  maintain  for 
this  city,— A SAFE  MILK  SUPPLY. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

This  disease  has  shown  a slightly  increased  incidence  over  the  low  record  of 
l^st  year.  More  cases  of  the  pulmonary,  and  also  of  other  forms  were  reported. 
There  were  59  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  noted,  and  of  this  number  12  were 
in  Attleboro  residents.  The  prevention  of  this  disease  constitutes  a real  problem 
for  every  health  department.  Every  case  reported  here  is  immediately  in- 
vestigated, and  measures  are  adopted  which  seem  best  for  the  patient,  and  for 
children,  and  others  who  have  been  in  close  contact.  Nearly  all  local  cases  are 
hospitalized  as  such  provision  has  j)roven  most  suitable  in  the  interests  of  the 
patients’  welfare,  and  also  for  the  protection  of  members  of  the  immediate  family, 
ar.d  of  the  community.  All  contact  and  discharged  cases  are  visited  regularly 
by  the  department  nurse,  and  are  also  examined  at  the  tuberculosis  clii  ic  held 
weekly  for  that  purpose.  Dr.  (larnet  P.  Smith,  Superintendent  of  the  Bristol 
(Munty  Iiosj)ital  has  given  freely  of  his  time  as  consultant  in  the  clinic,  and  we 
feel  that  his  efforts,  and  advice  together  with  the  X-Ray  service  furnished  by  the 
(k)unty  Lospital  has  been  of  great  value  in  discovery,  and  early  diagnosis  of 
this  disease. 

A further  reduction  in  tuberculosis  incidence  especially  in  the  childhood  type 
of  this  ahection  seems  probable  in  the  near  future  with  improved  methods  of 
diagnosis  available  and  with  t he  recent  elimination  of  tuberculosis  from  the  herds 
supplying  us  with  milk. 
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Pasteurization  in  the  near  future  of  the  remaining  small  amount  of  raw  milk 
sold  here  will  we  hope  end  our  dangers  of  tuberculosis  transmission  through  out- 
milk  supply. 


DIPHTHERIA  CONTROL 

Seven  cases  of  this  prevei  table  disease  were  reported  in  K33.  In  the  pre- 
vious year  there  were  nil  e cases.  Immunization  had  been  neglected  in  every  case. 

Ore  death  occurred  in  December,  the  first  death  since  1929.  Five  deaths 
from  diphtheria  have  been  reported  here  in  the  last  twelve  years. 

The  annual  diphtheria  prevention  campaign  was  conducted  during  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year.  A systematic  house-to-house  canvas  of  the  city  was  made 
including  the  outlying  districts.  Two  extra  nurses  were  employed  for  this  work. 
Lists  of  homes  for  visitation  were  made  from  recent  birth  records  to  secure  in- 
fants, and  children  in  the  younger  age  groups.  A large  percentage  of  the  children 
immunized  were  in  this  younger  age  period  which  is  the  one  of  greatest  suscepti- 
bility to  the  disease.  The  nurses  employed  in  this  work  carried  on  a successful 
educational  campaign  and  the  necessity  of  immunization  of  babies,  and  young 
children  was  made  the  basis  of  their  appeal  to  the  parents. 

The  usual  weekly  clinics  in  the  centre  were  well  attended,  and  a larger  number 
of  children  than  usual  were  immunized  in  the  clinics  held  in  Hebronville,  and 
South  Attleboro.  After  eleven  consecutive  years  of  immunization  service  we  are 
able  to  demonstrate  in  the  accompanying  chart  how  the  diphtheria  case  rate  is 
being  steadily  reduced,  and  held  in  control  by  our  annual  prevention  work.

The  upper  part  of  this  chart  illustrates  the  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
diphtheria  per  100, 000  population  from  1915  to  the  end  of  1933.  d'he  lower 
portion  of  the  chart  shows  the  number  of  cases  immunized  per  1,000  population 
each  year  since  1923. 

''rhe  two  comparative  maps  of  the  city  illustrate  in  a striking  way  the  marked 
reduction  in  diphtheria  cases  and  deaths. 

The  first  map  shows  the  cases  and  deaths  in  a four  year  period  just  before 
immin  ization  started,  ami  the  second  map  depicts  the  incidence,  and  mortality 
of  the  last  four  years.

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ATTLEBORO  HEALTH  CAMP 
Established  1923 

The  camp  has  finished  its  eleventh  season  of  usefulness  in  caring  for  under- 
nourished boys.  Mabel  M.  Brown,  R.  N.,  Supervisor  from  1925  to  1932  inclusive, 
was  unable  to  take  charge  of  the  camp  this  year. 

Her  eight  years  of  faithful  and  constructive  service  as  supervisor  will  be 
remembered  by  all  who  are  interested  in  the  camp’s  activities. 

IV^rs.  Lois  \^  ilmarth,  R.  N.,  was  selected  to  fill  Miss  Brown’s  place,  and  her 
supervision  was  commendable. 

Her  report  as  supervisor  follows: 


ATTLEBORO  HEALTH  CAMP 


A representative  group  of  40  underweight  boys  spent  six  weeks  this  year  of 
1933  at  the  Attleboro  Health  Camp. 

The  camp  routine  remained  practically  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  The 
various  pha.ses  of  health  education  such  as  posture,  mental  and  physical  hygiene 
were  taught  daily.  Self  expression  was  encouraged  through  the  teaching  of 
dramatics  and  outlet  for  creative  energy  was  provided  through  the  classes  in 
handcraft  of  a number  of  kinds. 

The  camp  was  fortunate  in  having  four  counsellors,  each  trained  for  their  par- 
ticular duties  and  all  cooperating  faithfully  to  fulfill  the  camp  objectives. 

The  Lion’s  Club  contributed  in  many  ways  toward  the  success  achieved. 
The  boys  looked  forward  with  enthusiasm  to  the  many  evening  entertainments 
arranged  for  by  the  Club  and  in  which  many  members  participated. 

The  following  are  a few  averages  on  entrance  of  the  1933  and  1932  groups  for 
comparison :

The  average  gain  this  year  was  8 pounds.  21  attained  the  average  or  over 
and  19  attained  their  normal  weight.  The  total  gain  was  327  3-4  pounds.  The 
boys  ranged  from  8%  to  22%  underweight  on  admission.

May  it  here  be  recorded  that  at  the  closing  of  camp  season  many  pai-ents 
expressed  their  sincere  appreciation  to  Attleboro  Health  Camp.

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CONCLUSION 

The  blessing  of  less  sickness,  and  a lower  death  rate  is  now  an  established 
fact  throughout  the  country.  The  question  is  often  asked  as  to  why  in  the  face 
of  such  economic  distress  and  unemployment  we  have  enjoyed  comparatively 
favorable,  and  improved  health  conditions.  Doubtless  a large  part  of  such  im- 
provement may  be  due  to  a better  and  more  general  understanding  of  hygienic 
principles,  and  their  practical  use  in  our  every  day  life.  Even  the  diseases  which 
are  difficult  or  impossible  to  control  have  been  less  prevalent.  People  have  been 
forced  to  live  without  many  of  the  luxuries  that  are  after  all  non-essential.  They 
have  necessarily  avoided  the  excesses  and  extremes  in  which  they  formerly  in- 
dulged. More  sensible  living  has  been  conducive  to  better  health.  A wider 
knowledge  of  disease  prevention  has  contributed  to  a large  extent  in  the  lessening 
of  illness. 

During  the  past  ten  years  public  health  work  has  extended  its  service  in  al- 
most every  community.  It  has  taught  individuals  and  families  to  think  more  of 
their  own  health.  The  preventable  diseases  have  received  more  widespread 
attention.  Diphtheria,  typhoid  fever,  and  smallpox  are  no  longer  common. 
Tuberculosis,  shows  a rapid  decline  in  incidence  over  the  past  few  years  since 
better  facilities  are  available  for  early  diagnosis,  and  improved  treatment  in 
sanatoria  has  been  provided.  Many  years  of  work  have  been  necessary  to  bring 
about  these  changes.  It  is  fair  to  assume  that  such  results  will  have  some  per- 
manence and  that  the  health  consciousness  of  our  citizens  will  neither  immediately 
disappear  nor  be  destroyed.

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REPORT  OF  MILK  INSPECTOR  AND  AUTHORIZED  AGENT 

December  27,  1933 

Dear  Dr.  Hewitt: 

I am  very  pleased  to  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Milk  Inspector  and 
Authorized  Agent  of  the  Attleboro  Health  Department. 

I have  held  this  position  only  since  July  1,  1933,  so  that  my  report  will  cover 
only  six  months. 

My  work  with  the  Attleboro  Health  Department  has  been  particularly 
pleasant.  You,  Dr.  Hewitt,  as  health  officer,  have  been  most  helpful  and  friendly 
to  me,  giving  me  your  time  and  attention  whenever  I felt  it  necessary  to  ask  for 
advice  or  help.  1 feel  that  I am  very  fortunate  to  be  in  your  employ.  Coming 
to  Attleboro  as  a stranger,  I have  found  the  people  of  this  city  very  friendly,  the 
milk  producers  and  milk  dealers  with  whom  most  of  my  work  has  been  have  been 
very  cooperative  and  have  readily  taken  my  suggestions  showing  that  they  have  a 
keen  interest  in  making  their  milk  a high  quality  product. 

There  are  57  licensed  milk  dealers,  99  dairy  farms,  (having  more  than  two 
cows),  and  74  one  and  two  cow  farms  producing  and  distributing  milk  in  the  City 
of  Attleboro.  It  is  now  necessary  that  all  dairy  farms  be  certified  by  the  State 
Department  of  Agriculture  before  April  1,  1934.  I have  had  to  score  each,  using 
the  State  dairy  score  card.  Of  the  77  farms  which  I have  scored  61  have  been 
approved  and  16  not  approved.  In  cases  where  the  farms  are  not  approved,  it 
will  be  necessary  for  me  to  rescore  them  before  April  1,  1934,  for  if  they  are  not 
approved  by  that  date,  they  will  have  to  discontinue  milk  production.  I have 
found  that  in  most  cases  where  farms  have  not  been  approved,  it  was  because  of 
conditions  which  could  be  easily  remedied. 

Several  new  milk  rooms  have  been  erected  at  my  request.  Alilk  rooms  are 
necessary  to  keep  the  milk  sweet  and  clean  during  straining  and  cooling. 

Milk  producers  are  taking  more  pains  than  ever  to  strain  their  milk  properly. 
The  old  fashioned  straining  cloths  are  disappearing  in  favor  of  the  new  sanitary 
straining  pads  which  are  used  once  and  then  discarded.  Several  new  electric 
refrigerators  have  been  installed  recently  by  the  farmers  to  cool  their  milk  com- 
pletely. They  have  found  that  electric  refrigeration  is  cheaper  than  ice  and  more 
efficient  in  cooling  and  keeping  milk  cold. 

During  the  summer  all  of  the  cows  which  produce  milk  for  the  city  were 
tuberculin  tested  by  state  and  federal  inspectors.  The  majority  of  the  cattle  were 
found  to  be  tuberculous  and  were  condemned.  Now  all  of  our  milk  is  from  cows 
which  were  found  to  be  free  of  tuberculosis.  Milk  which  is  not  from  tuberculin 
tested  cows  will  not  be  allowed  to  be  sold  in  Attleboro. 

It  must  be  realized  that  although  tuberculin  testing  prevents  bovine  tuber- 
culosis from  being  spread  through  milk  it  does  not  prevent  human  tuberculosis, 
typhoid,  septic  sore  throat  and  the  many  other  milk  borne  diseases,  nothing  does 
this  except  strict  medical  supervision  of  milkers  and  cattle  as  in  the  case  of 
certified  milk,  or — pasteurization. 

There  are  13  pasteurizing  plants  in  or  near  Attleboro  which  are  processing 
milk  for  delivery  in  this  city.  \\  ith  the  passing  of  the  new  compulsory  pasteuriza- 
tion regulation,  several  more  plants  will  be  in  operation.  There  are  now  three 
plants  installed  but  are  not  being  operated  yet,  and  other  dealers  are  planning 
installations. 

In  order  to  control  the  handling  of  milk  coming  from  pasteurizing  plants  and 
to  aid  the  plant  operators  to  produce  a better  product,  I have  spent  a morning  at 
each  pasteurizing  plant  in  Attleboro  observing  and  correcting  the  technique  used 
by  the  operators  and  taking  samples  from  each  producer’s  cans  as  they  arrive  at 
the  plant  and  from  the  various  parts  of  the  process  as  the  milk  is  respectively 
pasteurized,  cooled,  and  bottled  to  determine  if  all  parts  of  the  plant  have  been 
sterilized  thoroughly  and  working  efficiently.  All  plants  were  found  to  be  doing 
very  good  work  in  making  the  milk  safe  for  consumption. 
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It  has  been  my  policy  to  test  each  dealer’s  milk  once  a month.  A sample 
bottle  of  milk  is  taken  from  each  milk  team  while  the  milk  is  being  delivered. 
The  samples  are  taken  into  the  laboratory  where  the  milk  is  tested  for  bacteria, 
butter  fat,  and  total  solid  content.  The  bacterial  content  is  an  index  of  the 
sanitary  conditions  under  which  the  milk  has  been  handled.  During  the  warmest 
part  of  the  year,  the  milk  sold  in  Attleboro  averages  50,000  bacteria  per  cubic 
centimeter  (about  16  drops)  for  raw  milk  and  5,000  for  pasteurized  milk.  During 
the  winter  months  raw  milk  averages  5,000  and  pasteurized  500  to  1,000.  The 
butterfat  and  total  solids  content  indicates  the  richness  of  the  milk.  In  Massachu- 
setts, milk  must  contain  at  least  3.35%  butterfat  and  12.00%  total  solids.  Our 
milks  average  over  4%  butterfat  and  12.80  total  solids.  Every  dealer  is  notified 
within  ten  days  how  his  milk  tests;  this  procedure  has  not  been  practiced  in  this 
vicinity  before  but  I find  that  the  dealers  appreciate  this  service  and  it  tends  to 
better  the  quality  of  the  milk. 

Milk  produced  locally  is  rarely  over  36  hours  old  when  delivered  to  the 
consumer,  the  producers  are  so  near  the  city  that  it  is  possible  for  night’s  and 
morning’s  milk  to  be  taken  to  the  plant,  pasteurized  and  delivered  the  following 
morning.  This  quick  delivery  to  the  consumer  is  impossible  where  milk  comes 
from  a great  distance  as  is  the  case  with  large  milk  companies  coming  in  from  out 
side  our  city.  Thus  our  local  milk  is  always  fresher  and  in  many  cases  richer  than 
outside  milk.  The , pasteurizing  plants  in  Attleboro  are  examined  frequently 
by  me  to  insure  efficient  operation. 

I have  found  that  milk  producers  know  very  little  about  the  scientific  side  of 
milk  control;  that  is,  the  reason  for  doing  certain  things  while  handling  milk  in 
order  to  keep  down  the  bacterial  content  and  keeping  the  product  clean.  Last 
April  the  Health  Officer  issued  the  first  milk  letter  which  was  sent  to  each  pro- 
ducer and  dealer  for  the  purpose  of  educating  them  in  the  correct  manner  of 
handling  milk.  I have  continued  this  practice  and  have  issued  three  more  milk 
letters,  one  every  three  months,  since  becoming  inspector. 

Many  of  the  dealers  and  farmers  have  visited  me  in  my  laboratory  and  I 
have  used  these  opportunities  to  show  them  how  I test  milk  to  arouse  their 
interest  in  keeping  close  laboratory  control  on  their  own  milk  supply. 

I am  the  general  sanitary  inspector  for  the  Attleboro  Health  Department, 
making  it  necessary  for  me  to  inspect  not  only  our  milk  supplies,  but  also  other 
food  sources  such  as  restaurants,  bakeries,  food  stores,  soda  fountains,  and 
markets. 

I have  found  that  food  handlers  are  usually  careful  to  keep  themselves  and 
their  places  of  business  in  a clean  and  neat  condition.  There  is  a tendency, 
however,  to  expose  food  so  that  contamination  from  customers  is  possible.  Where 
ever  1 have  found  this  existing  1 have  requested  that  the  food  be  kept  under  cover. 
This  is  especially  important  in  restaurants  and  lunch  carts  during  rush  periods 
when  it  is  a temptation  to  set  desserts,  rolls,  and  doughnuts  along  the  counter 
where  they  are  quickly  available  but  where  it  is  easily  contaminated  by  those 
eating  at  the  counter. 

Dish  washing  facilities  are  not  all  that  they  should  be  in  eating  places 
Dishes  should  be  completely  washed  and  then  rinsed  in  clean  scalding  water.  It 
is  necessary  to  have  sufficient  dishes  to  carry  through  the  rush  periods  without 
washing  or  else  a special  dish  washer  be  used  lo  do  the  job  thoroughly.  The  use 
of  the  sanitary  paper  drinking  cup  is  a big  improvement  over  the  drinking  glass 
for  soda  fountains. 

1 have  investigated  a great  many  nuisance  complaints  and  found  that  while 
sevei  al  were  sincere,  many  were  petty  complaints  due  to  neighborhood  quarrels 
and  were  unnecessary.  These  latter  complaints  are  discouraged  as  much  as 
possible. 

A special  investigation  has  taken  some  of  my  time  in  the  past  few  months 
and  will  be  continued  during  the  winter.  This  consists  in  tracing  the  possible 
contamination  of  the  Ten  Mile  River  from  raw  sewerage  entering  through  the  old 
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municipal  drain  near  Olive  Street.  So  far  I have  found  one  house  which  is  con- 
nected with  this  di-ain  and  indications  show  that  there  are  other  houses  or  possibly 
factories  connected  into  it. 

Unless  the  public  understands  the  necessity  for  various  health  measures  and 
regulations  which  the  Health  Department  makes,  our  work  is  difficult,  and  people 
feel  that  we  are  dealing  with  subjects  which  are  beyond  our  jurisdiction. 

V\  e try  to  show  why  we  do  certain  things  through  the  medium  of  health 
education.  Our  milk  letters  to  the  farmers  is  one  way  of  doing  this.  Duri-^g 
the  first  eight  months  of  193.3,  weekly  educational  articles  were  published  in  the 
local  newspaper  explairing  why  milk  should  be  pasteurized.  Other  articles  were 
issued  upon  diphtheria  prevention.  \t  e have  given  lectures  before  church  and 
social  organizations  on  health  topics  and  are  glad  to  talk  before  any  group  that 
would  care  to  have  us;  personal  contact  is  our  best  way  to  sell  public  health  to 
the  people. 

My  laboratory  work  has  consisted  of  testing  milk  and  water.  Several  people 
owning  wells  have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  get  the  well  water 
tested  for  its  safety  for  drinking. 

This  Fall  I have  aided  the  Health  Officer  in  his  diphtheria  campaign.  My 
work  has  consisted  of  transporting  mothers  and  young  children  from  homes  to 
the  Sturdy  Hospital  and  back  on  Saturday  mornings,  making  it  possible  for  those 
living  at  a distance  to  have  the  benefit  of  the  toxin-antitoxin  treatment.

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Report  of  Dog  Officer 


Attleboro,  January  2,  1934 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council: 

I herewith  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  as  Dog  Officer  for  the  year  1933. 
During  the  last  year  I have  traveled  4,597  miles  as  Dog  Officer  and  have  occupied 
865  hours  in  that  pursuit.  I have  been  called  upon  to  destroy  108  dogs,  owners 
unknown,  within  the  city  limits. 

The  City  Clerk  presented  me  with  a list  of  488  delinquent  dog  tax  payers. 
I found  it  necessary  to  prosecute  46  owners  who  had  failed  to  comply  with  the 
chapter  relating  to  dogs.  There  are  at  present  1,488  dogs  licensed  in  the  city, 
exclusive  of  kennel  licenses. 

The  appropriation  for  this  department  I have  found  very  inadequate.  I 
haveexpended  $725.00  from  January  1,  1933  to  September  15,  1933  of  the  cui  rent 
year.  In  view  of  the  present  conditions  1 have  agreed  to  serve  the  remainder  of 
the  year  without  any  compensation,  at  a considerable  loss  to  myself.  Now  in 
justice  to  myself  and  it  seems  to  me  the  City  of  Attleboro  1 shall  respectfullv 
recommend  that  the  sum  of  $200  be  added  to  the  appropriation  for  the  year  1934 
whether  it  is  to  be  expended  by  myself  or  my  successor.

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In  my  report  last  year  I traced  the  expansion  of  the  curiiculum  from  colonia 
times  to  the  present,  showed  rapid  increase  in  pupils  in  Attleboro  from  1900  to 
1930,  the  corresponding  increase  in  school  expenditures,  and  the  measures  taken 
to  reduce  school  costs  since  1931.  It  is  needless  for  me  to  repeat  here  the  cur- 
tailments that  had  been  made  and  mentioned  in  my  last  report, 

Fuither  reductions  made  in  1933,  were  as  follows; 

Salaries  were  cut  10%  effective  January  14,  1933.  A second  cut  of  lO^o  on 
salaries  over  $1000  was  made  effective  April  24,  1933. 

Two  teachers  of  sewing  retired.  One  position  was  filled  by  transfer;  the 
other  position  was  not  filled. 

Sessions  of  the  evening  school  were  omitted  in  the  fall  months. 

Teachers  received  no  allowance  for  illness  or  necessary  absence.  This  rule 
was  suspended  in  February,  1932. 

Asa  result  the  expenditures  for  salaries  in  1933  was  $49,580  less  than  it  was 
in  1932,  a drop  of  17.5%.  Since  1931,  there  has  been  a total  reduction  in  the 
school  appropriation  of  $78,743,  or  22%. 

As  a further  help  in  reducing  school  costs,  the  amount  received  from  the 
state  as  reimbursement  for  teachers’  salaries  in  1933  was  $36,786.75  as  against 
$30,410.40  in  1932.  This  means  that  the  state  contributed  $6,376.35  more  in 
1933  than  it  did  in  1932  toward  the  expenses  of  the  schools  and  reduced  the  sum 
to  be  raised  by  taxation  by  that  amount.  Few  people  realize  how  much  the 
city  receives  from  the  state  for  the  support  of  schools,  because  the  amount  re- 
ceived is  not  credited  directly  to  the  schools  but  goes  into  the  city  treasury  as 
reimbursement.  If  the  receipts  of  the  department  could  be  credited  to  the 
school  appropriation,  the  tax  rate  for  schools  for  1933  would  be  $9,23  a thousand, 
or  30%  of  the  total  tax  rate  of  $30.40.  This  is  as  low  as  most  places  expect  at 
the  present  time. 

In  connection  with  the  matter  of  school  costs  1 am  presenting  a series  of 
graphs  which  accompany  this  report.

CHANGES  IN  TEACHERS 

Very  few  changes  in  teachers  have  occurred  during  the  year.  Miss  Minnie 
.V.  ^^’alker  retired  as  sewing  teacher  after  forty-five  years  of  service  in  Attleboro 
and  three  years  in  Seekonk,  making  a total  of  forty-eight  years  of  teaching  in 
Massachusetts.  Miss  Alice  R.  W'alker,  assistant  sewing  teacher  also  retired  in 
June,  after  thirteen  years  of  service  in  Attleboro.  Miss  Lucy  H.  George,  of  the 
Capron  School,  died  very  suddenly  November  21,  1933.  Miss  George  had  taught 
in  Attleboro  twenty-three  and  a half  years.

The  work  done  in  Grades  VH-\'III  by  Miss  Minnie  A.  Walker  has  been 
taken  over  by  Miss  Prentiss  of  the  Continuation  School.  The  work  done  in 
Grades  \’  and  \ l by  Miss  Alice  R.  Walker  has  been  dropped.  By  closing  a 
kindergarten  and  using  the  room  for  a regular  grade,  and  transferring  the  kinder- 
garten teacher  to  Grade  II,  only  four  new  teachers  were  i-equired  this  year.  Last 
year  only  seven  new  teachers  were  required.  Hour  new  teachers  in  one  year  is 
the  smallest  recorded  number  to  date. 


RETARDED  PUPILS 

One  of  the  ways  in  which  the  schools  have  economized  is  by  closing  two 
rooms  for  retarded  pupils.  W e still  have  one  room  for  such  pupils  at  the  Richard- 
son School.  Pupils  are  classed  as  retarded  who  for  any  reason  have  been  unable 
to  keep  uj)  to  the  grade  in  school  indicated  by  their  age.  For  example  if  a child 
is  12  years  old  and  is  able  to  do  only  third  grade  work  when  he  should  be  doing 
sixth  grade  work,  he  is  three  years  retarded.  There  are  106  pupils,  three  or  more 
years  retarded  in  our  schools.  A boy  fourteen  years  old  in  a class  whose  average 
age  is  ten  or  eleven  years,  is  socially  out  of  place,  and  is  likely  to  be  a bad  influence 
on  the  younger  pupils.  II  e feels  out  of  place,  he  does  not  do  his  best,  he  is  probab- 
ly unable  to  do  t he  work  of  the  grade,  so  that  he  wastes  his  time,  makes  no  effort, 
and  becomes  a disciplinary  problem.  8uch  a pupil  is  a drag  upon  the  class, 
a trial  to  the  teacher,  and  usually  accomplishes  little  because  of  his  mental 
ability.  hen  a pupil  realizes  that  he  cannot  do  the  work  that  the  other  pupils 
are  doing,  and  the  pupils  and  the  teacher  know  it,  also,  he  becomes  discouraged, 
and  ceases  to  make  any  effort.  Such  pupils  are  better  off  in  a room  by  thems-^lves, 
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where  they  can  be  given  work  suited  to  their  ability,  and  where  they  can  ex- 
perience the  joy  of  successfully  doing  something.  To  leave  them  in  a regular- 
class  room  attempting  to  do  work  beyond  their  ability  is  an  injustice  to  them  and 
a hindrance  to  the  progress  of  the  others.  In  my  opinion,  no  economy  made  in 
the  school  department  has  deprived  so  many  pupils  of  the  educational  opportunity 
that  should  be  theirs  as  the  closing  of  the  two  rooms  mentioned  above. 


TRANSPORTATION 

For  years  our  transportation  costs  have  been  very  high.  When  Attleboro 
was  a small  town  limits  for  the  transportation  of  pupils  were  established  which 
were  satisfactory  for  the  times  and  not  very  expensive  as  the  number  of  pupils  to 
be  carried  was  small.  As  the  city  grew,  however,  transportation  costs  increased 
rapidly  as  is  shown  by  the  following  figures:

By  changing  the  rules  regarding  the  transportation  of  pupils  a saving  of 
over  SIOOO  was  made  in  transportation  cost  this  year,  and  there  will  be  a probable 
saving  of  $1500  more  next  year.  For  many  years  pupils  in  Grades  J-IV  living 
more  than  ^ of  a mile  from  school,  and  pupils  in  Grades  V-VHI  living  more 
than  114  miles  from  school  have  been  furnished  transportation.  Since  1926 
pupils  in  the  High  School,  living  more  than  two  miles  from  school  and  paying 
more  than  one  fare  each  way,  have  had  the  extra  fares  allowed  them.  This  rule 
for  the  High  School  affects  many  pupils  from  South  Attleboro. 

The  new  rules  extend  the  limits  in  the  grades  for  which  transportation  is 
furnished  by  V4  of  a mile,  so  that  i)upils  in  Grades  I-IV  receive  transportation 
if  they  live  more  than  a mile  from  school  and  pupils  in  Grades  V-VI 1 1,  if  they  live 
more  than  a mile  and  a half  from  school.  Pupils  in  Grades  \T1  and  VIII,  living 
more  than  a mile  and  a half  but  less  than  two  miles  from  school,  receive  transporta- 
tion one  way  only  from  April  1st  to  November  1st. 

The  application  of  these  rules,  together  with  considerable  saving  on  the 
school  buses,  will  save  the  city  $2500  a year  for  transportation  of  pupils. 


THE  CONTINUATION  SCHOOL 

The  Gontinuation  School  was  opened  in  September,  1920,  in  accordance 
with  the  vote  of  the  city  in  November,  1919,  accepting  the  act  to  establish  a 
continuation  school.  The  purpose  of  the  continuation  school  is  to  provide  part 
time  educational  opportunity  for  employed  minors  between  the  ages  of  fourteen 
and  sixteen.  When  employed,  such  minors  attend  school  four  hours  a w-eek; 
when  unemployed  they  must  attend  twenty  hours  a week. 
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In  1919  more  than  300  working  certificates  were  issued  to  employed  minors 
under  16  years  of  age.  When  the  continuation  school  opened  in  1920,  some 
employers  refused  to  hire  any  minors  under  16  years  of  age.  but  193  boys  and 
girls  were  enrolled.  Pupils  may  enter  any  time  they  obtain  employment  and 
may  leave  the  continuation  school  when  they  become  16.  Consequently  the 
pupils  are  constantly  changing,  some  entering  and  some  leaving  most  of  the  time. 
The  number  enrolled  has  varied  with  business  conditions.  When  business  was 
good  and  many  minors  under  16  could  be  employed,  the  attendance  was  large; 
when  business  was  poor,  the  attendance  was  small. 

For  the  school  year  1930-1931,  the  December,  January  and  February  en- 
rollment was  124.  During  the  last  two  years  however,  since  September  1931, 
the  number  of  pupils  has  been  very  small.  The  average  monthly  enrollment  for 
1931-1932  was  75.  For  1932-1933  the  average  monthly  enrollment  dropped 
to  57.  The  N R A code  does  not  allow  the  employment  of  minors  under  16 
years  of  age  in  the  jewelry  shops.  Consequently  the  enrollment  this  fall.  Septem- 
ber to  December,  has  dropped  to  an  average  of  42.  Of  course  the  teaching 
force  has  been  greatly  reduced,  the  school  being  open  only  one  day  a week,  and 
three  part  time  teachers  employed. 

Every  town  or  city  which  has  accepted  the  act  establishing  a continuation 
school,  must  maintain  such  a school  as  long  as  there  are  200  or  more  employed 
minors  between  the  ages  of  14  and  16.  If  the  number  of  employed  minors  falls 
below  200  for  two  consecutive  years,  the  school  committee  may  apply  to  the 
state  department  of  education  for  permission  to  close  the  school,  and  it  shall 
remain  closed  until  200  or  more  such  minors  in  any  year  are  employed.  The 
following  table  shows  the  total  number  of  different  minors,  14  to  16,  employed 
in  Attleboro  since  1920.

It  is  evident  from  these  figures  that  the  number  of  employed  minors  under 
16  years  of  age  for  the  last  two  years  is  much  below  the  200  required  by  law  for 
maintaining  the  school,  and  if  it  is  desired  to  close  the  school,  1 have  no  doubt 
the  state  department  will  give  the  necessary  permission. 

I shall  be  sorry  to  see  the  continuation  school  closed.  I believe  it  is  worth 
while  to  keep  employed  boys  and  girls  of  this  age  in  touch  with  school  activities. 
Under  the  N R A code  few  minors  can  be  employed  in  industry.  The  most  of  our 
present  registration  are  pupils  who  have  not  succeeded  well  in  the  regular  school 
and  liave  been  allowed  to  leave  school  on  Home  Permits.  They  are  supposed  to 
be  profitably  employed  at  home,  but  I am  afraid  they  have  plenty  of  leisure  time. 
Many  of  our  court  cases  come  from  this  group.  To  bring  these  boys  and  girls 
under  school  influence  for  only  half  a day  a week  is  much  better  for  the  com- 
munity than  to  have  them  cut  loose  from  school  altogether.  Like  the  pupils 
retarded  mentally,  these  people  need  all  the  help  we  can  give  them.  The  cost  of 
the  school,  with  the  state  reimbursement  of  half  the  expense,  is  very  small. 
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ACHIEVEMENT  TESTS 

Since  1930  a definite  testing  program  has  been  carried  out  in  an  attempt  to 
keep  the  schools  somewhat  togethei  in  work  accomplished  and  up  to  a certain 
standard.  In  October  and  May  tests  in  the  four  upper  grades  are  given  in  the 
most  important  subjects.  The  Public  School  Achievement  Tests  are  used  for 
this  purpose.  The  results  are  tabulated  by  rooms  and  grades  and  each  teacher 
receives  a copy  of  the  report  for  her  grade.  So  far,  the  tabulated  scores  indicate 
that  the  schools  are  maintaining  a satisfactory  standard.

VISUAL  EDUCATION 

For  several  years  1 have  written  a paragraph  in  my  report  on  the  importance 
of  visual  education  and  the  steadily  growing  equipment  for  this  purpose  in  the 
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Attleboro  schools.  I believe  we  have  as  fine  an  equipment  for  teaching  through 
the  eye  as  can  be  found  in  the  state  outside  of  one  or  two  large  cities.  The  Trustees 
of  the  Richardson  School  Fund  have  been  sponsors  for  the  visual  education 
program  and  have  supplied  the  major  part  of  the  equipment. 

Every  school  having  a fourth  grade  or  higher  is  now  supplied  with  a daylight 
lantern  for  showing  stereoscopic  slides.  There  are  about  1500  slides  available  in 
the  superintendent’s  office  for  use  in  teaching  geography,  history,  industries, 
literature  and  art. 

Each  large  school  ir  supplied  with  a 35mm.  motion  picture  projector,  and 
films  are  supplied  on  a regular  schedule  throughout  the  year,  at  a very  small 
expense.  The  Chronciles  of  America  Photoplays  are  being  shown  in  the  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  for  the  eighth  successive  year.  These  are  made  possible  through 
the  Richardson  School  Fund. 

We  also  have  four  16mm.  motion  picture  projectors  for  class  room  use. 
More  films  are  now  available  in  the  narrow  width  and  the  cost  of  securing  them 
is  much  less  than  for  the  wider  films. 

For  teaching  art  appreciation  \ve  have  a set  of  colored  slides  to  be  used  in 
connection  with  the  study  of  the  artists  studied  in  each  grade. 

The  thanks  of  the  pupils  and  parents  should  be  given  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
Richardson  School  Fund  who  have  made  it  possible  for  Attleboro  boys  and  girls 
to  have  the  benefit  of  such  a splendid  equipment. 


THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

For  three  years  the  High  School  has  been  badly  overcrowded.  The  following 
figures  show  the  growth  for  the  last  ten  years:

In  two  years  the  meml)ership  increased  237  pupils,  or  34%.  Additional 
teachers  were  not  employed  to  care  for  this  increase  but  the  size  of  the  classes 
was  made  much  larger.  1 think  the  limit  of  expansion  in  this  direction  has 
been  reached.  Present  indications  are  that  the  school  will  register  975  pupils 
in  September,  1934,  and  that  the  school  w411  continue  to  have  large  numbers  till 
business  improves  so  that  many  of  the  pupils  can  find  employment. 


PENMANSHIP 

We  are  using  for  the  fifth  year  the  plan  of  trying  to  have  each  pupil  receive 
the  award  for  his  grade  offered  by  the  Palmer  Company  whose  method  we  use. 
That  we  are  succeeding  is  shown  by  the  following  summary  of  penmanship 
awards  and  the  percentage  of  each  grade  that  received  awards.

The  past  year  has  been  a trying  one.  The  size  of  the  classes  has  been  in- 
creased, (40%  in  the  High  School),  the  teachers’  load  has  been  made  heavier, 
books  and  supplies  have  been  cut  to  cs  minimum,  (we  are  nearly  back  to  the  1905 
level),  classes  have  been  discontinued  and  subjects  dropped,  teachers  have  been 
released  and  grades  combined,  economies  of  all  kinds  have  been  effected  where- 
ever  possible,  and  yet  at  the  same  time  we  have  tried  to  keep  the  schools  up  to 
standards  of  teaching  established  under  more  favorable  conditions,  to  be  happy 
and  not  grumble,  in  the  face  of  personal  and  educational  difficulties,  to  do  our 
part,  however  humble,  to  help  Attleboro  and  the  country  out  of  the  mire  of 
depression  into  which  the  nation  has  been  plunged,  to  be  of  service  and  to  see 
that  no  child  suffered  mental  or  physical  deprivation  if  it  could  possibly  be  avoided. 
Our  aims  have  been  high  and  the  results  gratifying. 

1 do  not  feel  however  that  standards  can  be  maintained  for  an  indefinite 
period  under  present  conditions,  and  the  time  is  rapidly  approaching  when  the 
choice  will  have  to  be  made  between  saving  dollars  on  the  tax  rate  and  better 
education  for  Attleboro’s  boys  and  girls.  1 know  the  parents  favor  education 
and  1 hope  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  boys  and  girls  will  have  the 
educational  advantages  that  are  rightly  theirs.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I herewith  submit  with  pleasure  my  third  annual  report  under  the  following 
headings  and  tables: 

I.  Congestion. 

(Jur  registration  has  fallen  off  slightly  from  the  school  year  1932  1933. 
It  is  difficult  to  make  comparisons,  as  our  enrollment  varies  from  day  to  day. 

Lowever,  in  September  1931  the  average  membership  was  852.9;  in  Septem- 
ber 1932  it  was  957.6;  in  September  1933  it  was  927.2.  Each  September,  we 
have  had  some  "visitors,”  varying  in  number  from  25  to  30  who  enter  the  school 
but  who  gradually  leave  during  the  first  few  weeks. 

We  are  using  practically  every  room  in  the  building  each  period  in  the  day. 
The  freehand  drawing  room  is  not  used  on  P'riday,  as  Miss  Crowell  does  not  teach 
at  the  high  school  that  day.  e have  had  to  use  the  stage  as  a study  room  the 
same  as  last  year.  ‘ ’ 

The  state  requirement  for  a class  A Uigh  School  is  now  a maximum  of  thirty 
pupils  per  teacher.  On  September  21,  1933,  our  pupil  teacher  ratio  was  29.3  and 
on  November  1,  1933,  it  was  28.6.  However  57%  of  our  classes  (88  out  of  155j 
have  over  thirty  pupils. 

Large  classes  make  it  difficult  for  the  teacher  to  give  individual  attention. 
This  inflicts  a greater  hardship  upon  the  dull  pupil.  The  economic  situation  is 
realized  however,  and  we  are  doing  the  best  that  we  can.  The  per  pupil  cost  at 
our  school  was  $120.24  in  1929  when  the  registration  was  679.  In  last  year’s 
report  (1932)  it  was  $99.96  with  a registration  of  823.  The  per  pupil  cost  this 
year  will  probably  drop  to  $86  or  $8”,  less  than  50c  a day!  (Imagine  sending  a 
|)upil  to  a college  or  preparatory  school  at  this  charge.) 

II.  Scholarship. 

Report  cards  go  out  every  two  months,  to  all  pupils,  and  deficiency  cards 
are  given  out  on  the  alternate  months.  W ith  the  report  cards  has  gone  a" Princi- 
pal’s Bulletin,  continuing  the  attempt  to  keep  parents  in  close  touch  with  the 
school.  Bulletins  last  year  and  so  far  this  year  have  taken  up  the  following 
topics:  importance  of  the  first  leport  card,  the  Li-Y  handbook,  high  school 
economies,  taking  books  home,  explanation  of  credits,  reports  of  special  studies 
made  (see  later  in  this  report),  athletics,  music  activities,  class  rings,  senior  class 
activities,  selection  of  study  cards,  extra  classroom  activities,  and  how  to  study. 

Studies  of  the  school  as  a whole  have  been  made  from  time  to  time.  L'ach 
term  it  is  known  exactly  just  how  many  "A’s”,  "B’s”,  "C’s”,  “D’s”  and  "F’s” 
were  given  in  each  subject  and  by  each  teacher. 

One  month  when  we  had  sixty-six  cases  of  tardiness,  it  was  estimated  that 
while  only  five  of  the  sixty-six  were  on  the  Honor  Roll,  there  were  twenty-seven 
on  the  Deficiency  List  thus  showing  a high  relationshij)  between  taidiness  and 
deficiencies.  A letter  explaining  this  was  sent  home  to  the  j)arents  of  those 
tardy. 

On  the  report  card,  a letter  and  a figure  are  given  in  each  subject.  The 
figure  gives  the  attitude  of  the  pupil  according  to  the  estimate  of  the  teacher. 
1,  2,  3,  4 are  the  figures  used.  ‘‘F’  is  best,  "4”  is  poorest,  while  the  great  majority 
of  pupils  receive  "2”.  There  were  forty-four  cases  where  "4”  was  given.  AH 
of  these  pupils  were  personally  interviewed,  and  a letter  sent  home  to  all  parents 
in  the  effort  to  improve  the  student’s  attitude. 

The  same  as  last  year  a comparison  was  made  between  the  freshmen  and 
eighth  grade  at  the  end  of  the  September-October  term.  44ie  majority  did 
approximately  the  same  quality  of  work.  Those  who  did  better  oi-  worse  were 
interviewed  and  a letter  explaining  the  situation  was  sent  to  parents. 

All  of  these  studies  have  been  made  to  understand  the  school  better,  and 
establish  more  contacts  by  which  to  be  of  service. 
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This  year  we  have  introduced  Spelling  for  all  pupils.  It  takes  comparatively 
little  time,  and  does  not  require  a great  amount  of  studv.  It  is  too  early  to 
make  a positive  conclusion,  but  my  opinion  is  that  we  have  made  pupils  and 
teachers  “spelling  conscious.” 

Penmanship  is  now  permitted  only  to  those  Grade  VIII  graduates  who  have 
already  received  the  Student’s  Certificate. 

Shop  Mathematics  has  been  introduced  in  the  first  year  of  the  Manual  Arts 
Curriculum  to  those  boys  who  take  Mechanical  Drawing  and  Manual  Training — 
a form  of  mathematics  more  helpful  to  their  needs  than  Algebra  or  Commercial 
Arithmetic.  Typewriting  I has  been  made  a half-year  subject  in  order  to  take 
care  of  the  large  number  electing  it. 

The  lighting  in  the  mechanical  drawing  room  has  been  very  much  improved 
by  the  inrtallation  of  new  lights. 

Miss  McCormick  feels  that  we  could  strengthen  the  Home  Economics  De- 
partment by  making  Household  Management  and  Dressmaking,  year  subjects 
instead  of  half-year  subjects  as  they  now  are.  If  this  can  be  done  at  no  additional 
expense,  it  would  be  in  order. 

III.  Extra  Classroom  Activities 

The  Hi-Y  Club  has  again  put  out  the  Hi-Y  Hand  Book.  It  is  practically 
the  same  as  last  year. 

Athletics  continue  satisfactorily.  Coach  Grayson  has  the  football,  basket- 
ball and  baseball.  Miss  Farr  coaches  the  girls  in  basketball.  Coach  Cooney 
has  track.  Our  attitude  is  the  same  as  that  of  Professor  Marvel  of  Brown 
University,  who  says,  “Good  sportsmanship  first  and  always.  \Mn  if  we  can.” 

We  continue  to  have  separate  assemblies.  The  three  upper  classes  meet  on 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  mornings,  while  the  Freshmen  meet  on  Wednesday  and 
Friday.  Assemblies  offer  wonderful  opportunities  to  develop  morale  and  good 
citizenship. 

Last  year,  the  Seniors  on  February  15,  1933,  produced  the  drama  “Three 
Live  Gho.sts.”  This  was  coached  by  Miss  Smith,  the  Librarian.  Later,  May  12, 
the  Seniors  had  the  Tufts  College  Glee  Club  Concert.  ‘ 

Mr.  Gibb  will  write  of  our  music  activities.  Our  orchestra  has  done  wonder- 
fully well  on  several  occasions — for  example,  a cup  from  Arlington.  Our  band  is 
gradually  developing  into  a very  creditable  organization.  This  year  it  marched 
at  the  North  game  and  made  a very  good  showing.  Captain  Charles  T.  Cross- 
man is  helping  with  the  marching  evolutions. 

ddie  orchesti  a and  glee  club  gave  a Charity  (Concert  May  3,  1933,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  ('harninade  Club. 

IV.  Graduates 

A record  class  of  199  graduated  in  1933.  There  were  85  boys  and  84  girls. 

In  checking  up  (Nov.  27),  we  find  that  three  (3)  are  at  State  Teachers 
College;  twenty,  (20)  at  Colleges;  seven  (7),  at  lousiness  College;  six  (b),  at  Hospi- 
tal Training  School;  six  (b),  at  Special  Schools;  seventy-seven  (77),  working; 
thirty-four  (34),  are  at  home  and  sixteen  (lb)  are  Po.stgraduates. 

'rhe  school  continues  on  the  approved  list  for  the  New  England  College 
Certificate  Board,  \\’orcester  Polytechnic  Institute  and  it  is  also  in  Class  A for 
State  Teachers  Colleges. 

The  library  is  used  more  than  ever.  Pupils  are  not  allowed  to  use  the 
library  as  a study  room;  it  is  for  reference  work  only.  Miss  Smith  states  that 
25,800  pupils  visited  the  library  during  the  year  1932-1933,  an  increase  of  2400 
over  the  j)revious  year,  and  5000  over  the  year  before  that.  She  has  given  regular 
instruction  to  the  Freshman  English  classes  in  the  laboratory  work  of  the  library. 
This  increase  in  the  use  of  the  library  has  been  accompanied  by  the  librarian 
teaching  two  classes  a day  (formerly  she  was  in  the  library  all  of  the  time).  The 
lack  of  many  new  books,  because  of  small  funds,  has  been  overcome  somewhat  by 
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the  generosity  of  the  Joseph  L.  Sweet  Memorial  Library  loaning  reference  material 
to  us. 

Postgraduates  were  not  admitted  until  the  second  Monday  after  school 
started  in  September.  This  gave  opportunity  to  determine  actual  registration 
in  September,  and  to  know  the  size  of  classes.  Then  postgraduates  were  allowed 
to  enter  those  classes  not  overcrowded.  They  are  expected  to  be  regular  in 
attendance,  perfect  in  behavior,  and  well  up  in  their  studies.  There  were  four- 
teen admitted  in  September,  two  in  October  and  one  in  November.  Of  these 
seventeen,  three  have  left  (December  8)  leaving  fourteen. 

V.  Espiit  de  Corps 

\\  e have  an  excellent  spirit  in  our  school,  among  both  pupils  and  teachers. 
We  contributed  $208.77  to  the  Community  Chest  this  fall  (1033);  $35.27  by 
pupils,  and  $173.50  by  the  rest  of  us.  This  last  amount,  I feel  certain,  will 
compare  favorably  with  that  of  any  other  group  in  the  city.

Note:  \\  e require  15  credits  to  be  a Sophomore,  40  credits  to  be  a Junior, 

sixty  credits  to  be  a Senior,  and  80  credits  to  graduate.  This  means  that  a pupil 
may  have  5 credits  less  than  his  class  and  yet  catch  up.  Therefore,  each  of  the 
above  classes  except  the  Freshman,  may  be  considered  somewhat  larger.  P\)r 
example,  the  Junior  class  (1935)  in  the  above,  contains  some  25  pupils  who  will 
doubtless  graduate,  so  that  next  year’s  graduating  class,  1934,  will  be  probably 
nearer  165  than  136  as  above  indicated.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  Grades 

During  the  singing  periods  in  the  first  eight  grades  we  teach  the  rudiments  of 
music,  stress  beauty  and  quality  of  tone,  develop  the  head  voice,  practice  sight 
reading,  and  teach  two,  three,  and  four-part  singing. 

This  year  there  has  been  competitive  reading  of  music  in  the  fifth,  sixth, 
and  seventh  grades  of  the  Richardson,  Sanford,  Idiss,  and  Tiffany  schools  which 
has  been  accomplished  by  taking  the  children  from  school  to  school.  It  was  the 
concensus  of  opinion  that  the  Tiffany  School  excelled.  This  method  proved 
of  great  help  in  showing  the  less  musical  pupils  how  to  read  music,  and  resulted 
in  the  development  of  better  sight  readers  than  ever  before. 

The  Richardson  School’s  special  chorus  under  Miss  Ward  again  distinguished 
itself  by  the  fine  rendering  of  its  operetta  which  was  given  in  the  High  School 
hall.  The  Lincoln  and  Washington  schools  also  gave  operettas  in  South  Attle- 
boro before  large  and  appreciative  audiences.  A unique  exercise  at  the  Lincoln 
School  was  the  Christmas  pageant,  where  the  fine  singing  of  the  children  did  much 
to  make  that  event  a success. 


The  High  School 
Home  Music  Course 

This  course  gives  credit  to  pupils  who  take  piano  and  voice  lessons  outside 
of  school.  However  this  year  the  enrollment  is  smaller  than  usual,  due  to  the 
f act  that  many  have  had  to  give  up  their  lessons  because  of  adverse  circumstances. 

Music  Appreciation  Club 

The  Club  carries  on  from  last  year  with  the  following  officers:  Sheldon 
Rotenberg,  President;  George  Gibb,  Vice-President;  and  \\  illiam  Lee,  Secretary. 
The  object  of  this  Club  is  to  make  a more  intimate  study  of  the  lives  and  music 
of  the  master  musicians  than  is  ordinarily  possible  in  the  school  time.  One 
composer  is  studied  every  month  and  each  member  of  the  Club  contributes  either 
through  writing  a paper  or  playing  a selection  of  the  composer  under  considera- 
tion. 


Singing  Class 

350  students  out  of  the  entire  High  School  group  elected  singing  this  year 
and  met  during  the  first  period  on  Alonday  mornings,  when  four-part  singing 
was  enjoyed. 


Glee  Club 

The  Glee  Club,  composed  of  00  students,  was  a valuable  addition  to  oui' 
annual  concert.  A decided  improvement  was  notetl  over  performances  of  pre- 
vious years,  better  tone  quality  and  interpretation  l)eing  particularly  evident. 


The  Band 

A gradual  improvement  is  noticeable  in  the  playing  of  the  band,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  some  of  the  students  may  become  interested  in  learning  to  play  bass 
horns  so  that  there  may  be  a more  complete  instrumentation,  ^^■e  now  have  the 
use  of  the  Armory  for  drilling,  and  the  marching  has  been  greatly  improved 
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through  the  training  of  Captain  Crossman.  The  band  is  proving  itself  of  credit 
to  the  High  School  at  its  football  games.  Mr.  William  Cooney  has  been  drum 
major  and  Ralph  Sullivan,  student  leader. 

In  the  spring,  when  I was  a judge  at  the  New  England  Band  Contest  at 
Newport,  Rhode  Island,  the  band  went  with  me  and  took  part  in  the  parade  of 
New  England  bands  there.  This  trip  proved  to  be  of  great  inspirational  value 
to  all  the  players. 

The  band  is  indebted  to  Mr.  Joseph  Finberg  who  has  loaned  it  music  and 
many  instruments. 


The  Orchestra 

This  year  the  orchestra  attended  the  Annual  New  England  Orchestra  and 
Band  Conclave  at  Arlington,  Massachusetts,  where  it  received  the  rank  of  first 
grade  in  its  class. 

The  annual  concert  at  the  High  School  this  year  was  of  particularly  high 
quality,  and  the  orchestra  was  assisted,  as  usual,  by  the  glee  club. 

''rhe  orche.stra  furnished  the  music  at  the  Teachers’  Play. 

Plans  were  made  for  the  orchestra  to  give  an  outdoor  Sunday  concert  at 
Capron  Park  before  school  closed,  but  rain  prevented  it.  This  concert  will 
undoubtedly  become  an  annual  event  in  the  future,  providing,  as  it  does,  so 
good  a chance  for  many,  who  might  not  otherwise  have  the  opportunity  to  hear 
this  tine  musical  organization. 

J'hanks  are  due  Mr.  Frank  Ryder  for  his  contribution  of  orchestra  music, 
and  also  to  the  Lions  Club,  which  paid  some  of  the  expenses  of  the  trip  to  Arling- 
ton. W ith  the  exception  of  such  contributions  the  orchestra  is  self-supporting, 
buying  its  own  supplies  and  music,  repairing  instruments,  etc.,  out  of  the  orchestra 
fund,  which  is  composed  of  the  receipts  from  its  annual  concert. 

The  faithfulness  of  the  teachers  toward  music  for  the  children  is  to  be  com- 
mended. Thanks  are  hereby  rendered  for  the  assistance  which  they  have  given 
me.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

W'e  have  had  a very  busy  year.  Sometimes  it  .seems  that  we  are  so  busy 
doing  things  we  don’t  have  time  to  tie  up  the  j)rinciples  we  are  teaching  with 
things  about  us.  A\'e  try  to  make  all  our  problems  profitable,  hoping  to  develop 
tendencies  which  will  lead  to  good  judgment  and  an  appreciation  of  fine  things. 

'There  are  three  things  we  have  been  trying  for  especially  this  year. 

1.  To  encourage  the  creative  impulses  in  the  child.  This  may  be  free 
work  without  the  assistance  of  the  teacher.  In  our  decorative  work  and  design, 
teaching  is  necessary  to  get  creative  work.  \\  e have  had  some  very  good  results 
in  creative  design.  Our  final  design  ends  in  an  application  to  some  useful  article. 
The  activities  in  making  the  article  have  been  full  of  enjoyment.  Creative 
expression  is  also  given  a place  in  the  High  School  work. 

2.  J'o  teach  art  principles  so  that  the  child  will  use  the  information.  It  is 
not  our  purpose  to  drill  too  much  upon  the  principles  of  representation,  design 
and  color,  for  future  needs,  but  for  the  child  now.  Most  of  the  teachers  use 
drawing  in  connection  with  whatever  is  going  on  in  the  class  room. 

3.  To  develop  appreciation  through  the  study  of  pictures.  We  have 
valuable  helps  for  this  work  in  the  colored  slides  and  reference  books.  Another 
year  I would  like  to  extend  the  field  of  appreciation  by  adding  a few  slides  on 
sculpture.

Every  year  the  Attleljoro  Museum  of  Art  has  a Juvenile  Exhibition  in  the 
Children’s  Room  at  the  Library.  Paper  and  crayons  are  there  for  children  who 
want  to  sketch  what  is  exhibited.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  PHYSICIAL  EDUCATION 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

For  the  best  results  in  physical  education  there  must  be  certain  conditions: 
the  work  must  be  out-of-doors;  the  gymnasium  should  be  used  only  as  an  emer- 
gency space.  J he  exercises  should  be  natural  in  type,  satisfying  by  their  execu- 
tion, the  play  instinct  with  due  regard  to  the  future  practical  needs  of  the  in- 
dividual. Formal  gymnastics  and  much  of  the  apparatus  work  of  the  gymnasium 
belong  to  the  category  of  artificial  stunts  and  mechanical  movements.  They 
are  mechanically  rigid  and  awkward  as  compared  with  natural,  useful  movement 
of  the  body.  They  are  uninteresting  and  distasteful  to  most  boys  and  girls.  It  is 
important  that  a reasonable  amount  of  physical  education  should  be  required  of 
every  pupil.  It  is  equally  important  that  this  training  should  enlist  the  enthusiasm 
and  interest  of  each  pupil,  not  primarily  in  keeping  healthy,  but  in  the  doing  of 
things  having  intrinsic  objective  interest,  whose  performance  will  insure  good 
health.  The  pupil  should  be  unconscious  of  his  own  body  or  of  the  purpose  of 
exercise  to  benefit  his  own  body  or  health.  Self  consciousness,  excej)t  as  in- 
cidently  required  in  the  direct  effort  to  attain  an  end  in  a more  effective  way, 
must  always  detract  from  the  best  results  of  education.  Physical  education 
should  be  supervised  and  directed  with  reference  to  the  beneficial  social  and  moral 
results  which  may  be  gained  by  the  right  performance  in  play,  games  and  athletics, 
of  the  large  fundamental  types  of  human  action. 

Our  program  consisting  of  free  play,  games,  relays,  mai  clung,  stunts,  tumbling, 
rhythms,  singing  games,  simple  dancing,  posture  exercises,  apparatus,  after-school 
athletics,  etc.,  is  pleasing  and  beneficial  to  all  pupils.  The  time  allotment  con- 
sisting of  one  ten-minute  period  daily  and  a morning  and  afternoon  recess  of 
ten  minutes  each,  thirty  minutes  each  day  in  all,  is  satisfactory.  Physical 
education  leaders  assist  the  teachers  in  handling  this  program  and  1 am  pleased 
to  state  that  all  principals  and  teachers  are  cooperating  with  me  splendidly. 
I,  in  turn,  am  always  willing  and  glad  to  assist  them  in  any  way  possible. 

The  health  day  program  this  year  consisted  of  field  day  sports  in  most  part. 
The  events  were  ea.sily  arranged  and  resulted  in  good  fun  for  all,  every  pupil 
taking  part.  Regular  everyday  physical  education  activities  were  stressed  and 
specialties  were  kept  to  a minimum. 

An  early  start  was  made  in  basketball  in  order' to  give  all  boys  in  the  sixth, 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  an  opportunity  to  play.  Schools  were  assigned 
practice  hours  starting  late  in  September.  All  boys  were  welcome.  1 n December 
the  school  squads  were  selected  and  the  grammar  school  league  got  under  way  in 
January.  This  continued  until  the  first  of  March.  During  the  latter  part  of 
March  and  AjHil  the  eighth  grade  girls  from  Rank  Street  and  Rliss  Schools  were 
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given  an  opportunity  to  play  the  game.  This  program  was  a difficult  one  for 
one  man  to  carry  on,  but  with  the  assistance  of  Alumni  of  the  schools  involved, 
and  by  spending  long  hours  in  the  gymnasium,  over  three  hundred  boys  and 
girls  were  accommodated.  This  number  does  not  include  the  pupils  from  Lincoln 
and  Finberg  schools  who  have  gymnasiums  of  their  own,  and  who  carry  on  their 
own  basketball  practice  programs.  Teachers  from  Sanford  and  Bliss  schools 
assisted  me  in  the  girls’  program  and  I wish  to  thank  them  for  their  valuable 
assistance. 

Much  the  same  program  was  carried  on  in  soccer  football,  track  and  base- 
ball. I igh  School  track  started  with  preliminary  work  in  January  and  continued 
until  late  in  June.  This  takes  much  of  my  time  and  I was  forced  to  double  up  on 
some  of  my  grammar  school  activities  in  order  to  give  it  the  proper  attention. 
Over  sixty  boys  reported  and  received  training  and  instruction.

A large  basement  space  at  the  Bliss  School  has  been  converted  into  a play- 
gound  under  my  diiection.  I have  been  assisted  in  this  work  by  the  grammar 
school  manual  training  director  and  some  of  the  eighth  grade  boys.  In  addition, 
games  are  being  constructed  for  use  by  the  noon  hour  pupils  in  the  lunchroom. 
Another  large  basement  area  will  later  on  be  used  as  a paddle  tennis  court.  At 
the  Richardson  School  fresh  air  room,  now  used  by  those  pupils  bringing  lunches 
at  noontime,  more  games  have  been  assembled.  These  rooms  will  be  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  a teacher  at  all  times  when  they  are  in  use.  Further  develop- 
ments are  planned  from  time  to  time. 

\\  ith  the  “sports  for  all”  motto  in  mind  the  usual  grammar  school  leagues 
in  soccer,  basketl)all  and  baseball  will  be  abolished  next  September,  and  a year’s 
tryout  given  to  the  intrumural  idea,  a league  within  each  school.  The  annual 
grammar  school  track  meet  will  be  held  as  usual,  however,  as  will  the  eighth  grade 
competition  between  Bank,  1 liss  and  Lincoln  schools. 

I have  assisted  with  the  Red  Cross  tirst-aid  classes  at  Sanford  and  Finberg 
schools  this  year  and  will  continue  to  do  so  when  time  permits. 

A physical  education  program  under  the  direction  of  the  grammar  school 
athletic  association  was  held  at  the  high  School  auditorium  early  in  October  and 
was  a huge  success.  The  proceeds  will  be  used  for  physical  education  activities 
and  equipment.  1 wish  to  sincerely  thank  all  who  in  any  way  contributed  to  its 
success. 

During  the  past  year  I have  completed  courses  at  Springfield  College  and 
Piown  University,  and  also  attended  a Red  Cross  first-aid  institute  as  well  aM 
the  National  Physical  Education  Association  Conference  at  Springfield. 

Recommendations : 

To  protect  the  children  at  the  following  schools  I would  like  to  emphasize 
the  need  for  fences  at  Farmers,  Lincoln,  Pleasant  Street,  Capron  and  Carpenter 
Street  schools.  All  of  these  playgrounds  face  heavily  traveled  roadways. 

The  need  for  a new  board  floor  at  the  Lincoln  School  gymnasium  still  exists 
and  1 sincerely  hope  that  this  may  be  remedied  at  some  future  time. 

In  closing  my  report  I wish  to  sincerely  thank  you  for  your  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I submit,  herewith,  my  annual  report  as  School  Physician,  for  the  year  1933. 

This  period  has  been  a trying  one  on  the  health  of  the  school  children. 
Economic  conditions  have  been  reflected,  both  in  the  increasing  number  of  physi- 
cal defects  and  in  the  lack  of  proper  food  and  clothing.  The  schools  have  been 
an  important  agency  in  the  alleviation  of  these  conditions. 

An  analysis  of  the  results  noted  in  the  annual  physical  examinations  shows 
that  56^  of  all  pupils  had  one  or  more  defects.  This  fact  emphasizes  the  nece.ssity 
of  a more  extensive  follow-up  system  by  the  proper  authorities.  It  also  reflects 
the  inability  of  parents  to  meet  the  cost  of  medical  and  dental  care.  The  lack 
of  proper  dental  care  and  hygiene  is  deplorable. 

The  nutrition  of  the  pupils  is  a problem  which  should  concern  us  greatly. 
The  child  with  poor  nutrition  presents  a larger  number  of  physical  defects  and 
therefore  they  are  less  able  to  cope  with  the  various  infections  of  childhood. 

Many  agencies,  both  local  and  state,  have  been  instrumental  in  raising  the 
health  standards  in  the  schools.  Among  those  who  have  functioned  during  the 
year  may  be  mentioned  the  following: 

1.  The  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital  Clinic  for  the  removal  of  diseased 
adenoids  and  tonsils.  37  cases  were  referred  to  this  clinic  for  operation. 

2.  The  Diphtheria  Prevention  Clinic  was  conducted  by  the  Attleboro 
Health  Department  in  cooperation  with  the  School  Medical  Service.  200  children 
were  immunized  in  this  clinic,  which  was  held  at  the  various  schools. 

3.  The  Mental  Clinic  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Ralph  Chambers  of  the 
Taunton  State  Hospital  was  conducted  at  the  Sturdy  Memorial  Hospital.  10 
children  were  referred  to  this  clinic  for  examination  and  classification. 

4.  Vaccination  Clinics  were  held  at  the  various  schools  by  the  School 
Physician  specifically  for  children  whose  parents  were  unable  to  pay  medical  fee 
for  same.  More  than  50  children  were  vaccinated. 

5.  A clinic  for  retarded  children  was  conducted  by  Dr.  Patterson  of  the 
Wrentham  State  School.  50  children  were  examined  at  this  clinic. 

6.  The  Chadwick  Clinic  for  the  diagnosis  of  early  tuberculosis  made  a very 
extensive  survey  in  the  schools  as  a new  project  of  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health.  This  comprised  of  physical  examinations,  skin  testing  by  the 
Von  Pirquet  Method  and  X-raying  of  more  than  3,000  children  of  school  age. 
The  summary  of  their  report  follows:

Total  number  of  children  given  tuberculin  test 3,085  or  68% 

Total  number  reactors 1,328  or  42% 

Total  number  X-rayed 1,333 

Total  number  examined 346

363  of  the  children  are  to  be  kept  under  constant  supervision  and  will  be 
examined  annually  to  determine  their  physical  condition.  The  program  invites 
the  closest  cooperation  of  the  health  authorities,  the  family  physician  and  parent.

7.  Two  Health  Camps  were  operated  durinp;  the  summer.  One  by  the 
Bristol  County  Tuberculosis  Association  at  Briggs  Corner  and  the  other  by  the 
Attleboro  Lions  Club.  Children  attending  these  camps  were  chosen  from  the 
undernourished  group. 

8.  Other  agencies  which  have  been  of  material  assistance  were  the  Family 
Welfare  Association,  the  District  Nursing  Association  and  the  City  Almoner. 

Dr.  A.  C.  Conro  gave  his  services  in  many  cases  referred  to  him  for  eye  de- 
fects and  also  as  chief  of  the  Nose  and  Throat  Department  at  the  Sturdy  Memorial 
Hospital. 


Communicable  Diseases 

Numerous  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported  throughout  the  year,  but  the 
outbreak  was  of  endemic  character.  A few  sporadic  cases  of  Whooping  Cough, 
Mumps  and  Chicken  Pox  were  reported.  The  attendance  in  a few  of  the  schools, 
particularly  in  the  kindergarten,  was  affected  by  the  former  malady,  due  to 
protective  measures  taken  against  contagion. 

An  epidemic  of  influenza  occurred  during  the  month  of  January.  The  cases 
were  of  moderate  severity. 


Open-air  Room 

A re-survey  of  those  children  enrolled  in  the  open-air  room  at  the.  Richard- 
son school  in  1931  was  made.  The  results  show  the  permanent  value  of  the 
health  regime  given  these  children  who  were  suffering  from  mal-nutrition  and 
chronic  defects. 


Health  Day 

Health  Day  was  observed  in  May  with  the  presentation  of  appropriate  programs 
dealing  with  the  subject  of  health.  Health  talks,  movies,  plays,  etc.,  were 
presented.  982  children  were  awarded  health  tags  for  being  physically  fit.  Other 
tags  were  distributed  to  those  having  had  dental  work  com{)leted  and  also  for 
showing  improvement  in  various  health  habits. 


Nutrition 

The  regular  nutrition  progi-am  was  carried  out  in  the  laiger  schools,  largely 
through  the  aid  of  private  funds.  Hot  cereal  breakfasts  were  served  in  these 
schools.  This  was  of  great  benefit  to  many  children  in  the  undernourished 
group.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  School  Nurse,  for  the  year  ending 
December  1,  1933. 


Clinics 

1.  Diphtheria  Prevention  Clinic  was  held  in  October,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Board  of  Health,  the  School  Medical  Service  assisting.  These 
clinics  were  held  in  the  Rnberg  and  \^'ashington  Schools,  where  200  pre-school 
children  from  these  districts  were  immunized.  It  is  interesting  to  know  that 
70.3%  of  our  school  population  (Grades  I-VIII,  inclusive)  are  now  immunized. 

2.  The  Attleboro  Mental  Clinic  held  monthly  at  the  Sturdy  Hospital  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Ralph  Chambers  of  the  Taunton  State  Hospital  was  used 
again  this  year.  Ten  children  who  were  not  making  the  proper  adjustments  in 
school  and  home  were  examined  and  treatment  suggested. 

3.  The  Mental  Clinic,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Wrentham  State  School, 
visited  us  in  March.  Dr.  Patterson  ami  her  assistant,  Miss  Wolfson,  examined 
50  children  who  were  3 years  or  more  retarded,  giving  them  psychiatric  tests  as 
well  as  a physical  examination.  Although  many  of  these  children  have  a very 
low  intelligence  quotient  and  should  be  placed  in  a Special  Group,  they  are  forced 
to  stay  in  the  regular  class  room  because  of  the  closing  of  these  specia^  rooms. 

4.  The  Medical  Clinic  of  the  Children’s  Hospital,  Boston,  took  care  of  four 
of  our  unusual  cases. 

5.  The  Tonsil  and  Adenoid  Clinics  at  the  Sturdy  Hospital  were  held  in 
June  and  September.  Through  the  kindness  and  generosity  of  the  local  Nose  and 
Throat  Service  some  37  cases  were  taken  care  of  either  free  or  at  a low  cost.  These 
children  had  been  referred  for  operation  either  by  the  Chadwick  Clinic,  School 
Physician  or  Family  Physician  in  preparation  for  the  attendance  at  Health  Camp. 

6.  A Vaccination  Clinic  was  held  at  the  Washington,  Dodgeville  and  Finberg 
Schools  in  June.  (>2  children  were  vaccinated  by  Dr.  Jesse  Battershall,  School 
Physician. 

7.  The  Chadwick  Clinic  conducted  by  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health  was  in  operation  here  from  March  27th  to  May  12th.  The  following 
is  a summary  of  the  final  report:

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These  figures  hold  but  little  interest  until  one  learns  that  these  363  children 
referred  for  further  examination  are  weighed  and  measured  monthly  and  their 
Health  Records  kept  on  individual  charts.  Then  every  spring  when  the  clinic 
comes,  their  doctors  X-Ray  and  re-examine  every  child  in  the  presence  of  their 
parents.  The  new  and  old  X-Rays  are  shown  and  explained  to  the  parent,  who 
therefore  has  visible  evidence  of  the  increase  or  decrease  of  his  child’s  infection. 
The  parent  after  consulting  with  the  doctor  visits  a nutritionist  who  plans  out 
the  course  of  rest,  play  and  food  for  the  child  for  the  coming  year.  The  recom- 
mendations of  the  doctor  for  the  child  are  carried  out  as  faithfully  as  facilities 
permit  by  the  school  nurse.  N^eedless  to  say  a program  including  this  new  project 
is  full  indeed. 


Communicable  Diseases 


Scarlet  P^ever — 

Numerous  cases  were  reported  from  September  until  June.  These  cases 
were  not  confined  to  any  one  section. 

\\  hooping-cough,  Xlumps  and  Chicken  Pox — 

P’ew  sporadic  cases  were  reported  throughout  the  year. 

Diphtheria — 

Several  cases  were  reported  and  two  carriers. 

Grippe — 

During  the  month  of  January  the  attendance  in  most  schools  was  badly 
affected  by  the  epidemic  of  grippe  which  swept  the  country. 


Survey 

A Survey  of  the  Health  Activities  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Schools  was  made 
by  Miss  Muriel  F.  Bliss  this  spring.  Miss  Bliss  who  was  studying  at  M.  I.  T. 
submitted  the  report  as  a Thesis  and  to  the  Department  of  Biology  and  Public 
Health.  XIany  pertinent  suggestions  were  made  which  we  woukl  be  only  too 
happy  to  fill  if  time  and  funds  were  available. 


Open-Air  Room 

All  the  children  who  were  in  the  Open-air  Room  when  it  was  closed  in  June, 
1931,  were  given  a thorough  Physical  Examination  in  January,  1933,  to  ascertain 
their  nutritional  status  since  they  returned  to  their  regular  class  rooms. 

The  following  was  noted: 


Total  number  examined 22 

Total  number  showing  gain  in  weight 10 

Total  number  showing  loss  in  weight 3 

Total  number  who  weighed  the  same 2 


This  shows  that,  although  these  children  have  been  through  a period  when 
their  nutritional  needs  have  not  l)een  entirely  met,  the  foundation  given  them 
by  their  stay  in  the  Open  air-Room  has  helped  them  over  this  trying  period. 


Physical  Examinations  and  Correction  of  Defects 

Physical  Examinations  were  completed  in  April,  1933,  by  Dr.  Jesse  Batter- 
shall.  School  Physician.  3,206  or  93%  of  the  school  children.  Grades  I-VHI, 
nclusive,  were  examined. 
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857  or  25%  had  Poor  Nutrition 
1347  or  39%  had  Dental  Defects 
143  or  4+%  had  Diseased  Tonsils 
17  or  1-2%  had  Heart  Murmur 
37%  were  free  from  defects. 

56%  had  Malnutrition  or  defects  of  the  nose,  throat,  teeth  or 
heart. 

Most  of  these  children  had  more  than  one  defect.  A 3%  increase  in  poor 
nutrition  was  noted,  while  the  number  of  dental  defects  remained  about  the 
same.  Parents  are  notified  of  these  defects,  and  although  they  are  anxious  for 
the  corrections  to  be  made,  find  it  impossible  to  do  much  about  it.  Nevertheless, 
through  the  kindness  of  Dr.  Conro,  and  the  hospital,  many  nose  and  throat,  ear 
and  eye  defects  have  been  corrected. 

37  Tonsil  and  Adenoid  operations  were  performed  in  June  and  October  and 
18  eye  and  ear  examinations  were  made  free,  by  Dr.  Conro.  As  we  have  no  funds 
for  glasses  at  our  disposal,  we  utilize  the  facilities  of  the  Family  Welfare  Associa- 
tion and  Public  Welfare  Department  to  either  completely  or  partially  finance  the 
purchase  of  the  glasses.  Statistics  show  that  many  children  are  forced  to  repeat 
their  grade  because  of  poor  vision,  and  many  a problem  child  can  be  helped  by 
the  correction  of  these  defects. 

Dental  defects  are  still  being  more  or  less  neglected,  except  where  there  is  a 
family  dentist.  The  need  of  the  Dental  Clinic  is  so  well  known  that  we  hope  that 
some  day  it  will  materialize. 


Home  Calls 

194  home  calls  were  made.  Many  of  these  were  in  response  to  families 
who  were  in  need  of  physical  or  mental  assistance.  In  many  cases  where  a home 
call  should  have  been  made  the  parent  came  to  my  office  for  conference.  It  is 
quite  essential,  however,  to  visit  the  home  to  obtain  a history  for  clinics  or  the 
correction  of  defects. 


Health  Day  , 

\'aried  programs  were  pre.sented  to  the  parents  on  May  9th  our  Health  Day. 
In  one  school  Walter  Briggs,  D.  D.  S.,  spoke  to  the  parents  on  “Preventative 
Dentistry.”  Dr.  Briggs  gave  a very  instructive  talk  and  illustrated  it  with  a 
wonderful  exhibit  of  models  and  posters.  In  other  schools,  pageants,  health 
plays,  songs,  physical  exercises  and  movies  delighted  the  parents.  Health  Tags 
were  awarded  to  982  children  who  were  physically  fit;  437  received  a Dental 
Tag,  and  2416  received  an  lmj)iovement  Tag,  showing  that  they  had  improved 
in  some  of  their  health  habits. 


Health  Camps 

Bristol  County  Health  Camp 

Through  the  sale  of  Christmas  Seals  in  Attleboro,  18  malnourished  girls 
were  allowed  to  attend  camp  for  one  month.  These  girls  were  chosen  from  a list 
recommended  by  the  Chadwick  Clinic. 


Lions  Health  Camp 

Some  40  malnourished  boys  had  the  opportunity  of  this  camp,  and  showed 
fine  gains. 
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Salvation  Army  Camp — Sharon 

For  the  first  time,  this  year,  we  sent  6 children  to  this  camp.  The  courtesy 
was  extended  to  us  because  of  Attleboro’s  contribution  to  the  Salvation  Army 
Camp  Fund. 

Nutrition 

Mid-morning  milk  lunches  were  served  in  most  schools  at  a slight  cost  to 
the  pupils.  There  was  a definite  decrease  in  the  number  of  bottles  of  milk 
purchased,  but  this  was  not  unexpected. 

Hot  cereal  breakfasts  were  served  in  Bliss,  Richardson,  Finberg,  Vv  ashington 
and  Dodgeville  schools  through  the  winter  months.  Funds  came  from  various 
sources,  such  as  public-spirited  citizens  and  the  Dodgeville  Neighborhood  House. 
This  project  received  great  praise  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health. 

Although  we  do  not  approve  of  the  selling  of  candy  in  school,  in  several 
instances  it  is  to  be  preferred  to  the  jDurchase  of  cheap  candy  in  nearby  stores 
by  the  children.  Children  are  urged  to  bring  fruit  for  their  recess  lunches. 


Relief  Work 

Although  this  is  not  one  of  the  many  duties  of  the  School  Nurse  it  gives  me 
great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  assist  a few  people  who  are  not  receiving  aid  from  either 
public  or  private  agencies.  Many  pieces  of  new  clothing  from  the  Garment 
Guild  were  distributed  as  well  as  2i:;7  pieces  which  were  given  to  me  from  parents 
of  school  children. 


Classes 

Classes  in  Infant  Hygiene  in  connection  with  the  Continuation  School  were 
conducted  throughout  the  year.  The  theory  and  practice  of  caring  for  babies 
from  birth  proves  most  helpful  to  these  girls  who  desire  a position  as  mothers’ 
helpers.

The 
only  regretable  feature  is  that  more  children  can  not  have  the  advantages  that 
this  school  offers,  because  the  work  and  training  that  is  given  at  this  school  is 
such  as  should  go  a great  way  in  the  development  of  better  citizens.  At  the 
present  time  we  have  but  one  boy  in  this  school.  No  one  should  have  any 
misgivings  of  the  commitment  of  any  childreli  to  this  institution.

REPORT  OF  THE  CUSTODIAN  OF  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS 

Mr.  Lewis  A.  Fales,  Superintendent  of  Schools; 

I herewith  submit  a report  of  Repair  W ork  accomplished  during  this  year. 
We  were  unable  to  do  much  of  the  work  that  was  planned  the  first  of  the  season 
owing  to  the  lack  of  help  from  the  W elf  are  Department,  which  we  were  dependent 
upon  for  our  labor.  Particularly  did  we  lack  enough  men  capable  of  doing  fhe 
inside  refinishing,  of  which  there  was  a large  arnounUthat  should  have  been  done. 
However,  with  the  help  that  was  available  we  made  a very  good  showing,  but 
mostly  in  outside  work. 

Our  outside  painting  jobs  consisted  of  two  coats  of  paint  on  the  (irammar 
Building  at  Sanford  Street  School  and  one  coat  jobs  at  Pleasant  Street,  Dodgeville, 
Tiffany,  Lincoln  and  Plat  Schools.  All  the  of  woodwork  in  the  Lincoln  School 
with  the  exception  of  the  auditorium  was  varnished.  W e refinished  the  first 
floor  of  the  High  School  with  the  exception  of  two  class  I’ooms.  Some  large 
chimneys  were  retopped  at  the  Plat  and  k ai  mers  Schools.  .\t  Dodgeville  window 
casings  that  had  rotted  out  were  repaired  and  a section  of  new  flooring  was  laid 
in  the  basement.  W elfare  help  was  also  used  to  help  the  janitors  with  some  of 
their  extra  work  in  cleaning  heating  systems  and  fixing  uj)  yards  during  the  sum- 
mer vacation.  331  hours  time  with  this  kind  of  help  was  used. 

The  total  number  of  hours  for  the  repair  work  was  3,569,  making  a total  of 
3,900  hours  labor  received  through  the  Welfare  Department.  Allowing  this 
labor  to  have  been  at  the  rate  of  50c  per  hour,  which  for  all  classes  of  labor  that 
we  had  would  be  a fair  estimate  as  compared  with  the  prices  at  that  time,  would 
make  our  labor  item  the  equivalent  of  $1950.  d'his  is  but  little  more  than  half 
of  the  amount  that  we  received  from  the  same  source  in  1932. 

We  spent  $346.83  for  material  besides  what  materials  we  had  on  hand. 
The  material  on  hand  was  worth  approximately  another  $150.00.  The  usual 
amount  of  money  was  expended  on  repairing  of  heating  and  plumbing  systems 
and  electrical  systems  and  other  minor  repairs  to  the  amount  of  $895.00. 
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At  the  Plat  School  the  lower  part  of  the  old  fire  escape  was  taken  away  and  a 
new  railing  put  in  its  place,  which  makes  this  much  safer  than  it  was  before. 
It  was  done  at  a cost  of  $37.60.  We  have  added  to  our  painting  equipment 
this  year  and  now  have  a very  good  and  complete  equipment,  enough  to  enable  us 
to  carry  on  one  outside  job  and  two  inside  jobs  at  the  same  time.  This  should 
enable  us  in  the  future  to  do  the  work  of  this  kind  at  a less  cost  than  before  as  we 
could  hire  our  own  help  and  furnish  our  own  material. 

It  would  be  a much  better  plan  to  have  the  money  appropriated  to  pay  the 
workmen,  and  we  would  get  much  better  results  than  we  have  secured  in  the 
past  by  depending  on  help  sent  from  the  Welfare  Department.  It  would  enable 
us  to  hire  such  men  as  we  knew  were  capable  of  doing  the  work.  This  will  be 
very  much  needed  for  the  coming  year  as  there  is  such  a large  amount  of  inside 
work  to  be  done.

During  the  wii  ter  months  the  regular  scouting  and  creosoting  of  gypsy 
moth  eggs  was  cariied  on,  most  of  the  countiy  road  sides  were  sprayed  during  the 
lava  season  with  satisfactoi-y  i-esults. 

4'he  removal  of  dead  wood  fj-om  the  shade  trees  was  continued  so  that  at  the 
present  time  about  two-thirds  of  the  shade  trees  arc  in  good  condition  as  fai'  as 
dead  limbs  ai  e concerned. 

It  was  necessary  to  i-ernove  several  shade  trees  on  account  of  changes  in 
sti'cet  lines  for  diainage  {)urposes.

CRIME 

During  the  year  just  closed  we  did  not  have  any  startli’  g crimes  or  mysteries 
to  solve.  All  the  crime  committed  was  of  the  ordinaiy  petty  nature,  and  there 
is  very  little  left  for  solution  at  the  present  time,  exce])t  a store  break  in  tin' 
southern  part  of  the  city  and  a few  others  in  the  centei . 

The  city  has  been  especially  free  from  crime  and  lawlessness  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  same  has  been  extremely  ram  paid  all  over  the  country. 
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LIQUOR  ENFORCEMENT 

The  enforcement  of  the  liquor  laws  has  received  the  same  attention  as  in 
former  years.  Suspected  places  were  closely  supervised  and  as  soon  as  evidence 
enough  was  found  the  place  was  cleaned  out.  The  illegal  transportation  of 
liquor  through  the  city  to  other  places  has  shown  a remarkable  decrease,  and 
very  few  arrests  for  this  offense  have  been  made  during  the  year.  It  is  believed 
that  some  of  the  clubs  licensed  to  dispense  legal  beer  to  members  and  their  friends 
are  overstepping  the  limit  allowed  by  the  license  granted.  These  are  under 
supervision  at  the  present  time  and  if  conditions  are  not  remedied  in  the  immediate 
future  drastic  action  will  result. 


TRAFFIC 

The  handling  of  traffic  has  become  a serious  problem  and  we  have  endeavored 
to  regulate  it  with  as  little  Court  appearances  as  possible.  The  worst  offenders 
are  our  own  citizens  and  many  of  them  are  highly  indignant  if  the  officer  on  the 
beat  has  occasion  to  remind  them  of  a violation  of  traffic  rules.  The  same 
attention  as  in  former  years  has  been  given  for  the  safety  of  children  at  the  schools. 
Three  schools  in  South  Attleboro  have  police  protection  when  the  children  are 
being  dismissed  both  at  the  morning  and  afternoon  sessions,  and  the  same  is 
given  to  the  school  in  Dodgeville.  An  officer  is  in  attnedance  at  the  Sanford 
Street  school  when  the  children  are  entering  and  also  at  dismissal  of  both  sessions 
while  the  Kichai'dson  school  has  police  protection  when  the  pupils  are  being  dis- 
missed. A new  set  of  traffic  signs  that  will  conform  with  state  regulations  must 
be  procured  for  the  traffic  zone.  ffTe  establishing  of  the  ‘ffhrough  way”  streets 
where  the  view  is  obstructed  at  many  corners  will  no  doubt  eliminate  many 
accidents. 


WELFARE  WORK 

In  cooperation  with  Miss  Olive  MacKinnon,  local  agent  for  the  Massachu- 
setts Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  much  welfare  work  that 
the  general  public  has  no  idea  of  has  been  done.  She  has  given  the  department 
valuable  assistance  and  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  her  untiring  efforts 
in  this  work  during  the  year,  and  many  cases  have  been  adjusted  satisfactorily 
without  Court  procedure.  The  advice  and  assistance  of  Clergymen,  principals 
of  the  different  schools,  and  parents  was  asked  many  times  during  the  year. 
Each  cooperated  to  the  fullest  extent  and  in  this  manner  the  cases  of  many 
juvenile  delinquents  were  successfully  handled. 


EQUIPMENT 

The  motor  equipment  consists  of  a Chrysler  29  sedan,  three  Rockne  coupes, 
tliiee  Indian  motorcycles,  and  a Cadillac  patrol  wagon,  1916  model. 

The  patrol  wagon  has  outlived  its  usefulness  many  years  ago;  it  has  given 
good  service  but  is  now  obsolete  for  the  work  required.  The  tires  are  worn  down 
to  the  fabric  and  it  is  questionable  whether  tires  to  fit  could  be  found  at  the  present 
time.  It  should  be  disposed  of  and  a lighter  vehicle  purchased  which  would  be 
more  economical  to  keep  up. 

'The  (Trysler  sedan  was  a used  car  purchased  two  years  ago.  It  is  in  fairly 
good  condition  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  it  has  covered  fifty  thousand  miles. 
1 believe  it  would  be  strict  economy  to  exchange  it  for  a new  car  as  the  cost  of 
repairs  from  now  on  will  be  large. 
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The  three  Rockne  coupes  were  purchased  last  Spring  and  are  in  good  order. 
It  will  not  be  necessary  to  exchange  them  in  1934. 

Two  of  the  motorcycles  have  been  three  years  in  use  while  the  third  has 
been  four  years.  All  have  given  perfect  satisfaction,  but  I believe  the  time  is 
now  ripe  to  exchange  them  for  later  models. 

The  equipment  carried  by  the  officers  is  of  the  modern  type  and  is  in  good 
condition.  A riot  gun  is  carried  in  each  patrol  car  every  night. 

The  furniture  in  the  officers’  quarters  needs  to  be  replaced  very  soon,  as 
all  we  have  got  is  falling  to  pieces  and  the  greater  part  of  it  has  been  “chiselled” 
from  some  source  or  other.  The  floors  require  a new  covering  of  linoleum  in  the 
near  future  and  mattresses  and  blankets  are  sadly  needed  for  the  comfort  of  the 
poor  unfortunates  down  below. 


THE  POLICE  FORCE 

The  Police  Department  consists  of  a Chief,  Lieutenant,  two  Sergeants, 
twenty  Patrolmen,  and  four  Reserve  Officers.  This  is  two  less  in  number  than 
it  was  in  the  year  1931,  and  is  a serious  handicap  to  the  proper  protection  of  the 
citizens.  Each  officer  performed  the  duties  assigned  to  him  in  a satisfactory 
manner,  and  there  was  very  little  cause  for  fault  finding  in  the  manner  in  which 
they  conducted  themselves. 

Patrolmen  I^eter  Marron  and  Charles  E.  Brown,  assigned  to  plain  clothes 
duty,  have  rendered  valuable  service  and  spent  long  hours  overtime  in  following 
up  clues  that  would  eventually  lead  to  the  apprehension  of  a criminal.  When 
not  busily  engaged  in  investigations  they  are  endeavoring  to  establish  a finger 
print  bureau  and  filing  system,  but  owing  to  the  limited  amount  of  funds  available 
their  progress  is  necessarily  slow. 

The  drastic  reduction  in  compensation  received  by  the  officers  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year  was  rather  discouraging  and  it  was  almost  impossible  for  them 
to  support  their  families  and  purchase  the  necessary  uniforms  and  clothing  to 
uphold  the  degree  of  respect  that  the  public  demands. 

I sincerely  trust  that  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council  will  bear  this  fact 
in  mind  when  regulating  salaries  for  the  ensuing  year. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

As  in  the  past  years  I recommend  the  erection  of  a Police  Station  with 
suitable  accommodations  for  the  motor  equipment.  To  this  should  be  added 
a modern  Recall  Gamewell  System  with  the  colored  lights. 

This  would  enable  the  superior  officers  to  get  in  communication  with  the 
men  on  the  routes  in  short  notice,  and  also  serve  as  i check  on  the  officers  as  they 
would  be  required  to  ring  up  at  least  once  every  hour. 

I recommend  the  establishing  of  a photographic  outfit  and  finger  j)rint 
system,  and  that  an  officer  be  sent  to  an  institution  for  ju’oper  training  along  this 
particular  line.  Such  a system  would  be  of  invaluable  assistance  in  the  solution 
of  crimes  and  the  apprehension  of  criminals. 

I recommend  that  a teletype  machine  be  installed  at  Headquarters,  and 
that  the  cruiser  cais  be  furnished  with  radio  receiving  sets,  so  that  reports  could 
be  received  by  the  officers  from  the  station  within  a short  period  of  time  in  case 
of  crime  being  committed.  The  city  is  miles  behind  most  of  the  smaller  towns 
in  this  respect,  and  it  is  natural  to  expect  that  unfavorable  criticism  will  be 
directed  against  the  efficiency  of  the  department  if  anything  serious  should 
happen  and  the  officers  could  not  be  reached  immediately. 

A city  that  fails  to  furnish  its  police  department  with  all  the  modern  devices 
for  the  apprehension  of  criminals  has  no  right  to  criticise  the  j)olice  when  they  are 
doing  their  utmost  and  the  city  itself  is  ten  years  behind  the  times. 
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CONCLUSION 

I take  this  opportunity  to  thank  His  Honoi  Alayor  (Stephen  H.  Foley,  the 
members  of  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council,  the  Justices  of  the  Fourth  District 
Court  and  Clerk  of  same.  Court  Officials,  City  Hall  employees.  Chief  Fred  A. 
Clark  and  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  newspaper  men,  and  all  others  who 
in  any  way  assisted  the  Police  Department  during  the  year  just  closed.

Attleboro,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

In  compliance  with  the  City  Ordinances,  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare 
respectively  submits  its  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1933. 

The  total  number  of  individuals  aided  during  the  year  was  4,439,  representing 
1,256  families  or  cases,  at  a gross  expense  for  all  divisions  of  $283,272 . 49.  Against 
this  amount  there  was  billed  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  $60,071.79 
for  the  care  of  persons  having  no  legal  settlement,  and  $21,824,47  was  charged  to 
other  cities  and  towns  for  the  support  of  persons  residing  here  and  settled  else- 
where, The  City  Treasury  was  in  addition  reimbursed  in  the  sum  of  $55,540.48, 
allotted  by  the  Government  through  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief  Fund,  and 
based  on  expenditures  of  this  Department  for  the  months  of  January  to  August, 
inclusive.  These  credits  together  with  receipts  of  $259.25  from  the  sale  of  prod- 
ucts at  the  City  Infirmary  bring  the  net  direct  cost  of  the  Department  for  the 
year  to  $145,576.50,  or  $6,69  per  capita,  based  on  the  1930  Federal  Census,  In 
return  for  this  net  expenditure,  the  taxpayer  received  the  benefits  and  results 
of  58,709^  hours  of  welfare  labor  under  direction  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment, 23,664  hours  for  the  Park  Commission,  3,906  hours  with  the  City  For- 
ester, and  3,900  hours  in  repairing  the  Public  Schools. 

Here  is  a total  of  90,179^  hours,  which  conservatively  figured  at  40c  per  hour 
represents  $36,071 .80  to  further  reduce  the  final  cost  of  Public  Welfare  in  1933  to 
$109,504.70,  or  $5.03  per  capita. 

The  highest  case  load  occurred  late  in  February  when  the  record  total  of 
809  families  or  cases  were  receiving  relief.  Through  the  cooperation  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council,  the  Department  was  provided  with  an  additional 
visitor  at  about  this  period.  Miss  Alison  Vickery  was  chosen  and  the  more 
thorough  checking  and  investigating  of  cases  thus  made  possible,  resulted  in  an 
immediate  decline  in  the  total  list  of  cases.  During  the  following  weeks,  the 
Textile  Industry  experienced  a sharp  upturn.  Both  of  these  factors  contributed 
to  the  material  advantage  of  this  branch  of  the  City  Government,  and  by  mid- 
June  the  case  load  had  fallen  below  the  600  mark. 

During  the  early  summer  months  the  Department  placed  80  youths  in 
camps  of  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps,  thus  further  reducing  expenditures, 
through  salary  allotments  to  dependents.  Throughout  the  summer  and  early 
fall,  local  industries  absorbed  a considerable  number  of  aid  recipients,  and  on 
November  1st  we  were  providing  relief  to  318  cases.  A trend  back  toward  relief 
rolls  started  during  November,  however,  but  about  December  1st  the  C.  W.  A. 
began  operations.  This  movement  at  once  reacted  to  the  distinct  benefit  of  this 
Department  and  at  its  height,  150  were  removed  from  the  relief  rolls.  At  the 
close  of  the  year,  December  31st,  cases  numbered  354. 
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The  P'ederal  Emergency  Relief  Administration  through  whom  the  City 
received  an  allotment  of  $55,540.48  in  cash,  together  with  surplus  food  com- 
modities toward  the  end  of  the  year,  recommended  that  while  Public  Aid  cases 
aggregated  in  the  vicinity  of  300,  the  Department  should  have  one  more  in- 
vestigator in  order  to  share  in  further  grants  from  that  office.  This  recommenda- 
tion was  carried  out,  and  early  in  December  Miss  Dorothy  Johnston  was  added 
to  the  staff. 

It  is  with  a deep  sense  of  regret  the  Department  reports  that  on  November 
1st,  the  very  able  services  of  Joseph  Lardy,  Almoner,  were  lost  to  the  City,  by 
virtue  of  his  having  accepted  a position  with  the  State  Department  of  Public 
\\'elfare.  Pending  action  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  in  preparing  a list 
of  eligible  appointees  the  duties  of  the  Amoner  wer-e  carried  for  the  balance  of  the 
year  by  the  remainder  of  the  staff. 


CITY  INFIRMARY 

Total  expenditures  for  the  City  Infirmary  were  $7,839.74,  and  returns  of 
$259.25  were  received  from  the  sale  of  farm  products  making  a net  cost  of  $7,580.49 
for  the  year.  On  December  31st,  there  were  18  inmates  at  the  institution, 
and  the  average  for  the  year  was  16.  The  weekly  cost  to  maintain  each  inmate 
was  $9.11,  a figure  which  compares  well  with  those  of  other  cities  and  towns. 

Although  expenses  were  kept  at  a minimum  much  was  done  through  the  use 
of  welfare  labor  to  make  repairs  and  improve  and  beautify  the  property,  thus 
adding  to  the  comfort  and  enjoyment  of  those  individuals  who  occupy  the  Home. 
No  major  repairs  are  deemed  necessary  for  the  coming  year  and  this  division  of  the 
Public  Welfare  Department  should  continue  to  show  good  results  for  1934. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  expresses  its  sincere  thanks  to  Plis  Honor  the  Mayor 
and  Municipal  Council,  to  other  City  Departments,  and  the  staff  in  the  office  for 
the  splendid  cooperation  and  devotion  to  duty  which  were  manifest  throughout 
the  year.  Likewise,  are  we  indebted  to  all  others  who  assisted  us  in  any  way, 
especially  those  merchants  and  manufacturers  who  so  kindly  provided  the  Depart- 
ment with  storage  space  for  food  and  other  supplies.

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Report  of  Park  Commissioners 


Attleboro,  Mass. 
January  1st,  1934. 


To  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  Attleboro,  Mass., 

Gentlemen: 

1 present  herewith  my  ninth  annual  report  as  your  superintendent. 

The  first  work  in  the  early  spring;  was  as  usual  a g;eneral  cleanup  of  the  Park, 
the  Common,  and  Anj^ell  Park.  The  ^^'elfare  labor  was  a g;reat  help  on  this 
kind  of  work  as  our  regular  men  had  to  be  on  short  time  all  season. 

The  new  entrance  from  W'm.  Bushee  Street  was  finished,  planted  with 
flowering  trees,  shrubs  and  plants,  and  was  also  seeded.  An  iron  post  was 
erected  in  the  center  of  the  entrance  walk  with  a sign,  Vilroy  \\  alk — in  memory 
of  Mrs.  Vilroy  Bushee,  wife  of  former  Supt.  Solon  D.  Bushee.  The  walk  extends 
through  the  grove  to  the  shelter  house,  bOO  feet  in  length  and  averaging  10  feet 
in  width. 

The  boundary  line  between  the  grove  and  the  land  of  W'm.  Bushee  and 
Alfred  Aden  was  planted  with  flowering  trees,  birches,  and  shrubs  to  show  the 
Park  line  bounding  those  properties.  The  part  of  the  grove  which  had  been 
covered  with  loam  last  fall  was  leveled,  raked,  and  seeded  with  shady  grass 
seed  to  stoj)  washing  off  the  new  loam. 

Our  next  job  was  to  find  a place  to  plant  all  our  evergreens  growing  in  our 
nursery,  as  that  land  is  included  as  part  of  the  new  plan  of  filling  and  landscaping 
our  six  acie  project  in  the  center  of  the  Park.  There  was  no  place  in  the  Park 
ready  or  suitable  for  planting  of  these  evergreens  so  we  had  to  make  land  for 
that  purpose.  This  required  a tremendous  amount  of  labor  as  we  had  to  strip 
subsoil  off  that  area  where  they  are  now  standing,  dig  out  the  gravel,  fill  back 
with  subsoil,  cart  more  soil  and  loam  to  make  the  land  right  and  suitable  for  the 
evergreens  to  grow.  On  this  new-made  land  we  transplanted  1400  evergreens 
and  trees  that  were  standing  in  our  nursery  and  only  lost  two  trees,  but  we  used 
two  Welfare  men  for  three  weeks  carrying  water  from  the  Pond  to  water  the  trees. 

A cement  walk,  3 feet  wide  and  850  feet  long  was  laid  next  to  the  fenc^ 
around  the  pond,  making  it  much  nicer  for  people  to  walk  around  the  pond  and 
look  at  the  water  fowl  and  flowers  inside  the  fence. 

The  road  from  the  animal  house  past  the  ballfield  and  the  cmwe  around 
the  pond  was  widened  from  four  to  ten  feet,  eliminating  a dangerous  traffic 
condition,  especially  during  the  ballgames. 

The  land  between  the  pond  and  ballfield  was  all  graded  over  and  to  save 
money  we  dug  out  all  the  soil  and  filled  in  with  stones,  large  and  small,  from  one 
to  three  feet  as  reeded  for  the  proper  grade,  then  the  old  soil  was  replaced  over 
the  stones  and  raked.  This  meant  a lot  of  work,  but  no  expense  except  the  labor. 
Without  the  Welfare  help  we  would  not  have  been  able  to  do  all  this  work. 

The  Welfare  help  trimmed  about  400  trees  in  the  Park  this  year  and  there 
are  probably  100  trees  that  have  not  been  trimmed  out  of  1800  all  told  on  your 
Park  property.  Many  of  the  trees  have  been  trimmed  two  or  three  times  in  the 
nine  years  1 have  served  as  your  superintendent. 

The  two  trucks  were  in  use  all  the  season,  outside  of  the  Ford  truck,  which 
was  put  up  in  October  and  November  to  save  maintenance  and  to  keep  within 
the  budget. 
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We  carted  3,328  yards  of  subsoil  from  A.  8.  Ingraham’s  lar  d,  corner  \\'est 
and  Mechanic  Streets,  that  he  gave  the  Park  free  of  charge.  W hen  the  sub- 
soil gave  out  and  Mr.  Ingraham  told  us  to  stop,  we  had  to  go  back  to  John  E. 
Anderson’s  land  on  County  Street,  where  we  have  to  pay  lOc  per  yard  for  the 
subsoil.  But,  at  that,  it  is  more  economical  to  get  it  from  there,  as  the  number 
of  loads  per  day  we  can  haul  more  than  offsets  the  price  per  load  we  have  to  pay. 

The  wading-pool  and  bathing-house  were  given  a coat  of  paint  and  the 
pool  scrubbed  and  water  kept  clean  all  during  the  playground  season.  The 
supervisors  were  on  the  job  at  all  times,  inspecting  the  kiddies  as  to  cleanliness 
and  skin  trouble.  W e did  not  have  one  single  complaint  all  season.  I hope  you 
will  not  think  I am  bragging  when  I say  we  have  the  cleanest  looking  outdoor 
wading  pool  in  this  section  of  the  State  or  in  Rhode  Island.  Also,  there  is  not  a 
shadier  or  more  natural  playground  in  New  England  than  is  the  Capron  Park 
Playground. 

The  Casino  Building  was  washed  outside  this  year  and  the  Shelter  House, 
woodwork,  animal  house,  and  houses  of  the  deer,  bear,  and  lynx,  were  all  painted. 
The  painting  was  done  by  W elf  are  help  and  they  did  a good  job. 

No  oil  was  put  on  the  roads  this  year,  but  will  have  to  go  on  in  1934  to  keep 
the  roads  from  cracking  and  going  to  pieces. 

The  ballfield  and  tennis  courts  were  in  great  demand  all  season.  Some  days 
we  had  as  many  as  four  different  ball  games,  and  lots  of  times  scores  of  tennis 
players  had  to  turn  back  as  there  were  so  many  ahead  of  them  that  it  would  be 
dark  before  they  could  get  a court. 

There  will  not  be  any  tulips  coming  up  on  our  beds  on  the  Common  or  on 
three  of  the  beds  in  the  Park  this  coming  spring,  as  we  had  to  keep  within  the 
budget. 

All  summer  we  used  handmowers  to  cut  the  lawn  in  the  Park  to  save  the 
power-mowers  and  gasoline.  It  required  four  welfare  workers  to  cut  and  trim 
the  lawns  in  the  Park  each  week.  One  of  the  Welfare  men  cared  for  the  Common 
and  one  took  care  of  Angell  Park.  All  told  we  have  20  acres  of  lawn  to  cut  every 
week.

CAPRON  PLAYGROUND  REPORT 

To  the  Commissioners  of  Capron  Park; 

In  nearly  every  community,  large  or  small,  recreation  problems  and  needs 
have  had  a far  more  important  part  this  year  than  ever  before.  This  has  been 
due  largely  to  the  necessity  of  providing  recreation  facilities  for  the  increased 
number  of  children  who  have  been  at  home  and  to  solve  the  problem  of  added 
leisure  time  of  adults.  Though  the  work  of  Capron  Park  Playground  deals 
primarily  with  the  children,  the  latter  circumstances  has  necessitated  widening 
the  scope  of  work  to  include  adults  where  ever  it  was  feasible. 

This  has  been  carried  out  especially  in  the  tennis  tournaments.  The  first 
one  was  the  Capron  Park,  Open  Tournament  for  adults.  There  were  forty- 
six  entries  in  this  and  was  won  by  Henry  Solomon  of  Pawtucket,  for  the  second 
year.  A small  extrance  fee  was  charged  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  prizes. 
After  this  was  finished,  the  Attleboro  City  Tournament  in  both  singles  and 
doubles  was  played.  The  singles  was  won  by  Clarke  Holt,  the  defending  champ- 
ion, and  the  doubles  won  by  Clarke  and  Everett  Holt,  also  the  defending  champ- 
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ions.  No  fee  was  charged  and  no  prizes  were  awarded  for  this  one.  The  winner 
was  entered  to  represent  Attleboro  in  the  New  England  Playground  Tournament 
at  Springfield,  Mass. 

One  might  be  led  to  believe  that  since  the  tournaments  have  been  held 
only  for  men,  that  the  women  are  not  interested.  The  fact  is  that  nearly  as 
many  women  as  men  ase  the  courts  but  they  merely  are  not  interested  in  tourna- 
ment play. 

The  childrens’  tournaments  were  the  Boys  City,  won  by  Edmund  Stone;  the 
Junior  Boys  Tournament  won  by  Arthur  Payette:  and  the  Boys  Doubles  won  by 
Edmund  Stone  and  Charles  AJarkman.  The  Girls  Touranment  was  won  by 
Gertrude  Wallin.  Because  of  the  increasing  popularity  of  tennis,  special  in- 
struction periods  for  the  children  were  conducted  by  the  supervisors. 

Horseshoe  Tournaments  also  were  organized  for  both  the  adults  and  children. 
Even  the  addition  of  a new  court,  making  three  in  all,  was  not  enought  to  meet 
the  demand.  The  courts  were  in  constant  use  all  day  long,  some  even  bringing 
their  horseshoes  in  order  to  play  outside  of  playground  hours  and  during  the 
weekends. 

Fortunate  in  having  the  ase  of  an  exceptionally  fine  diamond,  the  boys 
naturally  took  a keen  interest  in  baseball.  There  were  two  baseball  leagues 
composed  of  nine  teams.  In  the  Junior  League,  the  Cardinals,  the  Aces,  the 
Feathervilles,  and  the  Camp  Finbergs;  and  in  the  Senior  League,  the  Black 
Hawks,  the  Oak  Hill  Juniors,  the  Pirates,  the  Red  Sox,  and  the  Hebronville 
Juniors.  The  Pirates  and  the  Cardinals  were  the  winners  and  were  taken  to 
Fenway  Park  as  the  guests  of  the  Red  Sox  at  the  end  of  the  season.  Transporta- 
tion was  provided  by  the  Park  Commissioners.  Besides  the  regular  leagues, 
many  pick-up  games  were  i)layed. 

Many  sports  and  pastimes  are  enjoyed  at  the  Park,  but  the  greatest  source 
of  delight  is  the  Hunton  Pool.  Kept  in  immaculate  condition  by  Mr.  Anderson 
and  his  helpers  who  have  been  willing  to  stay  late  at  night  to  clean  and  scrub 
the  cement  so  that  no  time  might  be  taken  from  the  j)layground  hours,  and  under 
(lirect  supervision  all  the  while  it  is  open  for  use,  it  ^YOuld  be  hard  to  find  its 
superior  or  even  its  equal.  Besides  the  regular  periods  both  morning  and  after- 
noon, averaging  a daily  attendance  of  224,  with  children  ranging  in  age  from  two  to 
teens,  there  were  held  two  special  swimming  instruction  classes  each  week  with  a 
total  attendance  of  417  boys  and  girls,  llo  Beginners’ Swimming  buttons  were 
awarded  those  taking  the  regulation  Red  Cioss  tests. 

The  regulai  game  program  for  all  included  batball,  playground  baseball, 
basketball,  paddle  tennis,  volley  ball,  touch  football,  track  and  field  sports, 
and  many  low  organizations  games  for  the  younger  children.  Many  of  the 
A.  H.  S.  football  candidates  practised  on  the  Athletic  lueld  all  summer. 

K hile  golf  is  barred  at  present  it  should  be  allowed  dm'ing  certain  hours 
when  the  playgiound  is  not  in  ase.  This  would  be  of  interest  to  adults  as  well  as 
children. 

Due  to  lack,  of  funds,  no  free  material  was  provided  for  handicraft,  and 
though  the  supervisors  piocured  all  materials  at  cost  prices,  the  children  could 
not  buy  as  much  as  in  former  years.  This  lessened  the  work  of  the  handicraft 
classes  to  a vei-y  great  extent.  Some  work  was  done  in  leather,  soap  modelling, 
j)aper  ci-aft,  sewing  and  embroidery. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Automobile  Rating  and  Accident  Bm'eau,  paper 
cutouts  weie  provided  for  the  children  to  color  and  make  into  safety  posters. 
This  same  organization  kindly  supplied  all  the  badges  and  certificates  for  the 
Playgrourid  Leaders.  This  group  was  composed  of  boys  and  girls  chosen  by  the 
supervisois  to  assist  them  and  to  help  with  the  smaller  children. 

4'he  Sweet  Memorial  Library  sent  to  the  children  a great  number  of  old 
magazines.  JJiese  were  used  for  reading  and  also  in  the  making  of  scrapbooks. 
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Grateful  acknowledgment  is  also  made  to  the  stores  and  individuals  who  donated 
puzzles,  books,  magazines  and  games.  These  were  found  especially  helpful 
on  rainy  days. 

Another  way  in  which  the  Park  served  both  children  and  adults  was  in 
the  weekly  weenie  roast.  This  has  become  the  regular  family  picnic  day,  not 
only  the  mothers  coming  with  the  chikhen,  but  the  fathers  also  stopped  in  for 
the  noon  meal.  These  outdoor  dinners  have  been  such  an -evident  source  of  en- 
joyment to  the  whole  family  that  it  might  be  advisable  to  further  encouiage 
them  by  building  out-of-door  fireplaces  as  so  many  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Centers  are  now  doing. 

When  one  considers  the  number  of  children  attending  the  Playground  daily 
and  the  varying  ages  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  there  were  only  fouiteen  First 
Aid  cases  during  the  summer.  These  were  only  slight  cuts  and  bruises  which 
were  taken  care  of  by  the  supervisors,  there  being  no  serious  accidents  during 
Playground  houis.  Three  children  were  badly  bitten  by  the  monkeys  at  the 
animal  house  and  some  arrangement  should  be  made  before  another  season  to 
prevent  any  further  possibility  of  this  danger. 

At  the  end  of  a busy,  happy  season  during  which  over  16,000  boys  and  girls 
enjoyed  all  the  privileges  of  the  Playgr  ound,  a well  attended  Field  Day  was  held.

The  Trustees  of  the  Attleboro  Public  Library,  Joseph  L.  Sweet  Memorial 
present  their  annual  report  for  the  year  1933  and  enclose  detailed  r-eports  of  the 
Treasurer  and  Librarian. 

Your  board  has  held  its  rej^irlar  meetings  on  ever}'  Tuesday  night  each 
month  except  dirring  the  summer  vacation. 

The  physical  and  moral  upkeep  have  necessarily  suffered  to  some  extent 
in  the  past  year  due  to  a limited  budget  with  which  to  function  in  a year  when  the 
library  has  been  used  by  the  public  more  than  in  any  other'  one  year.  Plowever, 
your  board  and  the  staff  recognizing  the  situation  put  their  shoulders  to  the 
wheel  and  cheerfully  endeavored  to  render  a service  of  normal  expectantcy. 

The  library  has  been  a refuge  and  solace  to  the  many  who  have  found  them- 
selves without  employment  and  the  splendid  work  of  the  staff  during  this  trying 
period  has  not  only  been  along  educational  arxl  lecreational  lines,  Init  chai'acter 
buildii'g  as  well. 

In  June  a bronze  tablet  was  unveiled,  with  apjrroirriate  services,  dedicating 
the  Attlelroro  Public  Lilnary  to  the  memory  of  Mr.  Joseph  Lyman  Sweet. 

The  Librarian’s  repoi't  gives  you  such  a comprehensive  study  of  the  opera- 
tions during  the  past  year,  that  we  will  omit  going  into  further  statistics.  The 
function  of  the  library  is  of  course  to  circulate  books  and  to  supply  curr-ent  reading 
material.  We  may  perhaps  be  justifiably  criticized  for  not  being  able  to  furnish 
a larger  quantity  of  new  books,  but  under  the  existing  conditions  we  have  been 
unable  to  satisfactorily  cope  with  this  pi'oblern. 

Idle  Attleboro  public  as  usual  has  been  most  generous  both  in  gifts  of  material 
and  services  and  we  wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  this  splendid  spirit  of  co- 
operation. The  staff  has  been  most  ur'selfish  in  their  desire  to  keep  the  stamlai'd 
of  service  up  to  the  maximum  and  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  foi'  having 
had  the  benefit  of  their  untiring  services.

Gentlemen: 

Herewith  is  presented  a report  for  the  3Tar  1933. 

Business  depression  creates  ironies  in  the  cultirial  as  well  as  the  economic 
life  of  the  community.  Struggling  under  the  cui'tailrnerd  of  a budget  which 
has  never  provided  more  than  the  most  meager  ratior  s,  the  Attlebor-o  Pirblic 
IJbrary,  in  common  with  libraries  in  general,  has  been  faced  with  the  problems 
of  giving  intellectual  and  recreational  sustenarree  to  nroro  peojrle  than  in  pr-evious 
years. 
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Since  1930  the  number  of  new  borrowers  iiici  eased  faster  than  the  book 
stock.  With  the  exception  of  the  past  year,  the  adult  registrations  were  twice 
as  great  as  for  children.  The  number  of  card  holders  at  the  central  library 
and  the  four  branches  represent  37%  of  the  population  of  the  city.  In  order  that 
the  records  may  indicate  active  users,  a periodic  clearance  of  files  is  made.  Con- 
sequently the  8,087  listed  as  card  holders  repr-esent  orrly  names  which  have  been 
recorded  since  January,  1930. 

The  average  life  of  a book  befor-e  repairs  or  bindirg  becomes  imperative  is 
about  three  months.  A net  gain  in  book  stock  of  8,203  volumes  in  seven  years 
with  a total  circulation  of  993, ()92  vohrmes  makes  it  readily  seen  that  there  must 
be  an  immediate  increase  in  the  number’  of  new  books  purchased  in  order  to 
prevent  the  deterioration  of  the  book  collectiorr.  Those  who  maintain  that  there 
must  be  many  old  volumes  that  people  haven’t  read  are  correct.  But  there  are 
times  when  old  shabby  volumes  of  even  the  greatest  books  are  no  mor-e  palatable 
tharr  Sunday’s  roast  war-med  over  on  Thursday  night.  A public  library  fails 
lamentably  in  its  function  as  purveyor  of  irrtellectual  stimulus  and  recreation 
if  it  offers  stones  to  those  who  ask  for-  Irread. 

During  the  year  a mrmber  of  short-cuts  in  routine  were  adopted  as  a means 
of  cutting  down  on  the  pur-chase  of  supplies  and  also  irr  order  that  more  personal 
assistance  might  be  given  to  the  patrons.  Irr  some  cases  these  economies  have 
proved  inconvenient  to  borr-owers.  In  the  long  run  they  afforded  a means  of 
closer  cordact  between  the  bor  rower  and  the  resoirr-ces  of  the  libr  ary  and  facilitated 
the  intensive  use  of  the  book  collection. 

Opportirnities  for  jrrofessional  contacts  which  add  stimulus  and  breadth  of 
experience  are  essential  in  the  development  of  an  aler-t  per-sonnel.  Three  mem- 
ber's of  the  staff  have  taken  summer  courses  in  librar-y  tr-ainirrg.  Attendance  at 
group  conferences,  visits  to  other  libr-aries  and  extension  study  brought  fresh 
view  points  to  the  work.  In  times  of  stress  the  maintenance  of  standar-ds  and 
quality  ar-e  particirlarly  vital. 

It  is  well  for  any  institirtion  to  reflect  now  and  then  upon  its  beginnings. 
The  history  of  the  Attlebor-o  Librar-y  began  in  1885  and  it  was  housed  in  var  ious 
places  up  to  the  time  of  the  erection  of  the  jrresent  building  in  1907. 

In  recognition  of  the  vision,  the  dynarrric  energy  and  generosity  of  one  who 
made  the  pre.sent  library  possible,  a bronze  tablet  inscr-ibed  to  the  memory  of 
Joseph  Jjyrnan  Sweet  was  placed  in  the  library  Jirne  29.  A simple  rededication 
service  jrr-eceded  the  irnveiling  of  the  tablet  which  bears  the  following  inscription: 
THIS  LIBRARY  IS  I)EI)IC'ATE1)  BY  THE  CITIZENS  OF  ATTLEBORO 
TO  JOSEPH  LYMAN  SWEET,  WHOSE  PUBLIC  SPIRITED  GENEROSITY 
AND  UNTIRINC;  DEYOTION  MADE  POSSIBLE  ITS  ERECTION  AND 
PERPETU.VnON  AND  WHOSE  MEMORY  IS  ENSHRINED  IN  THE 
HEARTS  OF  THE  PEOPLE. 

Despite  the  many  insistent  demands  on  their  time  and  money,  many  in- 
dividitals  and  organizations  have  thoughtfully  and  generously  presented  to  the 
library  not  only  books,  brrt  flowers,  material  for  exhibit  purposes,  and  personal 
services,  and  the  press  has  shown  much  courtesy  in  the  handling  of  library  items. 

In  so  far  as  such  intangible  things  as  stimulation,  inspiration,  and  recreation 
can  be  measured,  the  airpended  statistics  can  give  an  approximate  view  of  the 
use  of  the  librar-y  for  1933.  To  the  many  who  have  given  the  librar-y  an  op- 
portunity to  be  of  help  and  to  all  those  who  have  cooperated  in  making  this  aid 
po.ssible,  1 express  apirreciation  and  thanks.

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City  Solicitor's  Report

To  the  Honorable  Council  of  the  City  of  Attleboro, 

Centlemen: 

From  June  8,  1933  to  January  1,  1934,  there  has  been  seven  cases  on  which 
settlement  has  been  made.  There  were  two  cases  on  which  the  Courts  have 
rendered  a favorable  decision.  There  were  no  cases  which  were  decided  against 
the  City  of  Attleboro. 

There  are  pending  now  against  4he  City  of  Attleboro  eleven  cases  which  are 
in  actual  litigation.  Four  of  these  are  in  the  process  of  settlement  at  the  present 
time. 

The  Office  of  the  City  Solicitor  has  received  thiity-four  requests  for  opinions, 
and  written  opinions  have  been  given  in  each  instance. 

There  have  been  seventy-six  consultations  from  the  officials  of  the  several 
departments  of  the  City  regarding  matters  on  which  a written  opinion  has  not 
been  asked  for. 

There  are  of  course  several  matters  on  the  docket  of  the  Claims  Committee 
which  are  now  pending,  but  they  have  been  entered  in  Court  as  actual  litigation.

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council 
Gentlemen; 

I respectfully  tender  herewith  the  nineteenth  annual  report  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  of  the  City  of  Attleboro,  Massachusetts,  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1933. 

The  depression  spoken  of  since  1930  has  not  abated  in  reasonable  fashion 
which  would  make  secure  our  financial  and  municipal  life.  During  the  passing  of 
the  year  very  radical  methods  of  attack  have  been  used  in  combatting  the  effects 
to  be  expected  from  economic  failure  through  the  city,  county,  state  and  nation. 
Definitely,  some  of  these  experiments  must  fail,  owing  to  human  inability  to  over- 
turn basic  economic  law.  It  must  be  recognized  that  other  phases  of  this  ex- 
perimentation will  leave  a lasting  mark  upon  our  national  life  and  policies  and  will 
go  down  in  local  history  as  having  supplied  an  immediate  benefit  to  the  com- 
munity, the  full  worth  of  which  cannot  be  measured  so  soon  after  its  initiation. 

Figures  should  be  available  to  our  people  and  it  must  be  recorded  herewith 
that  $55,540.47  was  received  by  the  City,  through  the  agency  of  the  State  Treas- 
urer’s office,  from  the  Federal  government,  based  upon  our  Welfare  needs,  frgirred 
in  accordance  with  the  federal  formula  which  allocated  the  distribution  of  funds 
set  aside  to  reimbm’se  communities  to  some  extent  from  the  Federal  treasury, 
against  the  especial  drain  on  their  resources  for  Welfare  purposes,  due  to  the 
extraordinary  industrial  and  economic  depression. 

It  should  further  be  noted  by  this  department  that  many  members  of  the 
different  forces  engaged  in  work  supervised  by  them,  received  through  local 
Welfare  agencies,  food  allotments,  the  origin  of  which  trace  to  the  Federal  govern- 
ment. The  relief  thus  obtained  could  be  classified  as  direct. 

On  November  17,  1933,  Joseph  W.  Bartlett,  chairman  of  the  Emergency 
Finance  Committee,  called  a meeting  of  the  mayors  and  other  interested  city 
officials  for  a cooperative  discussion  of  the  objects  of  a Civil  Works  Administra- 
tion, so-called,  the  funds  for  which  were  to  be  supplied  by  the  Federal  govern- 
ment, acting  through  state  boards,  with  local  administrators  being  appointed, 
not  because  of  their  ability  to  successfully  cope  with  the  new  idea,  but  because 
of  holding  a position  as  the  head  of  local  Welfare  boards. 

The  meeting  was  a revelation  in  uncovering  local  and  national  conditions 
which  required  nothing  less  than  a superb  and  sustained,  superior  effort  in  getting 
underway  and  operating  Public  Works  projects  in  the  several  localities,  against 
the  odds  of  a rapidly  approaching  winter  season,  the  severity  of  which  has  never 
been  challenged.  For  success  locally  there  could  be  no  wavering,  no  shrinking 
from  working  long  hours  for  the  administrative  and  executive  forces,  who  were 
responsible  for  obtaining  and  maintaining  the  projects  undertaken  and  whose 
previous  experience,  particularly  in  adequately  meeting  emergencies,  could 
prove  of  untold  value  to  the  community. 

The  inability  of  some  people,  arbitrarily  selected  to  participate  in  the  pro- 
gram, to  comprehend  intelligently  the  power  of  the  forces  which  caused  the 
experiment  outlined  above  to  be  tried  at  a time  not  advantageous  for  public  work, 
must  not  be  overlooked.  It  made  doubly  hard  the  success  expected  from  local 
agencies  in  cooperating  with  the  federal  officials  to  obtain  the  results  which  could 
properly  justify  the  expenditures  for  sensible  public  improvements  in  the  winter. 
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The  welfare  problem  spoken  of  in  previous  reports  has  continued  to  be  of 
serious  importance,  not  only  in  conducting  our  municipal  affairs,  but  to  this 
department  in  carrying  out  work  when  no  funds  were  allowed  for  labor  which  was 
supposed  to  be  obtained  through  the  Welfare. 

The  insensible  injustice  of  chronic  kickeis,  who  positively  refuse  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  obtain  facts,  never  ceased  in  the  desire  to  hamper 
the  progress  of  oui  effoits  from  welfare  labor  as  applied  to  public  work.  The 
unwillingness  of  the  average  tax-payer  to  apply  himself  to  ascertaining  the  cir- 
cumstances and  conditions  controlling  welfare  workers  should  be  noted  and  it  is 
urged  herewith  that  intelligent  study  and  discussion  by  interested  officials, 
familiar  with  the  problem  locally,  summarize  and  publish  for  the  public  benefit 
the  sound,  accurate  story  covering  all  of  our  welfare  agencies,  in  order  that  we  may 
reasonably  expect  a united  public  cooperation  in  policies  which  will  sensibly 
benefit  all  oi  thos^'  parties  concerned. 

This  department,  during  the  past,  has  pi  oven  time  and  again  the  worth  of 
the  Golden  Rule,  in  dealing  with  people  who  happen  to  be  immediate  victims  of  a 
depression,  causes  for  which  they  may  have  played  no  part  in.  I do  not  mean  that 
human  nature  has  changed  substantially,  only  that  most  people  when  fairly 
used,  appreciate  it,  paiticulaily  when  the  complete  facts  suiiounding  the  condi- 
tions which  have  cramped  them  are  made  known.  It  is  folly  to  expect  100% 
perfection  from  this  or  any  other  class  of  human  beings.  It  is  regsonable  to 
recognize  a small  percent  ige  of  professional  beats  out  of  a large  group  and  treat 
them  accordingly. 

We  must  never  forget  that  habitually  and  for  ages  it  has  been  the  custom  of 
windy  kickers  to  maintain  a noise  directed  at  others,  so  that  the  public  would  not 
examine  too  closely  the  short-comings  of  the  noise-makers  spoken  of.  It  is 
remarkable  to  see  how  carefully  people  of  this  kind,  by  devious  methods,  avoid 
facts  in  favor  of  fancies  and  prejudice,  malicious  or  otherwise. 

The  efforts  of  this  department,  laboring  under  the  stress  of  the  times,  have 
never  ceased  in  trying  to  give  our  public  the  best  that  was  available.  There  are 
things  we  would  like  to  see  improved,  in  common  with  large  groups  of  our  people, 
which  are  being  held  up  due  to  local  financial  circumstances  such  as  were  reflected 
when  the  city  government  voted  two  consecutive  pay  cuts  for  a great  number  of 
its  employees  during  the  year. 

^\e  in  this  department  have  taken  unjust  criticism,  founded  on  lies  and 
fiction,  having  to  do  with  the  Wading  River  water  project,  so-called.  People 
should  understand  the  facts — first,  that  neither  the  Superintendent  nor  any  one 
connected  with  this  department  had  anything  whatever  to  do  with  the  expenditure 
of  any  of  the  money  running  to  $369,878.60,  according  to  an  auditor’s  statement 
filed  with  the  city  government  on  November  1,  1932,  Never  forget  that  out  of 
this  amount  and  from  the  same  financial  statement,  the  sum  of  $55,050.08  is 
noted  as  being  paid  to  Mr.  J.  J.  Van  Valkenburgh,  the  engineer  who  was  in  com- 
plete charge  of  this  work.  Remember  that  year  after  year  passed  with  the  need 
for  the  additional  water  supply,  from  1924  on,  without  any  substantial  aid  being 
given  the  department  during  the  dry  seasons  from  the  new  project  until  the 
la.st  of  September  in  1930. 

I can  find  nobody  able  to  give  me  a record  of  any  previous  experience  of 
this  engineei  in  laying  out  a well-field  comparable  to  what  we  have  at  the  Wading 
River.  The  basic  facts  covering  the  investigation,  or  lack  of  it,  by  this  man  speak 
for  themselves  to  any  interested,  fair-minded  tax-payer.  The  size  and  design 
of  the  pumping  machinery,  its  position,  and  the  developed  rate  per  well  per  minute 
during  the  use  of  these  pumps,  either  separately  or  together,  matched  against 
the  current  good  practice  rate  per  well  per  minute  used  for  similar  conditions, 
permits  no  guess-work  on  the  results  obtained  from  Mr.  Van  Valkenburgh’s 
water  improvement  effort  at  the  Wading  River. 

Our  people  should  also  be  informed  concerning  the  sturdy  efforts  made, 
undej-  the  guise  of  completing  the  work,  to  allow  the  sum  of  ^3,890.00  to  be 
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added  to  the  amount  already  spent,  this,  mark  you,  before  practical  results  were 
reported  to  the  city  government  by  the  engineer  in  charge  of  the  work  in  writing 

The  sworn  responsibility  of  your  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  forces 
the  presentation  of  the  remarks  concerning  the  Wading  River  contained  herein. 
Personahties  must  be  avoided.  The  responsibility  of  the  man  who  received  a 
large  fee  for  the  design  and  the  construction  of  the  works,  as  well  as  laying  the 
basis  for  their  operation,  even  to  the  point  of  establishing  the  minimum  charge 
for  power,  is  definite.  It  cannot  be  evaded  and  is  substantiated  by  quoting 
from  a letter  under  the  date  of  November  4th,  1929,  over  the  signature  of  Mr. 
J.  J.  Van  Valkenbmgh  to  the  writer  which  said — “As  to  the  current  consumption 
of  the  pumpage  in  this  plant,  the  following  figures  are  obtained:  By  running  the 

2,500,000  gallon  pump  for  a full  8-hour  day,  the  current  consumption  would 
be  1170  K.  W.  H.  per  eight  hours  or  35,100  K.  W.  H.  per  month  or  by  running 
the  1,500,000  gallon  pump  for  a full  8-hour  day,  the  cm-rent  consumption  would 
be  668  K.  W.  H.  per  eight  hours  or  20,040  K.  \\ . H.  per  month.  As  it  is  intended 
to  do  part  of  the  pumping  with  the  other  station  and  part  with  the  new  station, 
I find  that  by  running  the  2,500,00  gallon  pump  for  six  hours,  and  the  1,500,000 
gallon  pump  for  two  hours  of  the  8-hour  day,  the  current  consumption  would 
be  1044  K.  W.  H.  for  the  8 hours  run  making  an  average  monthly  current  con- 
sumption of  approximately  31,500  K.  W.  H.” 

Please  stress  the  importance  of  thE  notice  in  your  minds,  as  it  not  only 
accounts  for  the  minimum  charge  in  your  power  contract  but  establishes  the 
intention  of  the  writer  of  this  letter  in  pumping  operations  having  to  do  with  the 
use  of  the  large  and  small  pumps  he  placed  at  the  Wading  River  Station. 

To  go  fmther  and  because  it  is  important  I will  quote  from  the  same  letter 
showing  pump  design  detail  as  planned  by  this  engineer,  which  on  neutral  analysis 
of  the  works  as  turned  over  to  the  operating  department,  is  of  finil  importance: 

“It  is  planned  to  install  two  (2)  motor  driven  Centrifugal  pumps  with  an 
auxihary  gasoline  drive.  One  of  the  Centrifugal  pumps  will  be  designed  for  a 
capacity  of  about  1,500,000  gallons  per  24  hours  against  a 280  ft.  head,  requiring  a 
100  H.  P.  motor,  while  the  other  pump  wiU  be  designed  for  a capacity  of  2,500,000 
gallons  per  24  hours  against  a 310  ft.  head,  and  requiring  a 200  H.  P.  motor. 
The  design  of  the  plant  includes  the  installation  of  a gasoline  engine  between  the 
two  pumps.  In  the  event  of  electrical  failure,  it  will  be  possible  to  drive  either 
or  both  of  the  Centrifugal  pumps  by  the  gasoline  engine.” 

How  can  he  support  the  figures  he  planned  to  use  in  pump  design  and  water 
supply  from  the  well-field  for  these  pumps  as  designed? 

I am  unable  to  find  why  this  department  was  never  able  to  obtain  even 
through  the  mayor,  a complete  and  exact  report  covering  what  was  produced 
for  the  money  expended  under  the  supervision  of  this  engineer,  all  of  which 
should  be  available  for  the  department  records  and  contributing  to  the  benefit 
of  its  operations.  Our  people  should,  without  exception,  read  what  was  allowed 
by  the  city  solicitor  at  the  time  as  a final  report  from  the  engineer  to  the  City, 
dehvered  when  the  available  funds  up  to  that  time  were  completely  expended. 
The  true  eloquence  of  this  report  is  in  its  utter  indaequacy  to  cover  the  storj' 
which  I beheve  should  be  honestly  told.  Other  engineers,  highly  competent, 
will  without  question  pass  upon  the  V ading  River  project,  with  such  complete- 
ness that  those  who  care  to  may  know  full  weU  all  of  the  story  to  date. 


PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 

It  should  be  known  by  ah  of  our  people  that  the  administrative  office  force 
of  this  department  has  successfully,  and  at  the  expense  of  many  extra  hours 
without  pay,  carried  on  their  work,  in  spite  of  the  great  amount  of  detail  added 
constantly  during  the  year  by  the  conditions  as  outfined  herein.  This  was 
finally  capped  by  the  rush  of  administrative  detail  centered  in  this  office  in 
getting  underway  at  the  latter  end  of  the  year  C.  W.  A.  projects.  This,  when 
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our  own  water  bills  and  all  of  our  financial  statements  and  balances  were,  in  the 
calendar  cour‘-e  of  events,  being  taken  care  of  in  addition  to  oui  legular  routine 
work. 

How  many  organizations  can  obtain  the  same  success  when  their  admin- 
istrative load  is  more  than  doubled  at  its  peak?  Thinking  people  will  measure 
well  this  sort  of  performance  before  passing  final  judgment  on  the  results  they 
obtained  for  their  tax  dollar  as  applied  to  the  Public  W orks  Department. 

As  a positive  necessity  to  protect  the  revenue  side  of  our  accounts,  in  face 
of  the  circumstances  mentioned  herein,  we  obtained  from  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  authority  to  employ  an  additional  assistant  to  our  office  force 
beginning  December  13,  1933. 

Care  must  be  taken  in  interpreting  our  effort  on  the  statistical  side  of  this 
report  to  note  the  omission  of  C.  W.  A.  details,  which  for  the  current  year  are  a 
federal  feature  and,  as  such,  will  lap  over  the  calendar  year  into  1934  for  com- 
pletion in  accordance  with  the  iidtial  plan  outlined  by  Chairman  Bartlett. 

1 deem  it  advisable  to  call  to  the  attention  of  our  citizens  and  tax-payers 
a fact  which  seems  to  be  generally  omitted  in  considering  the  department’s 
efforts  concerning  the  revenue  side  which  approximate  about  $108,623.50  for 
this  year  and  which  is  distinctive  from  any  other  branch  of  the  city’s  service. 
This  activity  being  revenue  is  important  and  it  involved  over  3,729  small  accounts. 
The  amount  of  detail  involved  in  our  office  work  on  the  revenue  side  must  not  be 
under-estimated.  Semi-annual  billing,  monthly  billing  and  quarterly  readings 
with  the  other  details  are  essential  an(l  require  woik. 

ENGINEERING  DIVISION 

Pressure  exerted  by  the  depression  reached  into  our  engineering  force  in 
several  different  ways.  Although  our  appropriations  for  work  had  been  slashed 
right  and  left,  the  co-ordinating  of  efforts  to  glean  results  with  welfare  help 
required  endeavor  other  than  usual  from  our  engineers.  When  to  this  was  added 
the  C.  W . A.  program  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  it  was  necessary,  in  order  to 
keep  ahead  of  the  program,  that  some  vacations  be  sacrificed  for  1933. 

To  the  uniritiated  it  may  be  hard  to  understand  why  a simple  question  cov- 
ering a pubhc  improvement  may  take  only  a minute  to  ask  but  several  weeks  of 
engineeiing  work  to  answer  completely,  properly  and  correctly.  Oftentimes 
questions  of  this  kind  are  put  up  to  our  engineering  force  by  the  city  government 
and  valuable  time  given  over  to  turning  in  the  correct  answer,  without  any 
extra  provision  having  been  made  to  care  for  the  cost  of  the  inquiry  over  and 
above  that  which  is  allowed  to  carry  on  current  routine  work.  Many  extra  hours 
have  been  put  in  on  public  service  for  reasons  of  this  kind  without  compensation. 

'Phe  regular  force  in  our  engineering  department  was  augmented  late  in  the 
year  by  the  addition  of  two  men,  one  to  aid  in  line  and  grade  work  and  inspection 
when  the  C.  W . A.  program  had  been  outlined  and  the  other  to  protect  the  City’s 
interest  in  keeping  track  of  Federal  liaison  with  its  multitude  of  detail. 

Line  and  grade  was  given  on  Hazelwood  Avenue  after  the  design  had  been 
completed.  Allen  Avenue  in  South  Attleboro  was  taken  care  of  in  a like  manner. 

Survey  design  for  the  street  with  drainage  and  description,  as  well  as  line 
and  grade,  were  hardled  for  Adamadale  Avenue.  Merritt  Place,  Shaw  Avenue, 
Lincoln  Avenue  and  Read  Street,  car-track  replacement  work  on  West  and 
Thacher  Streets  and  South  Avenue,  also  several  other  streets  where  the  work 
required  it,  had  outlines  and  grades  taken  care  of  by  our  engineers. 

The  engineering  data  and  work  required  to  extend  the  Orange  Street,  Olive 
Street,  Leroy  and  Benefit  Street  drain  construction  was  handled  and  designs 
were  completed  for  the  drainage  in  Peck  Avenue,  Peck  and  Perrin  Streets 
to  complete  the  project  initiated  from  l^ank  Street  through  Leroy  Street. 
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An  outline  to  improve  the  conditions  in  the  locality  of  First  and  County  Streets 
was  started.  Drainage  on  East  and  Parker  Streets,  Lincoln  Avenue  aed  Roose- 
velt Street  was  worked  out  for  construction.  Tentative  plans  were  made  for 
the  drain  in  the  locality  of  Horton  and  Pleasant  Streets.  Bushee  Street  was 
also  checked  by  our  engineers  for  drainage. 

An  investigation  of  the  present  South  Avenue  drainage  was  completed 
although  no  funds  were  provided  to  improve  it. 

Design  line  and  grade  for  the  Thacher  Brook  bridge  crossing  at  Dexter 
Street  and  foi-  the  bridge  piece  added  at  est  Street  at  the  Seven-Mile  River  were 
taken  care  of.  Studies  were  made  to  cover  a bridge  design  at  North  Main  Street 
at  the  Bungay  River  Crossing. 

Lines  and  grades  were  handled  for  the  Sidewalks  and  Curbing  work  and  the 
necessary  plans  drawn  for  record. 

Such  engineering  as  was  required  on  our  sewer  work  was  taken  care  of  and  it 
was  necessary  of  course,  not  only  to  work  in  the  distributary  system,  but  at  the 
disposal  plant.  The  completing  of  lower  Newport  Avenue  made  necessary 
considerable  engineering  work  in  regard  to  land  abandonments,  etc.,  such  as 
one  finds  ensuing  after  projects  of  this  sort  have  been  completed. 

The  County  and  Tiffany  Street  intersection  was  designed  and  considerable 
work  done  to  complete  its  relocation,  although  no  funds  were  provided  by  the 
City  at  that  time  for  this  construction.  C.  W.  A.  work  later  took  care  of  this 
project. 

Line  and  grade  on  Clifton  Street  and  Highland  Avenue  and  some  work  for 
the  assessors  were  responsible  foi-  a great  deal  of  work  in  this  department. 

It  was  necessary  to  make  a study  in  the  field  for  the  location  and  measuring 
of  new  water  mains  and  recording  position  and  gate  ties  after  construction  for 
record. 

The  expanding  program,  on  most  of  which  we  had  no  time  for  preliminary 
planning,  allowed  no  pause  in  our  efforts  as  the  year  proceeded.  There  were 
a myriad  of  other  details,  too  numerous  to  mention  in  this  report,  which  essentially 
must  fall  within  the  scope,  either  wholly  or  partially  of  this  group. 


RESURFACING 

On  Brown  Street,  on  both  sides  of  Robinson  Avenue,  it  was  necessary 
during  the  month  of  January,  following  a remarkably  heavy  rain,  to  care  for  a 
washout.  Large  boulders  which  were  not  reasonably  safe,  were  drilled  and 
blasted  and  some  rock  excavation  removed  from  the  deep  cut  easterly  from  Robin- 
son Avenue. 

On  lower  County  Street  dangerous  shoulders  weie  filled  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year. 

In  the  early  summer  a washout  on  Curtis  Avenue  was  given  attention. 

The  department  has  recorded  on  more  than  one  occasion  the  positive  need 
for  an  improved  surface  on  Forest  Street  for  its  entire  length.  The  reasoning 
outhned  for  the  traffic  to  be  accommodated  was  described  in  detail.  Drainage 
construction  required  prior  to  the  carrying  out  of  this  work  also  had  been  recom- 
mended on  more  than  one  occasion  but  to  no  avail.  It  was  positively  necessary 
this  year  to  resmface  that  portion  of  the  street  between  its  return  at  Pleasant 
Street  and  the  end  of  the  stone  road,  southeasterly  from  the  General  Plate  Build- 
ings. The  work  approximnted  a center  line  distance  of  710  linear  feet  and  a width 
between  paved  gutters  averaging  from  17.4  to  20  linear  feet.  Gutters  were  reset, 
the  excavation  made,  the  foundation  improved  and  a penetration  roadway  a- 
mounting  to  1,463  square  yards  completed  in  an  efficient  manner  at  an  extremely 
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low  unit  cost,  being  an  excellent  return  of  great  public  convenience  on  the  money 
expended.  Strangely  enough,  professed  students  of  this  job  so  far  neglected  the 
facts  that  it  is  recorded  many  of  our  people  have  been  misled  thereby.  Stranger 
still,  no  inquiries  by  these  professed  students  have  been  made  at  the  Public  Works 
Department  to  ascertain  the  truth  about  this  work.  A contribution  was  made 
to  this  public  work  by  labor  assigned  to  us  from  the  welfare  department,  in- 
experienced but  willing.  People  living  in  the  locality  inform  us  they  appreciate 
the  improvement  and  extol  the  benefits  derived  therefrom. 

Work  was  continued  on  Hazelwood  Avenue.  You  will  recall  the  acceptance 
of  the  street  was  completed  several  years  ago.  No  funds  were  provided  to  put 
this  street  in  reasonable  shape.  Excavating  and  hauling  and  spreading  gravel, 
rolling  and  scraping  were  carried  out  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  Later  bi- 
tuminous treatment  was  given.  Assistance  from  welfare  hand  labor  kept  the 
cost  down. 

A small  washout  on  Leedham  Street  was  taken  care  of.  Two  large 
boulders  were  removed  from  the  Old  Post  Road,  having  become  loosened  and 
rolled  from  the  embankment  into  the  vehicular  way. 

On  Read  Street,  in  the  early  spring,  a serious  washout  from  the  large  volume 
of  water  draining  off  of  the  adjoining  ridge  adjacent  thereto,  was  repaired.  The 
rippling  surface  between  Y est  Street  and  the  Seven-Mile  River  was  removed. 
A light  mixed  top  was  rolled  in  after  scarifying  and  grading  the  old  one.  This 
improvement  merits  the  approval  heard.  Welfare  labor  helped  keep  this  work 
in  low  cost  brackets. 

Shaw  Avenue,  off  Pleasant  Street,  never  received  all  that  one  would  have 
liked  to  have  seen  put  into  it  at  the  time  of  its  acceptance.  It  was  necessary 
in  the  fall  to  work  on  this  street  before  cold  weather.  Again  aid  from  welfare 
help  contributed  to  the  success  achieved. 

Between  County  Square  and  the  Seven-Mile  River,  on  Thacher  Street, 
South  Avenue  and  West  Streets,  rails  had  been  removed  from  the  trolley-line 
at  intervals  prior  to  1933  after  the  line  had  been  abandoned  and  when  company 
forces  were  available.  Strenuous  efforts  had  been  made  by  this  department 
in  dealing  with  the  old  Interstate  Street  Railway  officials  to  properly  remove  the 
entire  structure,  including  ties,  and  to  refill  with  good  gravel  and  level  off  and 
grade  this  section  of  road  so  that  the  franchise  would  be  lived  up  to  and  the  City 
would  not  be  put  to  any  great  expenditure  to  include  this  added  width  in  the 
used  vehicular  way. 

Y ith  regular  bus  line  operation  and  increased  traffic  from  other  localities 
using  this  section  of  Route  No.  123,  it  was  positively  essential  to  gain  width  in 
the  interests  of  safety  on  the  part  mentioned.  Special  funds  were  sought  but 
not  provided.  Therefore,  with  such  help  as  could  be  made  available  the  depart- 
ment completed  excavating  ties  and  the  gravel  refill,  which  was  well  graded  and 
rolled  on  V\  est  Street  and  South  Avenue  to  Tiffany  Street.  As  it  seasoned,  a 
light  mixed  top,  sufficient  for  binding  purposes,  was  set  temporarily.  W ith  only 
one-third  of  the  amount  of  funds  provided  in  1920  for  highway  maintenance  and 
operation  available,  the  task  outlined  herein  could  not  be  permitted  to  absorb 
more  than  a share  of  these  funds. 

Crossing  Tiffany  Street  on  South  Avenue,  tie  removal  was  completed  up 
to  Thacher  Street.  Such  gravel  as  it  was  possible  to  place  reasonably  was  put 
in  and  rolled  as  far  as  the  foundation  would  permit.  A bituminous  blanket 
application  was  then  placed  and  rolled  to  a point  one-half  way  up  Uhlig’s  Hill, 
aher  which  the  shoulder  was  built  out  with  a bituminous  mix  and  sealed  in. 

Between  Snell  Street  and  County  Square  on  Thacher  Street  the  ties  were 
plowed  out,  poor  foundation  excavated,  gravel  refill  set  and  a bituminous  treat- 
ment, similar  to  that  on  Y est  Street,  was  placed.  In  the  late  season  the  curves 
and  cross-over  were  sealed  on  this  new  work  to  prevent  the  inevitable  winter 
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destruction  under  the  traffic  using  this  route  of  very  light  construction.  Con- 
sistently this  department  has  appealed  to  the  city  government,  to  the  County 
Commissioners  and  to  the  State  Lepartment  to  obtain  an  aid  job  on  this  portion 
of  Route  No.  123,  without  avail  however,  up  to  this  time.  In  spite  of  these 
circumstances  I feel  that  conditions  are  such  that  a first-class  road  job  is  needed 
and  all  of  the  forces  at  the  command  of  the  City  should  be  combined  and  co- 
ordinated in  further  efforts  to  make  available  the  funds  required  for  the  work 
as  desired. 

In  conjunction  with  a bridge  improvement  at  the  Seven-Mile  River,  under 
our  maintenance  funds,  it  was  essential  to  give  traffic  proper  protection  on  \\  est 
Street,  along  the  filter  beds  and  Orr’s  Pond.  This  necessitated  the  removal  of  the 
rail  structure,  which  included  a side  track.  Gravel  refill,  with  a light  bituminous 
mixed  top  was  placed.  Insofar  as  the  department  had  requested  the  officials 
then  in  charge  of  the  railway  to  handle  this  removal  on  at  least  two  occasions, 
without  success,  it  was  deemed  essential  to  push  the  work  in  preparation  for 
utilizing  in  safety  the  added  width  of  the  river  bridge  mentioned.  Some  com- 
pensation for  the  work  was  returned  when  use  was  made  of  some  of  the  rails,  upon 
their  being  cut,  for  topping  catch  basins  and  manholes.  The  uncertain  financial 
status  of  the  practically  defunct  railroad  company  was  given  as  the  reason  neces- 
sitating the  delay  in  the  rail  removal  on  lower  \\  est  Street,  with  legal  obstacles 
caused  therefrom  also  interfering  with  the  action  required. 

On  South  Avenue,  between  Snell  Street  and  the  first  Simpson  job  it  was 
essential  to  scarify  and  surface  full  width  a piece  of  South  Avenue  heaved  by  frost. 

On  West  Street,  including  the  cross-over,  the  work  described  herein  had 
a center  line  distance  of  2,370  linear  feet,  with  a width  of  eight  linear  feet,  and 
amounted  to  2,107  square  yards  of  surfacing.  On  South  Avenue,  from  Tiffany 
Street  easterly,  the  work  described  herein  encompassed  an  addition  to  the  used 
way  of  1,708  square  yards,  blanket-treated,  while  on  Thacher  Street  from  Snell 
Street  to  County  Square,  a distance  of  1,750  linear  feet,  with  a width  averaging 
about  eight  lirieai’  feet,  1,555  square  yards  as  described  herein  were  added  to 
facilitate  traffic. 

Pffill  advantage  had  to  be  taken  of  such  assistance  as  we  had  available, 
including  the  opportunity  to  utilize  welfare  labor,  in  order  to  carry  out  this 
Route  123  task. 

At  South  Main  Street,  adjacent  to  the  Seekonk  Line,  this  department 
has  for  many  years  been  trying  to  co-ordinate  an  improvement.  Our  efforts 
not  meeting  with  success,  and  the  condition  of  the  street  close  to  the  line  at  the 
street  railway  cross-over  being  unsatisfactory  without  any  reasonable  hope  of  any 
immediate  action  by  our  government,  made  necessary  improvement  essential 
to  care  for  the  heavy  rapid  traffic  using  this  East  Line,  so-called,  at  this  point. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  removing  the  railway  structure  at  the  cross-over  a 
sufficient  distance  to  clear  it,  whereupon  necessary  road  work  was  done  to  tem- 
porarily care  for  the  conditions  which  were  unsatisfactory.  It  is  to  be  earnestly 
hoped  that  funds  to  carry  out  the  real  improvement  of  a permanent  nature, 
so  much  desired  on  this  lower  end  of  South  Main  Street,  be  provided  in  the  very 
near  future. 

On  Thacher  Street,  between  County  Square  and  Lexington  Avenue,  no  real 
highway  work  had  ever  been  attempted.  Ledge  outcropping  in  the  locality 
and  road  conditions  which  to  overcome  would  be  expensive,  are  present  in  this 
short  piece.  W hy,  when  the  street  was  constructed  many  years  ago,  they 
neglected  to  obtain  a proper  foundation  and  suitable  line  and  grade,  has  always 
been  a puzzle  to  the  writer.  The  roadway  was  in  such  shape  in  the  spring  that 
something  had  to  be  done.  Funds  were  so  scarce  that  we  were  prevented  from 
doing  work  involving  permanency.  The  money  expended  however,  on  improving 
this  roadway  temporarily,  was  not  wasted,  as  we  concentrated  on  excavation 
to  the  extent  of  bringing  the  grade  line  into  its  proper  range  with  other  featiues 
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involved  in  the  locality.  This  scaiifying,  excavating,  grading  and  rolling  in- 
volved some  rock  work  but  was  an  investment  insofar  as  it  was  a step  in  the 
building  of  a permanent  improvement.  Knowledge  of  the  conditions  local  to  the 
highway  mentioned,  forces  the  need  for  placing  of  underground  structures  to  our 
attention  as  all  of  this  work  should  be  completed  before  any  permanent  road 
is  constructed  here.  A surface  treatment  was  carried  by  our  Road  Oil  and  Tar- 
sub-division.  Do  not  overlook  the  importance  of  this  much-used  cross  town  road, 
connecting  Route  No.  123  from  County  Square,  with  our  East  Line  so-called, 
at  its  intersection  with  South  Main  Street,  in  considering  recommendations  as  to 
its  future  improvement.  Some  stone  charges  to  cover  part  of  this  work  in  our 
statistical  report  were  absorbed  as  benefits  contributed  by  our  crushing  plants 
toward  reduction  of  expenditures. 

For  a great  many  years  the  city  government  felt  that  there  were  serious 
obstacles  in  the  way  of  improving  East  Street,  in  the  heart  of  the  East  side,  be- 
tween Parker  and  Hazel  Streets. 

Repeatedly  investigations  have  been  made  to  clarify  the  legal  status  affecting 
a street  layout  within  the  limits  mentioned.  No  real  success  has  been  obtained 
in  properly  clearing  the  legal  record  in  spite  of  the  efforts  put  forth.  This  un- 
certainty was  pushed  aside  when  this  department,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Mayor, 
submitted  a real  improvement  for  East  Street,  between  Parker  and  Hazel  Streets, 
to  the  C.  W,  A.  authorities,  and  obtained  their  approval.  This  approval,  with 
the  street  layout  already  voted,  allowed  work  to  begin.  There  was  no  special 
appropriation  provided  by  the  city  government  and  the  City’s  contribution 
toward  this  C.  W.  A.  project  was  entirely  from  the  Public  Works  department’s 
maintenance  funds.  At  the  end  of  the  project,  which  was  in  process  at  the  turn 
of  the  year,  we  will  expect  to  see  a sound  foundation  and  a gravel  surface  in  the 
roadway,  gravel  sidewalks,  with  such  drainage  as  is  essential  and  round  corners 
curbed  at  street  intersections. 

The  water  pipe  line  structures  affected  within  the  limits  of  the  work  will 
have  to  be  properly  taken  care  of.  Defir ite  advantage  of  carrying  this  work 
in  the  winter  season  lies  in  its  central  location,  permitting  most  of  the  workmen 
a warm  meal  at  noontime.  W hen  the  project  is  completed  there  should  be 
proper  legal  procedure  to  permit  the  construction  of  a retaining  wall  to  hold  the 
sand  bank  from  washing  into  the  street  from  that  piece  of  land  of  doubtful  owner- 
ship mentioned  above.  Further  reports  on  this  work  can  be  obtained  in  1934. 

Another  street  layout  for  which  no  funds  had  been  provided  by  the  city 
government  was  the  improved  intersection  at  County  and  Tiffany  Streets. 
The  layout  was  intended  to  allow  such  construction  as  would  eliminate  hazards 
and  involved,  besides  grading  operations,  a drainage  improvement  of  permanency 
which  would  contribute  greatly  to  the  well-being  and  safety  of  the  users  of  these 
highways.  The  proposition  was  worked  up  by  this  department  and  presented 
to  the  C.  W.  A.  authorities,  meeting  with  their  approval.  Here  again,  no  provi- 
sion was  made  by  the  city  government  for  funds  to  accomplish  the  improved  layout. 
The  City’s  contribution  under  the  C.  W.  A.  regulations  for  the  improvenient  was 
taken  care  of  in  its  entirety  by  this  department  and  the  work  was  well  under  way 
at  the  turn  of  the  year,  supplying  further  opportunity  for  men  to  be  employed 
gainfully  in  the  public  interests.  Further  report  will  be  made  in  1934. 

On  South  Main  Street  in  Hebronville,  southerly  from  its  intersection  with 
Thurber  Avenue,  drainage  conditions  have  given  considerable  public  annoyance 
over  a long  period  of  years.  The  street  railway,  operating  over  the  East  Line, 
had  been  responsible  for  taking  care  of  this  troublesome  drainage  problem, 
without  any  degree  of  success.  When  they  went  into  receivership  and  out  of  the 
street  railway  business,  this  problem  was  one  which  they  left  behind  them.  The 
department  had  recommended  in  the  past,  for  several  sound  reasons,  that  the 
attention  of  the  city  government  be  drawn  to  the  need  for  drainage  improvements 
at  this  location,  without  success.  The  complete  elimination  of  the  causes  for 
complaint  was  consolidated  into  a C.  W^.  A.  project  and  submitted  to  the  author- 
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ities  at  Boston,  meeting  with  their  approval.  Immediately  work  was  started 
and  considerable  progress  was  being  made  at  the  turn  of  the  year.  Once  again, 
no  additional  appropriations  were  made  by  the  city  government  in  contributing 
the  City’s  share  under  the  C.  W.  A.  rules  and  this  department  was  called  upon 
to  carry  out  the  City’s  part  from  the  current  funds  under  maintenance  and 
operation  in  the  highway  account.  Further  report  will  be  made  in  1Q34  covering 
completion  of  this  work. 

Consistently  in  the  press  and  by  some  interested  citizens  and  tax-payers 
living  in  the  locality  of  the  A.  B.  C.  street  railway  below  Bishop  Street,  complaint 
was  made  concerning  the  condition  of  the  street  railway  as  affecting  vehicular 
traffic  on  Park  Street  and  Oak  Fill  Avenue.  This  unsatisfactory  condition  had 
been  left  by  the  company  operating  the  railway  and  having  an  agreement  with 
the  city  government  in  regard  to  the  removal  of  its  lines.  No  funds  were  provided 
by  the  city  government  to  change  or  improve  the  conditions  complained  of. 
This  department  worked  up  a project  calling  for  the  rail  removal  on  Park  Street, 
from  Bishop  Street  to  Oak  Fill  Avenue,  this  being  single  track  with  a siding, 
and  on  Oak  tlill  Avenue,  most  of  which  was  double  track,  between  Park  Street 
and  Reynolds  Avenue.  Immediately  the  C.  W.  A.  program  was  available  the 
project  was  submitted,  approved  and  work  started,  so  that  upon  its  completion 
the  railway  structures  included  will  have  been  completely  removed,  proper 
foundation  prepared  and  gravel  refill  put  in  place.  This  work  was  well  under 
way  at  the  turn  of  the  year  and  supplied  gainful  occupation  to  a great  number  of 
our  people.  The  city  government  provided  no  appropriation  for  this  work, 
this  department  supplying  that  contribution  by  the  City  which  the  C.  W.  A. 
regulations  imposed.  It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  the  work  upon  its 
completion  be  followed  up  with  a sensible  penetration  load  improvement  over 
its  entire  length,  so  that  the  initial  advantage  gained  in  taking  care  of  this  section 
of  the  City  will  not  be  forfeited.  Further  report  will  be  made  after  completion. 

Under  our  Resurfacing  account,  it  must  be  noted  there  is  a very  small  item 
of  $26.92  listed  as  general  labor,  a remarkable  tribute  to  our  classification.  Inso- 
far as  our  zone  of  operations  under  the  account  W' s very  extensive  it  was  necessary 
to  use  some  material  obtained  over  and  over  igain.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  year 
when  the  crowded  operations  of  the  C.  W.  A.  program  were  upon  us,  it  was 
decided  that  a new  small  dump  truck  was  definitely  an  investment.  Tffie  city 
government  voted  us  the  authority  to  purchase  a Pord  dump  unit  complete  for 
$894.38.  An  apportioned  part  of  the  cost  of  a Ford  pick-up  truck  voted,  amount- 
ing to  $109.11,  wa^  charged  under  this  account.  A proportionate  allowance  for 
highway  water  charges  of  $4C.OO  is  charged.  Bituminous  material  amounting 
to  $72.00,  used  in  caring  for  traffic  in  carrying  out  our  several  different  jobs  is 
charged.  Important  parts  to  keep  our  old  tractors  in  service  had  apportioned 
charges  amounting  to  $73.45.  A charge  for  coal  is  included.  Gasoline,  motor 
oil,  tire  charges,  telephone,  small  tools,  horse  feed  and  maintenance  for  small 
trucks,  etc.,  were  all  classified,  apportioned  and  taken  care  of. 

Worthy  consideration  must  be  included  in  the  fair  analysis  of  our  operations 
for  the  contribution  toward  their  success  due  the  green  welfare  help  utilized  prior 
to  the  C.  W.  A.  program  as  initiated  in  November  of  1933. 

Emergency  washout  work  was  taken  care  of  on  Pond  Street  in  February,  and 
on  Olive  Street  at  the  river  bridge  in  August  and  October.  Similar  work  was 
carried  out  on  Washington  Street  in  South  Attleboro  near  Curtis  Avenue  in 
June  and  at  the  Speedway  near  East  Street  in  April 


BRIDGES^  FENCED  AND  CULVERTS 

At  Dexter  Street  there  is  a sensible  responsibility  that  the  City  cannot 
evade  in  taking  care  of  the  bridge  across  Thacher  Brook.  This  structure,  of 
course,  is  entirely  within  the  City’s  right-of-way  and  by  the  very  circumstances 
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of  the  location  has  been  inconvenient  to  maintain  as  a timber  bridge.  Arrange- 
ments have  been  worked  out  whereby  girder  rail  reirforcement  and  concrete 
slab  have  been  constructed  across  the  brook  designed  so  it  can  be  widened  and 
sidewalks  be  constructed  as  the  locality  develops.  A permanent  improvement 
has  been  made  by  this  work  under  our  1933  maintenance  account. 

Another  permanent  improvement  was  made  at  the  Seven  Mile  River  crossing 
at  \^est  Street  close  to  the  Pumping  Station  in  South  Attleboro.  For  years 
this  bridge  structure  consisted  of  an  approximate  two  lane  highway  and  a street 
railwS,y  track.  As  the  traffic  increased  in  the  past  few  years  and  the  street 
railway  was  abandoned,  a problem  of  considerable  hazard  arose  and  interfered 
seriously  with  the  flow  of  traffic  on  this  No.  123  Route.  The  necessary  steel  and 
material  was  assembled  and  the  concrete  slab  carrying  the  roadway  was  widened 
within  the  reasonable  limits  set  after  the  removal  of  the  decayed  and  dangerous 
timber  structure  which  the  street  car  line  had  abandoned.  This  improvement, 
while  lacking  in  publicity,  was  immediately  noted  by  the  users  of  the  highway  as 
being  of  vast  importance  in  accelerating  with  safety  the  pace  of  traffic  using  this 
highway,  particularly  large  vehicles  moving  southwesterly.  The  value  is  far 
in  excess  of  the  cost  recorded. 

Easterly  from  the  ice  house  driveway  on  West  Street,  a culvert  which  has 
given  annoyance,  particularly  when  Orr’s  Pond  water  level  is  high  in  the  winter, 
was  taken  care  of,  after  heavily  loaded  traffic  had  caused  a failure.  The  re- 
placement was  of  a necessary  portion  of  the  culvert  which  had  failed,  with  addi- 
tional length  to  cover  the  extension  of  the  width  of  the  highway  replacing  the 
removed  street  car  rails.  This  work  as  completed  maintained  in  security  our 
highway  at  this  point. 

Guard  fence  repairs  which  were  necessary  have  been  taken  care  of  on  \A'est 
Street  adjacent  to  the  water  reservation,  on  Cliff  Street,  at  Lindsey  Street  by 
the  overpass,  Mendon  Hoad  at  the  railroad  overpass.  North  Main  Street  by  the 
Simmons’  bridge,  and  Olive  Street,  on  several  occasions.  Again  on  Read  Street, 
and  on  South  Alain  Street  in  1 ebronville,  at  Thurber  Avenue,  Union  Road,  and 
on  the  sidewalk  side  of  \^'ashington  Street,  fence  repairs  were  made  as  required. 

On  Mechanics  Street  after  passing  the  Golf  Ground  driveway  a 12”  cor- 
rugated pipe  culvert  was  constructed  replacing  an  old  stone  culvert  which  had 
failed  and  caused  inconveniences,  particularly  as  the  outlet  had  been  hidden  so 
as  to  withhold  the  free  flow  of  water  which  should  have  been  cared  for. 

On  Oak  Hill  Avenue  similar  work  was  done  in  replacing  the  first  stone  culvert 
westerly  from  Reynolds  Avenue  with  a 12”  corrugated  pipe  culvert.  Passing 
traffic  was  maintained  in  security  which  had  not  heretofore  been  the  case  due  to 
the  old  unsatisfactory  stone  culvert. 

On  Pond  Street  a culvert  head  wall  feature  was  taken  care  of  and  the  culvert 
cleaned.  Similar  work  was  done  on  a 12”  culvert  on  Read  Street.  On  Slater 
Street  a 10”  corrugated  pipe  culvert  replaced  an  old  stone  culvert  which  had 
failed  seriously  under  a heavy  load. 

In  addition  current  repairs  and  maintenance  charges  were  written  off  for 
work  as  the  occasion  demanded  on  the  river  and  railroad  bridges  on  Cliff  Street, 
Olive  Street,  Pike  Avenue,  South  Main  Street  at  Hebronville,  Starkey  Avenue, 
Thacher  Street  and  Thurber  Avenue. 

The  general  overhead  charges  for  labor  and  material  are  listed. 

Arrangements  for  decking  at  the  Olive  and  Thacher  Street  overpasses 
were  in  negotiation  and  arrangements  were  made  by  transfer  to  set  up  a special 
account  so  arrangements  could  be  co-ordinated  with  the  N.  Y.  N.  H.  & H.  R.  R. 
to  carry  out  their  part  of  the  work.  The  account  protected  the  work  so  that 
immediately  the  liaison  was  established  the  combinations  of  efforts  of  the  City 
and  Railroad  could  produce  results.  The  account  amounted  to  $1,500.00  and 
was  obtained  by  transfer  from  the  PRghway  Sidewalk  ATaintenance  account  a- 
mounting  to  $880.45,  also  I ighway  Bridges,  P'ences  and  Culverts  amounting 
to  .$019.55.  This  permitted  the  work  to  be  completed  in  1934. 
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EQUIPMENT  -MAINTENANCE  AND  REPAIR 
AND  ROAD  ROLLERS 

Money  expended  and  chargeable  to  the  repair  and  care  of  our  equipment 
was,  wherever  and  whenever  possible,  kept  to  a minimum  by  having  work  of 
this  kind  carried  by  different  accounts  on  which  the  equipment  had  been  worked, 
worn  out  or  broken  down. 

On  the  face  of  it  a dejjartrnent  of  this  size,  not  having  a secondary  plant' 
program  having  a business  continuity,  is  at  a grave  disadvantage  in  protecting 
itself  under  our  municipal  budget  system.  I feel  certain  any  business  man  can 
appreciate  the  handicaps  we  labor  under  by  lack  of  the  program  mentioned. 
1 also  appreciate  the  fact  that  perhaps  these  times  would  present  difficulty  in 
planning  such  a program.  Notwithstanding  this,  an  examination  of  the  expanded 
operations  required  of  the  department  constantly,  in  the  order  of  their  importance 
to  the  public  convenience,  would  be  sufficient  argument  in  favor  of  obtaining  and 
maintaining  the  necessary  equipment  for  our  work,  from  the  highway  basis  of 
efficiency.  Figured  from  the  standpoint  of  economy,  our  record  for  the  year 
under  the  heading  of  dollars  and  cents,  is  remarkable.  It  must  be  remembered 
the  season  of  the  year  usually  taken  advantage  of  to  overhaul  and  place  in  first- 
class  condition  all  of  our  equipment,  was  sacrificed  in  the  interests  of  the  federal 
C.  \V.  A.  program  and  its  many  direct  benefits  to  the  entire  community,  and 
other  municipal  departments. 

How  many  people  have  considered  the  true  magnitude  of  the  effort  con- 
tributed by  the  department,  particularly  in  the  method  in  which  its  equipment 
was  utilized  so  advantageously  for  the  City  as  a necessary  contribution  toward 
obtaining  Federal  aid,  without  cash  appropriation  on  the  part  of  the  municipality. 


(ROAD  ROLLERS) 

Constantly  and  throughout  the  year  the  policy  outlined  was  applied  to 
our  1 oad  rollers,  both  steam  and  gas,  and  it  must  be  recorded  herein  that  ultimately 
these  machines  will  need  a severe  and  complete  overhauling,  with  the  likelihood 
of  replacement.  It  is  fair  to  inform  our  people  in  this  report  that  no  provision 
was  made  in  our  1933  highway  budget  for  new  equipment. 


DRAINS  MAINTENANCE 

It  is  recorded  here  that  in  conjunction  with  the  plans  carried  out  from  a 
previous  year,  which  lapped  the  calendar  date  of  December  31,  1932,  splendid 
improvements  were  extended  and  put  in  first-class  working  shape,  greatly  to  the 
benefit  of  the  localities  whose  drainage  they  served  and  therefore  of  inestimable 
benefit  to  the  City  at  large. 

The  Leroy  Street  work  was  carried  through  to  the  corner  of  Benefit  Street 
and  the  turn  was  made  coming  toward  Peck  Avenue.  A basin  was  constructed 
to  a manhole  and  pipe-line  structures  placed  which  permitted  the  elimination 
of  a cross-gutter  at  the  corner  of  Leroy  and  Benefit  Streets.  This  was  a place 
which  was  a constant  annoyance  to  users  of  the  highway,  particularly  in  the 
winter  or  during  heavy  thunder  showers.  Only  because  of  the  fact  that  the 
carry-over  material  was  available  to  be  of  service  on  our  reduced  maintenance 
drainage  account  and  welfare  labor  was  supplied,  could  this  woi-k  have  gone  on  in 
the  fore  part  of  the  year. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  arrangements  were  made  to  further  continue 
the  work  and  the  project  was  developed  so  that  in  the  coming  year  the  complete 
locality  will  be  served  with  a pipe  extending  aci-oss  the  raihoad  right-of-way 
through  Peck  Street  and  thence  into  Perrin  Street,  to  serve  an  overflow  which  will 
relieve  a very  irritating  condition  during  all  heavy  storms,  with  the  essential 
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basins  and  manhole  structures.  A street  adjustment  will  be  necessitated, 
charging  the  gutter  grades  in  Peck  Street  and  eliminating  the  grade-crossing 
in  the  designed  improvement. 

Another  branch  of  this  drain  will  be  carried  through  Peck  Avenue,  Peck 
and  Hope  Streets,  relieving  one  of  the  worst  suffering  localities  we  have  when 
drainage  is  being  corsidered,  aiding  materially  in  reducing  the  amount  of  water 
which  has  heretofore  been  carried  to  the  Peck  Street  arch.  \A  ith  the  improvement 
spoken  of  in  drainage,  it  will  be  necessary  then,  to  resurface  the  street  to  ac- 
commodate with  section  and  profile  these  new  drainage  conditions.  When 
completed,  of  course,  this  entire  project  would  cairy  directly  to  the  Bungay 
River,  through  Leroy  and  Bank  Streets,  that  surface  water  which,  regardless  of  its 
origin,  depending  upon  the  season  of  the  year,  has  so  severely  upset  so  many  of 
our  citizens.  The  inadequate  structures,  blind  or  with  scant  outlet,  present 
before  the  improvement  started  will,  of  course,  be  eliminated  entirely. 

\Mthout  the  aid  of  welfare  labor,  with  funds  at  hand,  this  extension  and 
splendid  improvement  could  never  have  been  attempted,  particularly  during  its 
intermediate  phase. 

As  has  been  explained,  material  being  on  harrd  to  cover  the  lap  of  the  year 
from  1932  to  1933,  work  was  continued  on  projecting  and  extending  through 
Parker  Street  to  Mulberry  Street,  the  so-called  Orange  Street  drain.  The 
necessary  basins  and  other  structures  were  completed  so  that  the  improvement 
in  this  locality  has  been  expanded  with  a truly  beneficial  result,  not  only  to 
residents  of  the  section,  but  to  commercial  and  industrial  users  of  the  highway. 
People  without  number  have  gone  out  of  their  way  to  speak  very  favorably  of 
this  improvement  which  has  been  so  urgently  needed.  Once  more  it  can  be  truly 
said  this  splendid  improvement  could  never  have  been  attempted,  without  the 
valuable  factor  of  welfare  labor  to  aid  in  this  splendid  project. 

Hundreds  of  observers,  not  familai  with  drainage  work  of  the  kind  mentioned 
herein  or  its  cost,  can  hardly  appreciate,  without  some  study  the  actual  benefit 
derived,  particularly  by  the  winter  use  of  our  welfare  help  on  projects  of  this  kind. 
It  must  be  said  that  the  efficiency  of  those  men  contributing  to  this  success  was  a 
great  deal  higher  than  is  usually  noted  for  labor  of  this  kind. 

On  Olive  Street,  again  in  the  fore  part  of  the  year  and  as  was  noted  when 
the  project  really  was  inaugurated  and  material  to  begin  was  arranged  for,  a 
third  splendid  drainage  improvement  was  completed,  through  its  first  phase,  from 
the  river  through  to  Robert  Street  with  the  necessary  structures  being  placed.  An 
outlet  was  made  entering  the  Ten  Mile  River  below  the  Olive  Street  river  bridge, 
the  outlet  being  made  possible  through  the  permission  of  the  W olfenden  people, 
who  contributed  the  easement  necessary  over  their  land  for  this  pipe  line. 

The  bowl  described  previously,  which  has  been  thus  relieved,  has  up  until 
this  time  long  been  a cause  for  much  complaint  which  has  been  entirely  eliminated 
since  this,  the  first  step  toward  the  projected  system  in  this  area,  was  completed. 
It  must  be  remembered,  of  course,  that  we  are  ambitious  to  enter  into  the  second 
pha.se  of  this  drainage  system  which  will  reach  up  into  County  Street  eliminating 
further  undesirable  conditions  and  serving  as  a primary  factor  toward  the  ulti- 
mate rail  elimination  and  road  improvement  so  much  desired  on  County  Street. 
1934  will  without  question  see  this  work  extended. 

On  South  Avenue  some  work  was  done  in  search  for  the  drainage  outlets 
at  the  foot  of  Uhlig’s  Hill,  the  record  of  which  had  not  been  filed  with  the  City’s 
engineers.  Not  only  was  the  practical  and  immediate  benefit  to  be  obtained  from 
this  work  the  driving  force  but  the  need  for  drainage  knowledge  in  proposed 
plans  for  highway  improvement  on  this  Route  No.  123  of  necessity  was  considered. 
Basically  South  Avenue  is  such  a busy  route,  of  such  construction  and  on  such 
foundation,  that  an  expensive  job  of  the  finest  quality,  should  be  attempted  and 
it  is  recommended  the  State  and  County  be  solicited  again  as  they  have  been 
continuously,  until  the  project  is  ordered.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


Later  in  the  year,  in  conjunction  with  one  of  the  City’?  first  C.  \\'.  A.  projects 
worked  up  by  this  department,  minor  charges  for  East  Street  drainage  were  taken 
care  of.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  aside  from  the  road  work,  excellent 
care  was  taken  of  the  drainage  in  the  project  mentioned. 

On  South  Main  Street  at  Hebronville,  between  Atwell’s  curve  and  the 
culvert  at  Smith’s  ice-house,  woeful  conditions  had  been  rampant  for  years 
during  stormy,  wet  weather.  The  street  railway  company  contributed  in  part 
to  the  condition  by  neglecting  during  construction  of  the  line  to  permanently 
eradicate  the  causes  which  made  these  conditions  possible.  They  opened  up 
a ditch  into  the  field  below  the  Atwell  property,  which  sometimes  worked  and 
sometimes  did  not,  depending  upon  the  action  of  the  railway  maintenance  crews. 
\\  hen  the  street  railway  company  got  into  financial  difficulties  and  abandoned 
maintenance,  the  conditions  became  worse.  To  cap  the  climax,  a lot  of  land  was 
sold  and  a new  house  built  in  the  locality  of  the  outlet,  ponding  the  surface  water 
to  such  an  extent  that  for  days,  especially  in  the  winter  time  during  thaws, 
severe  annoyance  was  caused  to  our  public  here. 

Promptly  C.  W.  A.  operations  started,  the  department  worked  up  a project 
and  a permanent  improvement  was  begun  which  will  be  reported  on  upon  its 
completion. 

On  this  same  East  Line,  so-called,  between  Lamb  Street  and  Thacher  Brook, 
a condition,  horrible  in  itself  from  a highway  point  of  niew,  was  left  the  City 
by  the  street  railwway.  This  condition,  despite  efforts  of  the  Public  Works 
Department,  was  not  improved.  This  department  made  plans  and  worked 
into  a project  the  rail  removal  and  a drainage  system  which  would  properly 
handle  not  only  the  present  conditions  within  the  limits  described  on  South 
Main  Street  and  streets  adjacent  thereto,  but  future  development  as  well.  There 
are  legal  features  covering  easements  which  we  in  this  department,  though  it 
is  not  really  our  work,  in  the  interest  of  this  improvement,  have  been  glad  to 
obtain.  W hen  the  completion  of  the  project  takes  place  and  it  is  followed  by 
properly  surfacing  the  highway  to  the  full  width  available,  a lasting  gratitude 
and  appreciation  can  be  expressed  by  those  people  who  will  reap  the  immediate 
benefit  therefrom.  W ithir  ir  drainage  figuie  for  1933,  a city  contribution  toward 
this  project  as  listed  has  already  been  made. 

Of  course,  fair-minded  people  reading  annually  of  the  consistently  per- 
manent improvement  expansion  in  drainage  made  by  this  department  within 
their  current  maintenance  funds  could  logically  wonder  how  the  government 
can  expect  to  have  these  ever-increasing  structures  properly  maintined  when 
pains  are  taken,  in  spite  of  the  growth  mentioned,  to  reduce  the  funds  available 
for  this  maintenance.  Only  with  the  aid  of  welfare  workers  were  we  able  to 
carry  on  this  work.  To  those  who  would  doubt  the  need  for  skilled  workers 
to  cover  this  kind  of  job  I most  respectfully  extend  an  invitation  to  participate 
in  a regular  cleaning  of  the  vaults  for  instance  under  the  Peck  Street  arch,  or 
some  of  the  catch  basins  and  heavily  laden  pipe-fines  in  those  localities  which 
receive  severe  punishment  during  heavy  downpours  of  rain.  I am  sure  the 
experience,  even  though  it  might  be  brief,  would  do  a lot  more  to  inform  the 
budding  experimentalist  than  any  loose  writing  originating  from  imaginary 
experts. 

Covering  a great  area  as  we  do,  with  the  many  miles  of  highways  and  with 
the  great  number  of  old  drainage  structures,  as  well  as  the  new  ones,  we  are  adding 
constantly,  repairs  to  pipe  fines,  catch  basins  and  manholes  are  required.  During 
the  year  1933  these  repairs  were  taken  care  of  as  needed.  There  are  miscellaneous 
items  proportioned  to  this  sub-division.  During  the  year  1933  splendid  progress 
was  made  within  our  budget  account  for  the  public  benefit  in  the  improvement 
of  our  system.  It  is  sincerely  hoped  this  progress  will  be  maintained  until  the 
entire  City  is  adequately  taken  care  of  and  such  drainage  is  supplied  as  will  not 
only  take  care  of  the  surface  water  but  when  necessary,  the  sub-structure  of  our 
highways. 
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ROAD  OIL  AND  TAR 

The  problem  of  surface  treatments,  as  affecting  our  highway  planning 
program,  was  at  times  perplexing,  insofar  as  different  combinations  of  material 
and  different  allotments  of  work  under  other  sub-divisions  of  the  highwcy  main- 
tenance account  had  to  be  co-ordinated  to  obtain  the  maximum  beneft  at  the 
minimum  cost,  due  to  the  economy  control  set-up. 

Sacrifices  under  this  account  also  had  to  be  made  to  supply  funds  from  which 
an  immediate  return  could  be  obtained. 

Out  of  our  total  of  25,529  gallons  of  tar  used  for  treatment,  15,690  gallons 
of  it  were  sprayed  under  our  Road  Oil  and  Tar  account. 

A total  of  30,240  gallons  of  asphaltic  road  oil  were  sprayed  under  this  account, 
as  were  9,880  gallons  of  cut-back  asphalt.  The  value  of  working  out  treatment 
is  immediately  estabfished  when  we  realize  it  allowed  the  surface  of  South  Avenue 
across  that  very  poorly-supported  section  which  lies  between  Snell  Street  and 
Uhlig’s  Till,  to  carry  through  another  winter  season.  \\  e all  know  the  hazards 
of  the  very  poor  foundation  left  us  on  this  part  of  Route  No.  123  and  every  intelli- 
gent person  can  realize  that  it  carries  rapid,  heavy  traffic  every  day  in  the  year. 
Any  one  interested  can  establish  the  fact  that  for  several  years  we  have  been 
trying  to  obtain  State  and  County  aid  in  rebuilding,  with  a substantial  drainage 
fmprovement  and  proper  foundation,  this  section  of  highway. 

Extending  our  Orange  Street  improvement  work  reported  in  a previous 
year,  the  cut-back  asphalt  treatment  was  utilized.  Again  on  Hazel,  Carpenter, 
School,  East,  Pearl,  Dunham,  Lafayette,  Mulberry  Streets  and  the  Speedway, 
it  met  with  great  success.  In  Ilebronville,  on  Bourne  Avenue,  Hebron  Avenue, 
Bhss  Avenue  and  Church  Street,  like  results  were  obtained. 

From  the  city’s  stone  stock  34  1-3  tons  of  peastone  were  charged  off  and 
approximately  122  2-3  tons  of  peastone  were  purchased  from  outside  sources. 

An  asphaltic  cut-back  was  used  on  squeegee  work. 

An  excellent  grade  of  sand,  with  a few  loads  of  stone  dust  to  correct  bleeding 
was  used  for  cover  on  work. 

Under  this  account  there  were  134  tons  of  peastone,  32  tons  of  No.  2 stone 
and  2 tons  of  dust  which  were  used  but  not  written  off  this  year  and  which  can 
accrue  as  a credit  return  under  our  crushing  operations. 

Constant  inspection  is  maintained  to  control  recommendations  for  treatment 
which  are  handled  under  this  sub-division  to  obtain  the  most  advantage  from  funds 
available. 

Covering  in  this  type  of  work  requires  skill  and  affects  directly  the  result 
of  the  work.  A great  deal  of  time  and  care  is  necessary  in  teaching  green  men. 
Nevertheless,  on  numerous  occasions  we  utilized  welfare  help,  picking  whenever 
possible  those  men  who  had  some  interest  and  ability  for  this  work. 

Overhead  charges  covering  repairs  to  trucks,  tires,  overhaul,  holiday  time, 
etc.,  were  taken  care  of  and  replacements  on  small  tool  items  were  written  off. 

Under  the  pressure  of  the  increasing  C.  \V.  A.  work,  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
year,  the  question  arose  as  to  whether  trucks  would  be  hired  with  funds  to  be 
supplied  by  the  City,  or  whether  additional  small  equipment  could  be  provided. 
On  this  basis  and  with  some  sacrifices,  the  Municipal  Council  voted  the  authoritj" 
necessary  to  acquire,  at  the  expense  of  several  highway  accounts,  a V-8  Ford 
Pick-Up,  a proportionate  part  of  which  was  paid  for  by  this  account.  Roller 
coal,  gasoline  and  essential  material  charges  were  taken  care  of  in  addition  to 
items  mentioned  above  and  the  payment  for  essential  labor. 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  these  maintenance  highway  accounts  had  to 
be  adjusted  within  their  limits  for  the  first  time  in  history  if  the  Federal  aid  prof- 
fered under  C.  W.  A.  regulations  was  to  be  taken  advantage  of  to  reduce  effect- 
ively our  welfare  bill  without  increasing  the  local  tax  burden. 
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STREET  LIGHTING 

In  conjunction  with  our  department  expenditures,  the  street  lighting  bill 
for  the  year  was  subjected  to  shrinkage.  The  removal  of  several  lights  upon  the 
direct  recommerdation  of  the  council  lighting  committee,  while  giving  rise  to 
numerous  complaints,  particulaily  concerning  the  choice  of  those  lights  to  be 
removed,  accomplished  a reduction  in  the  annual  expenditure  for  street  lights. 

The  department  has  no  record  available  as  to  the  means  or  information  at 
the  command  of  the  committee  which  controlled  the  removal  list  submitted  to  the 
city  government  and  acted  upon  by  them.  Our  records  indicate  the  largest 
reduction  was  made  on  action  taken  by  the  Municipal  Council  at  a meeting  held 
on  May  8,  1933.  The  street  lighting  expenditure  for  1933  amounted  to  $29,070.36 
against  $31,859.12  in  1932.  Advantages  could  be  obtained  and  an  equal  or 
greater  amount  saved  by  reducing  the  number  of  lights  taken  out  and  increasing 
the  length  of  the  removal  period  within  the  annual  limit. 

I believe  a permanent  saving  under  this  large  account  could  be  intelligently 
effected  without  impairing  the  service  as  tendered  to  householders  or  on  streets 
by  examining  progressively  the  entire  lighting  system.  It  is  hard  for  me  to 
understand  how  downtown  North  Main  Street  can  be  darkened  on  the  one  hand 
by  light  removal  as  has  been  done,  and  other  lights,  even  though  they  be  of  long 
standing,  left  in  service  on  private  ways  at  the  City’s  expense.  \\  ithout  question, 
householders  will  complain  and  petition  for  replacement  of  lights  removed  where 
it  affects  them.  They  seem  to  find  it  hard  to  understand,  judging  from  their 
inquiries  to  this  office,  why  some  of  the  removals  should  be  made  which  affect 
them  and  their  property  in  built-up  sections  of  the  City,  while  other  lights  on 
streets  sparsely  settled,  as  they  state  it,  and  where  the  hghts  are  of  no  immediate 
service  to  any  householder,  there  being  no  buildings  in  the  locality,  are  left  in 
place. 

This  department  politely  informs  these  people  that  the  matter  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  Municipal  Council,  who  unquestionably  will  be  delighted  to  take 
up  the  complaint  for  solution  when  and  if  it  is  submitted. 

How  many  people  examine  the  direct  ratio  between  street  lighting  ex- 
penditures and  highway  maintenance  allowance  provided  for  actual  maintenance 
of  the  streets? 


SNOW  AND  ICE 

Time  marches  on  and  consistently  our  public  demands  greater  service 
from  its  government,  particularly  the  local  government.  No  finer  example 
of  this  can  be  had  than  be  examining  the  short  period  locally  lapsing  between 
1920  and  1932. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  winter  expenditure  in  1920  for  Snow  and  Ice  was 
caused  by  severe  weather.  This  expenditure  amounted  to  $11,073.23.  As 
far  as  I am  able  to  ascertain  the  highway  division  operated  at  the  time  sidewalk 
plow  routes,  probably  twenty-three  in  number.  No  highway  power  plows  were 
in  use. 

The  city  did  own  a street  car  line  to  Briggs  Coiner,  which  1 believe,  and 
my  information  is  gleaned  from  the  late  Mr.  Hunnewell,  was  taken  care  of  by 
trolley  snow-plows,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  street  car  lines  within  the  City 
limits.  The  fact  remains,  however,  that  severe  and  peculiar  weather  conditions 
did  overcome  the  department  forces  to  such  an  extent,  in  spite  of  the  expenditure 
recorded  that  there  was  grave  inconvenience  to  the  public  listed  for  an  extended 
period. 

In  tracing  the  growth  of  motor  car  ownership,  picture  what  would  happen 
today  if  the  same  inconvenience  was  present.  A\  e have  had  the  same  severe 
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conditions  and  we  have  had  severe  winters  since  1920.  We  have  had  some 
inconvenience,  as  is  to  be  expected,  particularly  when  motor  traffic  refuses  to 
permit  plow  equipment  to  properly  perform  its  allotted  task  in  the  interests  of 
the  whole  public.  W e have  had  nothing  like  the  inconvenience  of  1920,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  we  never  will.  W e have  had  nothing  like  the  expense  recorded  in 
1920,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  our  responsibilities  are  a great  deal  heavier,  in  that 
in  addition  to  the  sidewalk  plowing  and  the  Briggs  Corner  line,  we  now  are 
maintaining  highway  plow  routes  which  practically  cover  the  entire  highway 
system  for  which  we  are  responsible.  W e have  the  same  New  England  weather 
of  all  kinds  to  contend  with. 

It  can  be  truly  said  we  have  more  equipment.  It  is  only  fair  to  state  that 
such  equipment  as  we  possess  has  come  to  us  steadily  and  without  undue  burden 
to  the  reduction  of  our  annual  appropriations  from  1920,  either  as  a net  sum  or  as 
a proportionate  part  of  our  tax  dollar. 

Paving  the  equipment  is  one  thing.  To  properly  use  it  and  to  respond 
with  it  twenty-four  hours  a day,  seven  days  a week  every  week  is  another  thing. 
All  of  this  is  insufficient  to  develop  that  service  which  our  public  desires,  unless 
the  municipal  government  allow*"  the  department  to  properly  replace,  improve 
and  enlarge  this  necessary  equipment  to  such  a degree  as  is  required  by  the 
conditions  of  a New  England  winter  supplying  the  tests  continuously  and  without 
notice  on  the  other  hand,  and  the  commercial  and  domestic  traffic  developed 
locally  on  the  other,  demanding  that  our  highways  be  kept  open  continuously 
for  service. 

All  the  conversation  in  the  world,  expanded  by  the  comfort  of  steam  heat,  has 
never  been  recorded  as  breaking  out  a snow  drift  on  any  of  our  highways  and  can- 
not be  substituted  for  the  practical  experience  and  consistent  study  of  men  who 
have  placed  sturdy  toil,  unlimited  consideration,  courage  and  wholesome  interest 
in  the  successful  defense  of  our  City  against  the  attacks  of  “old  man  New  England 
winter”  since  1920.  It  is  recommended  that  funds  be  provided  sufficient  to 
assure  the  preparedness  which  insures  winter  traffic  in  Attleboro  the  desired  con- 
venience on  those  streets  for  which  the  city  is  responsible. 

STREET  SWEEPING 

A sum  of  $1,200.00  was  provided  on  the  work-sheet  of  the  budget  for  Street 
Sweeping  for  1933.  Depression  times,  giving  considerable  more  opportunity 
for  a greater  number  of  people  to  spend  their  idle  time  in  the  center  of  the  City, 
contribute  to  a greater  amount  of  debris  which,  of  necessity,  should  be  removed 
by  those  engaged  under  the  so-called  Street  Sweeping  account. 

It  is  well  to  remember  that  in  1920  it  is  recorded  that  $2,611.32  was  ex- 
pended under  this  same  account.  This  figure  was  reduced,  along  with  the  force 
engaged  in  the  work,  so  that  for  several  years  the  expenditure  carried  a figure  of 
$1,800.00.  The  work  increased,  the  area  remained  the  same,  and  the  use  of  it 
by  vehicles  and  stores  was  definitely  greater  than  in  1920  or  any  time  prior 
thereto. 

\\  ithout  change  in  the  area  and  with  the  additional  opportunity  for  in- 
creasing the  debris  and  therefore  the  tasks  of  removal,  this  item  was  cut  on  the 
budget  work-sheet  to  $1,200.00.  The  cost  of  the  work  was  kept  within  this 
limit. 

It  can  be  readily  seen  therefore  that  the  shrinkage  in  payroll,  reacting  on 
those  older  employees  engaged  in  this  kind  of  work,  forced  the  direct  burden  of 
their  livelihood  in  its  completeness  to  a source  other  than  this  department.  Count- 
eracting this  and  without  the  stability  of  trained  personnel  we  had  to  ulilize 
welfare  labor  whenever  possible  to  consistently  carry  out  our  duties  under  this 
sub-division. 

Positively  the  real  manner  in  which  this  work  can  be  reduced  is  to  lessen 
the  quantity  of  debris  present  by  a constant  and  unceasing  enforcing  of  the 
ordinances  by  those  men  empowered  to  do  so  with  a police  badge. 
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PATCHING 

Shrinkage  of  funds  available,  constant  economy  all  along  the  hne  on  high- 
way work,  ultimately  imposes  on  any  account  for  street  patching  a serious  strain. 

It  can  be  readily  understood  that,  from  the  very  nature  of  things  as  different 
highway  tasks  are  shrunk  due  to  lack  of  funds,  the  need  for  patching  these  same 
highways  will  essentially  increase. 

Our  mixing  equipment  mainly  used  for  this  purpose,  needs  replacement. 
This  cannot  be  considered  expensive  when  there  is  borne  in  mind  the  increased 
efficiency  from  its  use.  Contrary  to  the  usual  belief,  to  obtain  a first-class  road 
patch  job  requires  trained  experience  and  while  we  have  utihzed  welfare  labor 
to  some  degree  in  this  kind  of  work,  I believe  it  reasonable  to  provide  a force  of 
skilled  workers  to  cari-y  out  the  duties  of  highway  patching. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  hazard  on  the  highways  for  men  engaged 
in  work  of  this  kind  is  constantly  increasing  so  that  sound  physical  equipment 
and  acute  senses  should  be  a requirement  of  the  personnel  so  engaged,  as  a matter 
of  fairness  to  them. 

During  the  current  year  our  patch  crew  covered  pretty  well  the  entire 
City,  doing  a great  deal  of  work  except  on  those  stretches  of  highways  whose 
permanency  has  been  warranted  by  the  investment  therein,  bearing  in  mind  the 
age  of  the  surface  of  said  highways.  The  detailed  account  of  our  expenditures 
for  this  work  accompanies  this  report. 

In  addition  to  this  record  there  were  148  2-3  tons  of  No.  2 stone  and  46 
tons  of  peastone  used  on  patching  which  were  not  written  off  and  which  accrue 
as  a credit  to  crushing  operations. 


‘ STREET  CLEANING 

Under  the  Street  Cleaning  account,  which  includes  our  gutter  hoeing  and 
outside  road  scraping  operations  in  the  spring  and  fall,  a very  interesting  change 
should  be  noted  and  honest  credit  given  to  the  advantages  gleaned  by  the  depart- 
ment in  its  use  of  the  facilities  available  to  carry  out  the  task  at  hand. 

On  this  kind  of  labor  a considerable  amount  of  benefit  was  obtained  for 
the  community  from  the  use  of  W elfare  labor.  Constantly  the  need  has  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  city  government  for  improving  our  equipment 
to  accomplish  this  kind  of  work.  I know  of  no  more  positive  argument  in  favor 
of  bringing  our  street  cleaning  and  grading  equipment  up  to  date  than  the  financial 
record  under  this  sub-division. 

In  the  year  1920  under  this  account  there  was  expended  a sum  of  $7,998.46. 
This  figure  was  constantly  reduced  since  so  that  between  $3,000.00  and  $4,000.00 
could  reasonably  be  considered  as  necessary  to  properly  carry  out  this  work. 
This  year  our  work-sheet  allowance  was  $1,850.00. 

Insofar  as  we  have  heard  considerable  satisfaction  expressed  from  people 
living  along  and  using  our  outside  roads  daily  with  the  tasks  accomplished, 
it  must  be  positively  admitted  that  the  cooperative  effort  of  all  of  the  forces 
engaged  in  this  work  contributed  magnificiently  toward  the  department’s  success- 
ful attack  in  favor  of  municipal  economy. 

I believe  in  and  recommend,  from  the  standpoint  of  a municipal  investment, 
bringing  up  to  date  without  delay  our  equipment  used  in  carrying  out  these 
operations. 

At  no  time  should  we  forget  our  admiration  for  the  beautiful  shade  trees 
we  have  in  our  City  and  while  so  engaged  and  by  the  same  premises,  we  should 
never  forget  the  expense  and  labor  involved  in  our  street  and  drain  cleaning  due 
to  these  very  same  shade  trees. 
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SIDEWALK  MAINTENANCE 

The  problem  of  sidewalk  maintenance  and  repair  is  one  which,  in  my  opinion, 
should  have  allocated  funds  sufficient  to  carry  on  properly  and  progressively  a 
five-year  plan  for  the  replacement  of  worn-out  tar  walks  and  much-used  gravel 
walks  with  municipally  built  improved  walks  of  either  bituminous  or  cement 
construction.  I feel  certain  that  the  advantages  to  our  people,  particularly 
to  those  of  them  who  use  a sidewalk  a great  deal,  warrant  this  consideration. 
It  would  give  the  department  a great  deal  of  pleasure  to  constantly  and  con- 
sistently be  in  a position  to  carry  out  this  improvement. 

How  often  can  we  all  observe  people  passing  up  the  advantage  of  a gravelled 
sidewalk  to  walk  on  the  oiled  surface  of  the  highway,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  they 
assume  by  so  doing  a risk  which  most  of  them  will  admit  is  unreasonable.  In 
clinching  the  argument  therefore  in  favor  of  improvement  on  sidewalks  one  must 
look  into  the  caiLses  and  finally  decide  that  in  these  modern  times,  with  the  thin 
soles  worn  by  our  people,  particularly  on  the  shoes  of  our  women,  the  municipality 
is  called  upon  to  definitely  make  a decision  which  will  control  the  policy  on  side- 
walk maintenance. 

W'e  have  listed  within  this  report  expenditures  which  include  sidewalk 
repair  on  a great  number  of  streets  and  of  several  different  kinds  and  types, 
including  bituminous,  concrete,  gravel  and  dust.  In  studying  the  situation 
we  must  in  fairness  recognize  the  problem  present  of  controlling  at  considerable 
expense  the  vegetable  growth  of  weeds  and  shrubbery  which  only  the  most 
constant  pedestrian  traffic  keeps  down. 

A great  deal  more  was  accomplished  than  was  indicated  by  our  expenditure^ 
due  to  the  aid  we  obtained  from  welfare  forces. 

In  was  necessary  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  to  upset  a definite  plan  on 
sidewalk  maintenance,  improvement  and  extension  which  the  department  had 
worked  out  so  that  emergency  provision  could  be  made  by  transfer  covering  an 
important  cross-town  bridge  and  in  providing  funds  for  the  City’s  share  of 
C.  W.  A.  projects  which  would  reap  a large,  immediate  and  positive  dividend 
for  the  public  benefit  in  obtaining  jobs  for  the  needy,  and  a definite  cash  advantage 
to  a sorely  pressed  municipal  treasury  in  the  obtaining  of  extra  payroll  and 
materials,  the  use  of  which  will  run  over  into  1934. 


CRUSHERS 

At  the  South  Attleboro  crusher  there  was  replacement  of  parts  as  required. 
These  charges  are  small  bearing  in  mind  the  fact  that  heretofore  very  little  work 
had  been  done  on  renewing  parts  at  this  plant. 

This  plant  has  turned  out  a great  deal  of  material,  all  of  which  has  been  used 
to  excellent  advantage.  There  were  toggle  seats,  toggles,  babbits,  nuts,  bolts, 
washers,  sprockets,  gears  and  buckets  which  had  to  be  replaced.  These  ap- 
purtenances were  responsible  for  most  all  of  the  expenditure  of  $197.37  for  material 
listed  herein. 

The  labor  item,  amounting  to  $40.96,  had  to  do  with  placing  and  taking 
care  of  not  only  crusher  bin  and  elevator  parts,  but  a screen  repair. 

The  advantages  of  having  crushing  plants  equipped  for  service  can  be 
appreciated  more  than  ever  in  the  winter  work  which  the  C.  W.  A.  has  forced 
upon  us.  It  must  also  be  noted  that  besides  providing  a productive  opportunity 
for  labor  from  welfare  help,  these  plants  have  contributed  wholesomely  to  the 
benefit  of  the  community  in  reducing  costs  on  some  of  our  work. 
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TEN  MILE  RIVER  AND  THACHER  BROOK 

Under  this  account  the  bulk  of  our  work  was  directed  toward  the  brook 
while  at  the  same  time  the  C.  C.  C.  was  contributing  to  improving  the  Ten  Mile 
River  in  rather  an  extensive  manner  which  would  have  been  expensive  if  the 
City  had  been  paying  the  bill. 

A special  account,  1 believe,  was  supplied  to  pay  for  boots,  tools,  etc.,  the 
expenditure  of  which  was  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  department,  nor  was 
the  control  or  supervision  of  that  work.  The  record  indicates  an  appropriation 
of  $2()0.00  under  the  date  of  October  23,  H’33,  to  care  for  materials  for  this  work, 
the  vote  being  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  October  25,  1933.  It  is  to  be  hoped  the 
C.  C.  C.  will  return  and  clean  out  the  river  channel  as  well  as  they  did  the  em- 
bankments. 

The  importance  of  Thacher  Rrook  must  be  lecognized  as  a serious  physical 
feature  in  the  well-being  of  the  community.  1 urge  and  recommend  that  steps 
be  taken  to  enclose  or  cover  that  portion  of  the  brook  between  the  end  of  the 
Cambridge  Street  drain  and  Maple  Street  as  soon  as  is  possible. 

As  is  irsiral,  this  department  contribirted  its  services  night  and  day  during 
flood  threats  from  the  d'en-A^ile  River.  One  especially  bad  threat  was  present 
during  the  week  ending  April  15th  when  the  water  ran  slightly  over  the  walls 
at  the  water-yard  for  hours.  It  may  be  readily  understood  that  but  for  the 
preparations  promptly  taken,  after  the  heavy  rains  set  in,  hy  the  writer  and 
Public  orks  Department  employees,  serious  damage  would  have  been  done. 
V e have  no  jurisdiction  or  responsibility  for  this  work  and  contribute  our  efforts, 
loss  of  sleep  and  hard  labor  on  the  basis  of  the  community  welfare  which  is 
directly  affected  by  the  results  these  flood  waters  cause  locally. 

Our  sincere  thanks  is  tendered  herewith  to  the  responsible  authorities  of 
the  Dodgeville  Finishing  Company  who  control  the  dam  site  and  who  have 
willingly  cooperated  for  the  bests  interests  of  the  City  during  flood  season. 


SIDEWALKS  AND  CURBING 

This  account  was  included  as  part  of  our  highway  maintenance  and  operation. 
The  funds  were  limited.  It  is  true  that  more  work  was  obtained  for  this  sub- 
division through  the  efforts  of  the  department  than  would  have  been  possible, 
except  for  aid  given  which  affected  this  account  in  its  contribution  for  the  City 
in  obtaining  C.  W.  A.  project  support. 

Engineering  work  of  getting  out  plans  for  record  and  making  out  data  sheets 
for  use  of  the  Municipal  Council  on  Betterments  was  carried  from  this  department. 
The  orders  included  curbing  on  the  westerly  side  of  Garden  Street  for  Samuel 
Moran,  on  the  southerly  side  of  Shaw  Street  for  Leith  AMung  et  al  and  on  the 
irortherly  side  of  Lincoln  Avenue  for  Thomas  E.  McCaffrey  and  \\ 'alter  G.  Moon. 
All  of  these  were  completed,  except  for  very  minor  finishing  details  due  to  weather 
conditions  on  Lincoln  Avenue  curbing  which  will  necessitate  the  carrying  of  the 
assessment  to  1934. 

Sidewalk  orders  were  passed  for  the  southerly  side  of  Beacon  Street  for  the 
Swedish  Church,  the  northerly  side  of  School  Street  for  Fritz  \\'.  Anderson,  the 
westerly  side  of  Garden  Street  for  Samuel  Moran  and  the  easterly  side  of  Pleasant 
Street  for  Grace  F.  Capron.  The  work  was  completed. 

The  approximate  number  of  linear  feet  of  curbing  set  under  these  orders 
was  232.08,  with  two  2-foot  returns.  The  total  number  of  square  yards  of 
granolithic  sidewalk  placed  under  the  orders  was  214.82. 

The  department  placed  curbing  in  front  of  city-owned  property  listed  as 
follows: 

South  Main  Street  at  the  Finberg  School — 315.50’  with  two  2-foot  returns 
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Webber  Street  at  the  Finberg  School — 234.30’  with  two  2-foot  returns 

On  Forest  Street  in  conjunction  with  other  improvements  on  this  busily 
travelled  way,  116  linear  feet  of  curb  was  placed  on  the  northerly  sidewalk  within 
the  limits  of  the  railroad  structure.  On  the  southerly  side  of  the  street  77.68 
linear  feet  were  placed.  This  widened  the  used  vehicular  way,  utilizing  every 
inch  possible.  The  improvement  was  needed  in  order  that  traffic  might  main- 
tain a pace  in  security  fast  enough  to  clear  itself,  particularly  when  the  manu- 
facturing plants  in  the  locality  are  busy. 

Round  corners  of  size  and  importance,  a contribution  for  a C.  W.  A.  project, 
were  purchased  for  the  road  grading  and  drainage  improvement  at  County  and 
Tiffany  Streets,  totalling  for  the  four  corners  138.27  linear  feet  of  circle  curb. 
These  will  be  set  in  1934,  as  the  project  is  worked  out  to  completion. 

Circle  curb  was  also  purchased  and  placed  at  both  (iorners  of  the  street  in- 
tersections of  Hawthorne  and  Thacher  Streets,  Lincoln  Avenue  and  Blackburn 
Road,  Lincoln  Avenue  and  Roosevelt  Street,  and  Maynard  and  Forest  Streets. 
The  curb  for  the  Lincoln  Avenue  corners  was  carried  under  the  account  for  that 
street.  Corners  were  also  set  at  the  intersection  of  Forest  and  Horton  Streets 
and  an  exact  gutter-paving  job  was  carried  out  with  this  work  to  eliminate  bad 
drainage  conditions  which  gave  trouble  prior  to  this  improvement  to  factory 
workers  and  other  pedestrians  and  would  have  interfered  materially  with  the 
improved  road  surface  placed  on  Forest  Street.  Insofar  as  there  was  no  action 
on  a planned  drainage  project  recommended  for  this  intersection  this  work  re- 
moved causes  for  comj)laint. 

Cii'cle  curb  was  i)ui  chased  for  the  southerly  corner  of  County  and  Eldredge 
Streets.  The  setting  was  held  up  pending  decision  on  a drainage  project  pro- 
posed for  the  locality  for  which  federal  aid  is  expected. 

Six  round  corners,  the  curl)  for  which  was  provided  late  in  1932,  for  four 
Mulberry  Street  corners  at  Parker  Street,  and  for  two  of  the  Mulberry  Street 
corners  at  James  Street,  were  placed  in  conjunction  with  drainage  work  mentioned 
herein,  adding  sixty-six  linear  feet  to  the  circle  curb  record. 

Farly  in  the  year,  as  the  Olive  Street  drain  construction  progressed  to  the 
intersection  of  Olive  and  Robert  Streets,  four  round  corners  and  such  straight 
curbing  as  was  recpiired  to  carry  out  the  design,  working  toward  the  exte^^sion 
of  this  system  at  a later  date,  were  purchased  and  set.  This  will  add  1 1 linear 
feet  of  straight  curb  and  48.09  feet  of  circle  curb  to  our  list. 

A contribution  for  the  City  for  the  C’.  W.  A.  project  at  East  Street  came  from 
this  account  in  j)urchasing  eight  round  corners,  consisting  of  88.06  linear  feet 
of  circle  curb,  to  be  placed  as  follows:-  two  on  the  easterly  intersection  of  East 
and  Parker  Streets,  four  at  the  East  and  James  Street  intersection  and  two  at 
East  and  Hazel  Streets.  The  labor  in  placing  this  curbing  was  part  of  the  project. 

In  addition,  and  working  along  the  same  hnes,  circle  curb  was  bought  for 
the  round  corners  at  South  Main  and  Chester  Streets,  both  round  corners  at 
South  Main  and  Short  Streets,  both  round  corners  of  South  Main  and  Dexter 
Streets  and  both  i-ound  corners  of  South  Main  and  Spring  Streets,  a total  of  87.97 
linear  feet.  ^\  ork  of  this  kind  was  looked  upon  favorably  by  C.  W.  x\.  officials 
at  Boston. 

A circle  curb  set  at  the  southerly  corner  of  Claflih  and  North  Main  Streets 
is  recorded  under  the  North  Main  Street  account  but  included  in  the  computation 
of  circle  curb  set  for  street  intersection  improvements.  The  total  number  of 
linear  feet  of  circle  curb  set  in  1933  was  280.63,  while  314.30  linear  feet  of  circle 
curb  was  purchased  to  be  set  on  projects  in  process  at  the  turn  of  the  year. 

: , In  addition  to  the  few  orders  for  granolithic  sidewalks  mentioned  above> 
we  had  approved  as  a C.  W.  A.  project,  the  City’s  contribution  for  \v  ich  was 
absorbed  by  this  department  and  on  which  winter  work  was  done?  in  the  very 
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late  part  of  the  year,  cement  walks.  A fz;reat  deal  more  of  this  kind  of  work  will 
be  recorded  in  front  of  city  property  and  will  be  reported  on  later  having  been 
carried  out  in  1934.  Under  C.  W.  A.  projects  during  this  year,  461.52  square 
yards  of  granolithic  walk  were  placed. 

Also  a total  of  221.00  square  yards  of  granolithic  walk  were  placed  in  front 
of  the  Finberg  School  on  South  Main  Street,  the  work  being  carried  out  co- 
operatively, as  was  the  curbing  work,  with  the  School  Department,  A grano- 
lithic round  corner  placed  at  South  Main  and  Beacon  Streets  amounted  to  4.41 
square  yards. 

A refund  of  $175.60  came  to  us  for  the  school  granolithic  woik  to  cover 
one-half  the  cost  of  the  work,  while  this  same  department  paid  bills  amounting 
to  $565.05  for  the  granite  cuibing  delivered  to  their  property  as  their  contribution. 
The  Public  orks  Department  handled  the  labor  portion  of  the  work  of  placing 
curb  and  gutter.  These  facts  must  be  considered  to  correctly  interpret  our 
statistical  analysis. 

Sand,  lampblack  and  other  small  items  were  provided  from  the  account  as  a 
contribution  toward  C.  W.  A.  sidewalk  work. 

Consideration  should  be  given  the  fact  that  in  the  foie  part  of  the  year 
welfare  labor  was  utilized  in  sidewalk  improvements  placed  prior  to  the  initiation 
of  C.  W.  A.  projects. 


HIGHWAY  AUTO  MAINTENANCE 

Reasonable  consideration  of  the  facts,  bearing  in  mind  the  department 
operations  consistently  by  the  use  of  six  Mack  trucks,  four  Chevolets,  and  a couple 
of  Fords,  all  dump  models,  besides  handling  two  Caterpillar  tractors  and  a wheel 
tractor,  all  Fordsons,  will  unquestionably  assess  the  highway  automobile  main- 
tenance charges  in  the  highway  division  as  miraculous.  This  could  be  doubled 
when  the  age  of  the  trucks  is  taken  into  consideration.  Remarkable  is  a record 
which  allows  us  to  report  that  among  other  things,  we  are  still  using  two  Mack 
trucks  purchased  in  the  Spring  of  1921.  Our  crawler  tractors,  after  a great  many 
years  of  tenacious  service,  and  the  Chevrolets,  even  the  1929  purchase,  are  still 
ba^  ging  out  every  day  the  earrings  of  ho  est  dollars  for  the  City  of  Attleboro. 
Without  question,  a sermus  and  positive  inspection  should  take  place  and  while 
it  would  be  impossible  to  spare  the  number  of  our  units  with  the  present  complete 
program  as  laid  down  by  the  City  and  Federal  aid  projects,  there  certainly  is  the 
soundest  kind  of  argument  for  replacing  at  once  several  of  these  units.  The 
right  is  reserved  in  operating  and  supervising  both  in  a positive  and  negative 
manner  the  operations  of  these  vehicles,  but  the  record  is  very  definite  in  weighing 
the  truth  of  the  fact  that  the  equipment  has  produced  in  a class  by  itself,  far  in 
advance  of  anything  we  know  of,  in  returning  dividends  to  the  City  for  the  in- 
vestments, during  the  severest  kind  of  wor-k  which  can  be  expected  of  these  types 
and  kinds  of  vehicles. 


MISCELLANEOUS  ACCOUNTS 

An  allotment  was  made  which  it  was  expected  would  cover  the  usual  vaca- 
tions in  the  highway  division  but  on  account  of  C.  W.  A.  plans  made  in  the  late 
part  of  the  year,  some  of  these  vacations  were  sacrificed  for  the  present  and  the 
funds  diverted  toward  other  expenses  in  the  plan  of  adjustment. 

We  were  protected  for  the  usual  expense  for  rent  for  the  large  tank  occupying 
the  ground  on  Maynard  Street, 

A sensible  plan  was  noted  under  Signs,  Clock  and  Numbers,  the  gross 
of  which  was  cut  in  the  initial  budget  so  that  rigid  economy  substituted  for  our 
initial  plan  in  this  line. 
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The  Incidentals  account  was,  in  accordance  with  oui  practice,  kept  to  an 
irreducible  minimum. 

The  benefits  and  advantages  of  the  splendid  work  record  of  the  department 
is  recognized  in  our  rate  structure  for  the  insurance  covering  compensation  and 
liability.  This  was  a welcome  dividend  under  the  pressure  of  economy  and  the 
policies  maintained  in  force  for  fire  coverage  absorbed  premiums  over  which 
we  had  no  control  and  necessarily  added  to  our  account. 


CONSTRUCTION  OF  BUSHEE  STREET 

This  account  brought  forward  was  peculiar  in  that  the  labor  and  material 
was  differentiated  under  the  original  account.  Charges  are  apportioned  to 
cover  tire  replacement  in  accordance  with  the  allotment  on  trucks  which  were 
engaged  on  the  construction  work.  Tar  tieatment  was  handled,  also  insurance 
charges  were  taken  care  of. 

The  labor  distribution  during  the  year  1933  was  small  and  in  no  way  chal- 
lenged the  symmetry  of  the  record.  Satisfaction  is  recorded  by  this  office  con- 
cerning this  job  as  its  benefits  have  stimulated  other  people  in  the  community 
desirous  of  obtaining  like  improvements. 

Figures  from  our  engineer’s  record  have  been  reported  before  this,  covering 
work  done  here.  The  work  done  for  abuttors  must  be  remembered  at  this  time, 
being  carried  out  on  the  face  of  agreements  approved  by  the  Municipal  Council 
or  as  directed  by  the  chief  executive. 

Fasement  and  drainage  rights  for  the  lowei  end  of  the  street  should  be  ob~ 
tained  by  our  legal  department  if  this  is  the  will  of  the  city  government,  before 
further  improvement  takes  place  in  the  locality. 


ADAMSDALE  AVENUE  RECONSTRUCTION 

It  will  be  recalled  that  the  initial  recommendation  in  the  locality  of  Adams- 
dale  Avenue  was  to  locate  and  establish  a grade  for  Brown  Street,  permitting 
this  street  to  act  as  the  backbone  and  develop  therefrom  several  side  streets  with 
proper  designing.  For  reasons  other  than  engineering,  the  policy  was  not  fol- 
lowed in  spite  of  its  superb  logic.  Upon  the  completion  of  Allen  Avenue,  work  was 
begun  to  establish  Adamsdale  Avenue  around  Lee’s  Pond  to  Brown  Street. 

The  sum  of  $4,000.00  was  voted  from  “Reserve  Fund  for  Transfers”  by  the 
Municipal  Council  under  the  date  of  August  1,  1933,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor 
on  August  12,  1933,  to  carry  on  work  on  this  street  layout.  The  vote  stipulated 
that  Soldiers’  Relief  and  W elfare  labor  be  employed,  thus  maintaining  a policy 
which  this  department  had  already  estabhshed  wherever  possible  in  the  interest 
of  municipal  economy  and  practical  social  judgment. 

There  was  considerable  grading  work  to  be  taken  care  of,  a sizeable  drainage 
project  to  consider,  then  gravelling  the  highway  and  an  outlining  of  sidewalks 
in  sizeable  cuts  for  hand  work.  Tar  surface  treatment,  of  course,  was  given  the 
roadway  which  was  immediately  constructed  so  that  advantage  could  be  taken 
before  the  completion  of  the  work  of  an  excellent  gravel  road.  Figures  indicate 
material  benefit  was  obtained  from  the  elasticity  which  work  of  this  kind  per- 
mitted us  in  maintaining  an  efficient  and  coherent  organization. 

As  C.  W.  A.  work  opened  up  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  finishing 
work  on  grading  was  held  up  until  1934  and  funds  were  left  which  were  to  ac- 
coinmodate  the  accumulated  charges  for  our  transportation  equipment  used  on 
the*  work  already  accomplished,  and  other  overhead  distribution,  and  to  complete 
the  job. 

The  amount  of  $2.25  noted  is  a refund  to  the  original  appropriation. 
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The  street  layout  approved  June  20,  1933  was  accompanied  by  a plan  which 
indicated  a center  line  distance  of  1,427  linear  feet  and  a uniform  width  of  forty 
feet,  which  was  worked  on  the  basis  of  two  seven  foot  sidewalks  and  twenty-six 
feet  of  vehicular  way. 

It  was  necessary  to  support  the  easterly  sidewalk  leaving  Allen  Avenue 
with  additional  embankment  to  what  could  normally  be  expected  because  of  the 
pond  shore  line  and,  should  the  engineer  prescribe  it,  we  will  take  steps  to  protect 
this  slope  in  the  coming  year.  It  is  estimated  there  will  be  1,045  cubic  yards  of 
excavation  when  the  work  has  been  completed  and  800  cubic  yards  of  filling  for 
grading  purposes.  The  sidewalks,  when  completed,  will  take  185  cubic  yards  of 
gravel.  The  drainage  consisted  of  294  feet  of  10’’  pipe,  three  catch  basins  and 
one  manhole. 


LINCOLN  AVENUE  CONSTRUCTION 

Early  in  the  year  before  the  season  opened,  the  necessity  for  improving  and 
extending  Lincoln  Avenue  beyond  Roosevelt  Street  to  Ashton  Road  was  ap- 
preciated by  the  city  government  in  that  they  decided  to  construct  it.  On 
February  13,  1933,  the  Municipal  Council  voted  an  appropriation  of  $1,500.00 
for  the  work.  This  sum  was  absurd  for  the  task  had  it  not  been  intended  to 
utilize,  in  return  for  welfare  aid  received,  labor  from  several  people  whom  it  was 
felt  were  able  bodied. 

Insofar  as  this  department  had  no  authority  to  enforce  such  an  idea,  our 
task  of  supervising  the  work  which  this  labor  was  used  on,  contributed  materially 
to  the  benefit  of  the  community  and  the  advantages  of  obtaining  benefit  from 
funds  expended  on  public  welfare,  in  spite  of  obstacles,  was  demonstrated  again 
by  the  results  obtained  by  the  department  on  this  work. 

Drainage  was  taken  care  of,  sidewalks  graded,  gravelled  and  dusted  and  the 
roadway  was  graded,  graveled  and  smfaced  with  a tar  treatment.  Later  an  order 
was  written  covering  some  curbing.  Another  step  had  been  taken  in  developing 
taxable  property. 

The  drainage  work  consisted  in  the  placing  of  567.5  linear  feet  of  10”  pipe 
and  48.6  Linear  feet  of  12”  pipe,  with  one  standard  catch  basin,  five  conbination 
catch  basins  and  manhole  structures  and  three  standard  manholes.  This  drainage 
empties  into  an  existing  drain  in  \A  est  Street,  passing  along  the  westerly  side  of 
Roosevelt  Street,  crossing  to  the  northerly  side  of  Lincoln  Avenue  and  running 
along  the  northerly  side  of  Lincoln  Avenue  to  Ashton  Road.  Two  circle  corners 
11  feet  each  were  placed  at  Blackburn  Road,  while  curb  totaling  53.40  feet  was 
set  at  Roosevelt  Street. 

There  were  1,170  square  yards  of  surface  treatment,  201  cubic  yards  of 
excavation  and  225  cubic  yards  of  gravel  refill  besides  the  drainage. 


ELMWOOD  AVENUE  CONSTRUCTION 

This  account  carried  forward  took  care  of  an  additional  treatment  of  Tarvia 
in  its  completeness  for  the  street  itself  and  absorbed  proportionate  charges  for 
the  overhaul  and  improvements  in  painting  some  of  the  trucks  as  a truck  assess- 
ment for  the  transportation  benefits  which  had  contributed  toward  the  completion 
of  the  work,  and  also  a proportionate  part  of  cleaning  and  grading  the  yard 
property  which  had  served  for  a depot  and  base  for  the  work  accomplished  under 
this  account. 

MERRITT  PLACE  RECONSTRUCTION 

This  account  carried  over  from  1932  ^nd  in  the  fore  part  of  the  year,  the 
large  stump  jutting  into  the  street  on  the  northerly  side  was  removed  and  gravel- 
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ling  completed  and  a bituminous  mixed  top  surface,  serviceable  for  this  sort  of 
roadway,  was  placed. 

It  was  voted  to  have  transferred  in  June  $20.00  from  the  Reserve  Fund  for 
Transfers  to  accommodate  a grading  condition  the  Council  desired  to  accomplish 
for  Mamie  Franklin  who  felt  they  should  slope  back  her  lawn.  As  a policy,  the 
acceptance  of  dead  end  places  is  not  warranted.  However,  it  can  be  seen  sensible 
exceptions  have  got  to  be  made  to  accommodate  conditions  already  existing 
which  serve  a sizeable  group  of  people  honestly  contributing  to  the  welfare  of  the 
community  financially  and  otherwise. 


CONSTRUCTION  OF  WALLS-  HAWTHORNE  STREET 

This  account  brought  over  from  1932  absorbed  as  charges  against  it,  truck 
painting,  yard  improvements,  and  insurance  apportioned  against  the  wwk  for 
service  rendered  in  carrying  out  the  tasks  assigned. 


CONSTRUCTION  OF  HAZEL  STREET 

This  job  was  almost  completed  from  a practical  point  of  view  and  was  in 
service  before  1933  came  along.  Of  course,  tools  and  stock  which  had  been 
supplied  to  size  were  replaced,  the  charges  going  against  work  which  had  benefited 
therefrom  on  Hazel  Street  project.  , 

Sidewalk  finish  work  was  taken  care  of.  Some  trucking  equipment  and  tire 
charges  which  normally  Irelonged  to  work  of  this  kind  were  apportioned  thereto. 
Efforts  were  made  to  settle  upon  the  completion  of  a wall  at  the  Peets’  property 
which  would  be  satisfactoi  y to  the  city  government.  It  is  anticipated  in  the  early 
part  of  1934  this  wall  will  be  constructed  to  the  complete  satisfaction  of  all  parties 
concerned . 

’^'ard  charges  and  other  overhead  items  were  apportioned.  Some  stone 
jrroduct  charges  for  the  work  were  taken  care  of  as  the  account  warranted. 

It  should  not  be  foi-gotten  that  continuity  should  be  maintained  in  bringing- 
up  to  grade  that  extension  of  Mulbeii-y  Street  which  can  be  reasonably  expected, 
because  of  the  fact  that  our  drainage  pipe  line  passes  to  Thacher  Brook,  from  the 
area  of  Hazel  Street  and  the  drainage  improvement  allocated  under  this  account, 
through  lower  Mulberry  Street. 

This  project  in  its  completeness  is  really  a major  improvement  which  has 
definitely  aided  property  and  people  in  the  locality  and  played  an  important 
part  in  supplying  a payroll  for  local  help  by  the  use  of  hand  labor  at  a time  when 
it  was  sorely  needed. 


LEROY  STREET  IMPROVEMENT 

Under  this  account  Iroiler  charges  and  the  cost  of  a few  minor  materials 
used  in  the  work  were  taken  care  of,  also  some  barberry  hedge  for  the  Ingraham 
propert.y  at  the  corner  of  Bank  and  Leroy  Streets  was  purchased  and  set,  to 
replace  some  destroyed  during  the  work. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  the  marvelous  development  which  originated 
with  this  improvement  in  working  out  a drainage  solution  for  three  places  which 
had  heretofore  been  among  the  worst  in  the  City  as  the  basis  for  complaint. 
The  first  was  in  Leroy  Street  itself  and  was  covered  by  the  initial  step  in  the  work. 
J'he  second  is  in  the  locality  of  Leroy,  Benefit,  Peck  Avenue  and  Peck  Streets. 
Con.sistently,  as  has  been  possible,  the  department  has  extended  the  pipe  line 
from  the  end  stub  left  at  the  Leroy  Street  improvement  toward  the  completion 
of  the  second  improvement  mentioned. 
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It  is  hoped  that  C.  W.  A.  aid  will  be  enlisted  to  continue  and  complete  this 
phase  of  the  work.  Arrangements  have  been  taken  up,  through  the  Mayor’s 
office,  with  the  City  Solicitor,  to  obtain  the  necessary  papers  for  an  easement 
from  the  Interstate  Transit  Corporation  across  the  Gee  \\  hiz  right-of-way  and 
through  the  property  of  one  Alexander  Treen  on  Peck  Street,  so  that  we  may 
extend  a pipe  lire  into  Peck  and  Perrin  Streets  and  overcome  the  serious  drain- 
age condition  which  has  caused  so  much  complaint  in  this  locality.  The  com- 
pletion of  this  improvement,  with  the  elimination  of  the  Gee  \\  hiz  grade-crossing 
and  a resurfacing  of  the  road,  will  record  a most  beneficial  expansion  of  our 
drainage  system. 


EMORY  AND  PINE  STREET  IMPROVEMENT 

Against  this  improvement  was  properly  charged,  as  was  impossible  when 
the  work  took  place  and  up  to  the  extent  allowable,  by  the  amount  involved  for 
the  work,  charges  covering  roller  and  truck  repairs,  also  items  for  yard  changes, 
plus  a small  overhead  distribution. 

In  some  instances  where  curb  was  reset  and  tar  sidewalks  broken  by  these 
operations,  the  point  has  been  raised  as  to  the  replacement  of  these  tar  walks, 
the  expense  to  be  borne  by  the  City.  I believe  the  chief  executive  and  such 
members  of  the  city  government  as  are  interested  should  take  steps  to  clean  up 
the  matter  after  investigation. 

\\  hen  accumulative  charges  due  are  paid,  the  balance  available  could  be 
applied  against  further  road  work. 


SOUTH  MAIN  STREET  DRAIN  ADDITION 

Inability  to  proceed  with  fm'ther  pipe  extension  on  this  project  was  due 
directly  to  physical  handicaps  of  the  owner  of  the  property  involved.  A small 
charge  mention  herein  is  an  apportioned  one. 


ALLEN  AVENUE  CONSTRUCTION 

This  account  carried  over  and  allowing  work  to  continue  in  the  fore  part 
of  the  year  was  of  serviceable  aid  in  permitting  us  to  keep  employed  men  who 
were  able  to  utilize  funds  for  sensible  purposes  having  to  do  with  their  local 
obligations. 

It  was  necessary  to  obtain  additional  money  to  complete  the  work.  This 
was  not  unexpected  as  the  initial  appropriation  was  made  with  the  definite  under- 
standing that  more  money  would  be  needed  to  finish  the  project  which  the  city 
government  ordered  within  the  limits  they  had  decided  upon. 

This  wide  street  is  an  excellent  improvement  and  without  question  has 
helped  to  sell  the  idea  of  similar  work  to  be  carried  on  in  the  locality.  Itxcavation, 
grading,  tree  removal  and  sidewalk  gravelling  work  which  took  place,  all  pro- 
duced a splendid  result  ultimately  so  that  when  the  account  was  closed  out, 
after  transfers  had  been  made  to  it  of  $214.32  from  the  Curtis  Avenue  Con- 
struction account  balance  and  $692.85  from  the  Pleasant  Street  Improvement 
account  balance,  in  conjunction  with  the  carried-over  balance  of  $1,077.89  and  a 
refund  of  $4.35,  the  total  expended  during  this  year  amounted  to  $1,989.41, 
closing  the  account  and  completing  the  project.  The  job  was  a hand  labor 
project  and  was  intended  primarily  to  provide  work  of  a worthy  nature. 

Engineer’s  figures  for  the  work  are  of  interest  and  are  recorded  herein. 

The  work  included  in  this  project  indicates  excellent  drainage  construction 
consisting  of  175  linear  eet  of  12”  pipe,  395  linear  feet  of  10”  pipe  with  102  feet 
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of  10”  connections,  two  standard  catch  basins,  one  manhole  and  three  combina- 
tion catch  basin  and  manhole  structures. 

The  grading  operations  consisted  of  1,750  cubic  yards  of  excavation,  1,100 
cubic  yards  of  gravel  fill  for  the  roadway  and  395  cubic  yards  of  material  for  the 
sidewalks.  There  were  5,756  square  yards  of  bituminous  treatme*)t  in  the 
vehicular  way.  All  of  this  work  contributed  to  a highway  whose  section  con- 
sisted of  two  7-foot  sidewalks  and  thirty-six  feet  of  treated  gravel  surface,  for  a 
street  layout  fifty  feet  wide.  The  walks  were  heavily  surfaced  with  stone  dust, 
the  total  of  which  is  estimated  at  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  tons. 


NORTH  MAIN  STREET  AND  COMMONWEALTH  AVENUE  WIDENING 

It  should  be  remembered  in  this  account  as  outlined  the  proposal  was  for 
North  Main  Street  to  be  constructed  to  the  North  Attleboro  line.  As  the  North 
Main  Street  contract,  which  the  State  supervised,  was  winding  up,  the  Mayor 
took  the  matter  up  with  the  Massachusetts  Commission  of  Public  Works  ard 
was  told  that  by  all  means  the  work  would  be  carried  to  completion  at  the  North 
Attleboro  line,  along  the  same  lines  which  the  contract  had  covered  up  to  Com- 
monwealth Avenue. 

This  fact  has  been  recorded  before  and  is  being  brought  to  your  attention 
at  this  time  solely  to  bring  out  the  fact  that  up  to  this  time  this  department 
has  heard  nothing  further  from  either  of  the  agencies  concerned,  namely  the 
Commonwealth  or  the  County. 

In  the  fore  part  of  the  year  and  as  work  could  be  done  which  made  possible 
the  correct  distribution,  charges  were  assessed  against  the  account  for  roller 
repairs,  also  painting  and  repairing  of  trucks  which  had  been  used  on  the  work. 

In  compensating  in  small  way  for  the  welfare  contribution,  minor  charges 
for  handling  Red  Cross  supplies  and  firewood  were  entered  against  this  account. 

Under  instructions  from  the  Mayor  maple  trees  were  placed  at  the  Holden 
property.  Engineering  charges,  including  blue-prints  for  land-takings,  also 
repairs  to  truck  used  by  engineers,  were  taken  care  of  when  the  occasion  arose. 

Circle  curb  was  purchased  and  set  at  the  southerly  corner  of  Claflin  Street. 
Stone  charges  due  against  the  work  in  the  amount  of  $82.22  were  also  written  off. 
These  included  thirty-nine  tons  of  peastone  used  on  the  Commonwealth  Avenue 
seal  and  not  written  off  before,  stone  dust  used  on  sidewalk  work  on  the  easterly 
side  of  lower  North  Main  Street  and  a small  amount  of  No.  2 stone  left  from 
drainage  charges  connected  with  the  work. 

Substantially  we  in  this  department  believe  the  order  should  be  completed, 
the  work  carried  to  its  termination  and  the  balance  left  in  the  account,  if  any, 
put  to  work  earning  for  the  community  on  further  highway  improvement.  A 
great  deal  of  work  was  done  on  lower  North  Main  Street  in  adjustment  and 
engineering  study  and  planning  and  juggling  of  proposed  street  lines,  all  of  which 
took  considerable  time  and  while  interesting,  up  to  now  has  provided  no  r-esult 
worthy  of  the  name,  insofar  as  no  action  has  been  taken  by  the  city  governmeiA. 

No  one  should  omit  consideration  of  the  contribution  of  this  work,  from 
its  initiation,  towards  providing  jobs  for  our  local  unemployed,  neither  should 
they  omit  exact  consideration  of  the  welfare  contribution. 


PARK  STREET  RECONSTRUCTION 

This  account  cared  for  the  extra  wear  on  Bishop  Street  which  was  caused 
by  construction  work.  Stone  charges,  in  the  amount  of  $275.07  also  were  cleaned 
up  as  the  account  became  available  for  the  write-off. 
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Equipment,  labor  and  material  chaiges  became  due  and  were  apportioned 
for  this  work  on  scrapers,  road  rollers,  truck  equipment,  etc. 

An  agreement  entered  into  by  our  executive,  working  with  the  Municipal 
Council,  was  carried  out  to  the  extent  of  having  a bill  approved  for  a wall  and 
steps  which  were  constructed  at  the  residence  of  Joseph  \\  right,  the  share  whicli 
this  department  was  authoiized  to  approve  l)eing  $100.00  to  cover  damages 
remedied  by  this  work. 

Other  numerous  small  items  which  go  toward  completing  work  of  this  kind 
were  apportioned  and  taken  care  of  so  that  the  drain  completion  awaiting  proper 
low  water  on  Bishop  Street  will  close  the  work  and  allow  our  due  charges  to  be 
taken  care  of. 

It  should  be  recorded  as  soon  as  one  abuttor  who  has  signed  an  agreement 
obtains  additional  work  or  funds  from  the  City,  immediately  others  seem  to  feel , 
duty  bound  to  request  and  fight  for  something  additional  to  their  agreement  terms. 
This  department  has  no  jurisdiction  in  affairs  of  this  kind  as  these  matters  were 
handled  by  the  Municipal  Council,  with  approval  from  the  Mayor.  We  carried 
out  orders  and  when  the  units  are  realized,  the  extraordinary  results  for  cash 
expenditures  supply  additional  proof  of  the  invested  effort  of  considerable  welfare 
labor,  skillfully  utilized.  Remember  the  horrible  conditions  present  before 
work  started  on  this  project  and  honestly  marvel  at  the  improvement  we  now  enjoy. 

I sincerely  recommend  its  extension  to  Briggs  Corner  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  other  reports  we  have  recorded  the  road  work  on  Park  Street  quite  defi- 
nitely and  the  sidewalk  improvements  as  controlled  undei  sidewalk  accounts. 

The  drainage  summary,  howevei,  is  in  order  in  the  vicinity  of  Park  and 
Bishop  Streets,  consisting  of  647.5  linear  feet  of  12”  pipe,  118.5  linear  feet  of  10” 
pipe  with  56  feet  of  10”  connections,  four  standard  catch  basins,  two  manholes 
and  one  combination  catch  basin  and  manhole  structure.  This  drainage  on 
Park  Street  runs  both  sides" of  Bishop  Street  then  easterly  thereon  into  a water 
outfall  at  the  end  of  a culvert.  All  of  this  is  completed  except  the  special  structure 
which  is  at  the  end  of  the  outfall.  An  intercepting  drain,  which  not  only  gives 
initial  advantage  to  this  jol)  at  the  lower  end,  but  contributes  to  the  Emory  Street 
improvement,  has  been  recorded  heretofore  and  should  not  be  overlooked  as  a 
municipal  asset. 


CITY  SURVEY 

Dm'ing  this  period  of  depression  it  has  been  reasonably  difficult  to  find  out 
the  policy  which  would  really  satisfy  the  interested  parties  connected  with  City 
Survey  operations  and  benefits.  Recently,  acting  with  the  Mayoi',  the  depart- 
ment has  sought  to  obtain  the  advantage  of  additional  funds  from  outside  sources, 
which  would  permit  a considerable  enlargement  in  the  scope  of  the  work  available 
if  only  local  funds  at  hand  were  utilized.  When  it  became  necessary  to  buy  a 
group  of  new  blank  plats  which  would,  without  question,  lun  into  considerable 
money,  the  need  for  extra  financial  aid  to  permit  the  intelligent  planning  and 
carrying  out  of  the  policy  desired,  was  apparent. 

It  should  be  known  that  we  waited  in  the  State  House  at  Boston,  with  every 
hope  of  obtaining  C.  W.  A.  aid,  until  after  midright  upon  one  occasion.  We 
received  assurance  that  aid  would  be  forthcoming  for  a j)ioject  of  this  kind,  only 
to  have  the  authority  revoked  within  forty-eight  houis.  Insofar  as  the  State 
administration  had  worked  to  help  us  in  this  case  it  was  a keen  disa})i)ointment 
to  have  it  over-ruled.  W e will  try  again. 

Considerable  work  was  done  in  bringing  plats  already  made  up  to  date  with 
such  changes  as  requiied  being  taken  caie  of.  Three  new  plats.  Nos.  61,  62  and  6d 
were  completed  and  turned  over  to  the  assessors.  A lot  of  draughting  work  and 
plotting  details  on  the  laige  plans  covering  Holman,  Emory,  Park,  Toirey, 
Forest,  Falmouth,  Maynard,  Pleasant,  Lindsey,  May  Streets,  Newport  Avenue 
and  the  railroad  was  carried  out.  A plan  of  Adamsdale  Avenue  was  woiked 
out  for  acceptance. 
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RIFLE  RANGE 

Close  cooperation  was  maintained  by  this  department  with  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  local  National  Guard  Company  in  keeping  at  a reasonable  price 
an  in  an  economical  manner  the  activities  at  the  rifle  range  at  Deantown.  This, 
as  you  all  understand,  is  in  accordance  with  the  law  and  while  the  expenditure 
is  recorded  as  $142 . 55,  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  this  sum  includes  a tax  bill 
amounting  to  $10.92,  range  charges  for  riflemen  from  the  local  company  when 
they  qualify  for  the  state  work,  in  addition  to  the  labor  and  material  necessary 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  above-mentioned  Deantown  rifle  range. 

STONE 

The  usual  revolving  fund  of  $2,000.00  to  cover  our  stone  accumulation 
and  write-off  was  set  up  in  our  budget.  $1,943.87  covered  the  total  bills,  labor 
and  material  agairst  tins  revolving  fund.  $1,943.87  was  charged  off  for  stone 
products  utilized  within  the  year,  to  the  several  accounts  coming  under  the  head 
of  the  Public  Works  Department,  for  the  purposes  for  which  this  stone  as  charged, 
was  utilized.  Thus  on  January  1st  the  account  stood  as  $2,000.00  and  on  Decem- 
ber 31st  this  account  had  expended  $1,943.87,  which  had  been  returned  to  it 
December  31st,  leaving  the  revolving  fund  perfectly  intact  for  further  use. 

In  addition  to  the  stone  which  was  charged  off,  our  operations  for  the  yeg^r 
demanded  the  use  of  402  1-3  tons  No.  2 stone,  297  1-3  tons  No.  1 stone,  204  tons 
peastone,  and  15  1-3  tons  dust.  The.se  materials  charged  at  lesser  prices  than  we 
can  purchase  for  indicate  within  the  year  our  stone  plant  contributed  to  the 
department  work  what  would  amount  in  a business  to  $1,118.  39  just  for  onephase. 

In  addition  to  this,  excellent  management  allows  our  stone  plant  to  enter 
1934  in  good  condition  to  take  advantage  of  every  opportunity  of  furnishing 
substantial  returns  to  the  City  on  their  investment. 

Here  again  it  must  be  recognized  very  excellent  use  has  l)een  made  of  welfare 
labor  as  it  was  available  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  our  operations  under  this 
account.

CLOSED  ACCOUNTS 

Curtis  Avenue  Construction,  account  had  a balance  carried  over  of  $214.32 
which  was  closed  by  a transfer  voted  on  April  10,  1933  to  the  Allen  Avenue 
Construction  account. 

rieasant  Street  lm}novement  account  which  had  a balance  carried  over  of 
$092.85  was  used  to  very  good  advantage  when  transferred  to  the  Allen  Avenue 
Construction  account  and  thus  closed. 

The  Layout  and  Construction  of  Payson,  Baltic,  Clarence  and  Fourteenth 
, Streets  account  carryii'g  a small  balance  of  $80.33  was  cleaned  up.  A needed 
tar  application  was  placed  and  finished  Fourteenth  Street,  and  the  culvert  header 
on  the  side  wall  taken  care  of  on  Baltic  Street,  so  that  the  work  was  completed 
successful! and  the  account  closed. 


WATER  DIVISION— MAINTENANCE  AND  OPERATION 

The  strict  economy  j)rogram  which  we  were  under  orders  to  carry  out  was 
definitely  indicated  in  the  reduced  maintenance  payroll  item.  A direct  effect  of  the 
depression  on  this  division  was  shown  by  sharp  reduction  in  new  water  services 
and  other  related  efforts. 

Definitely  economy  in  appropriation  indicated  the  need  for  increasing  where 
})Ossible  revenue,  and  our  meters,  being  the  cash-register  for  the  division,  their 
overhaul  and  replacement  had  as  much  attention  as  was  allowed  by  funds 
available.

ANNUAL  RP]PORT 


It  should  be  recorded  here  that  in  several  localities  direct  effect  of  the  Wading 
River  water  could  be  traced  through  meter  overhauling. 

Only  work  which  was  absolutely  necessary  was  carried  out  on  maintaining 
buildings  and  the  question  arises  as  to  the  effectiveness  of  this  policy  as  true 
economy,  insofar  as  work  delayed  on  building  maintenance  usually  increases 
the  need  for  even  greater  expenditures  at  a later  period. 

Considering  the  need  for  heating  and  operating  a division  shop  and  garage 
for  twenty-four  hours  a day,  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  days  a year,  the  charges 
herein  are  truly  at  a positive  minimum,  all  circumstances  considered.  Only  by 
taking  the  fullest  advanatge  and  study  of  the  factors  in  the  problem  was  this 
success  obtained. 

Our  insurance  of  all  kinds,  compensation,  contractors’  liability,  fire,  etc., 
was  taken  care  of.  Even  as  the  banker,  the  insurance  companies  carry  an  index 
to  the  efficiency  of  our  operations  in  the  rates  granted  to  cover  them.  It  should 
be  recorded  that  the  work  of  the  division  as  marked  by  the  underwriters  in  their 
rating  is  excellent  and  far  ahead  of  several  communities  in  the  state.  The  general 
base  rates  in  this  type  of  insurance  are  advancing  due  to  the  circumstances 
which  are  putting  so  many  green  men  into  this  kind  of  employment.  Despite 
this  base  rate  advance  we  continued  to  improve  our  standing. 

Tax  bills  were  paid  as  rendered,  this  amount  and  rates  being  entirely  outside 
the  control  of  this  department. 

The  Incidentals  account  was  extremely  low. 

The  cost  of  operating  our  several  machines  in  the  water  division,  in  spite  of 
the  fact  an  additional  year  in  service  was  noted,  held  to  very  reasonable  limits 
through  the  planned  cooperation  of  the  personnel. 

Under  our  Main  Line  Maintenance  account,  hydrants  were  replaced  and 
gates  were  cut  in  for  their  control  at  the  corner  of  Bank  and  Peck  Streets,  and 
again  at  the  corner  of  Fourth  and  County  Streets,  where  the  need  for  the  re- 
placement was  urgent  and  the  control  important. 

On  Robert  Street,  near  Olive  Street,  it  was  necessary  in  order  to  put  in  a 
new  drain  crossing,  to  lower  a 6”  main. 

Besides  this  work,  our  usual  main  line  maintenance  in  taking  care  of  leaks 
over  the  miles  of  pipe  lines  with  the  thousands  of  fixtures  included  therein  was 
taken  care  of. 

On  the  force  main,  between  the  standpipe  and  the  South  Attleboro  station, 
brush  was  cut  out  and  burned.  On  our  main  supply  lines  the  large  gates  were 
cleaned  and  oiled,  while  at  the  standpipe  gate-house,  important  valves  were 
cleaned,  greased  and  painted.  The  8”  pipe  crossing  over  Thacher  Street  rail- 
road bridge  was  also  cleaned  and  painted. 

Considerable  detail  work  was  done  in  improving  our  hydrants  which  were 
subjected  to  severe  inspection  and  tests. 

Essential  material  to  properly  maintain  the  department  was  purchased  and 
used  to  care  for  the  multitude  of  details  necessary  to  maintaining  service  from 
mains  to  meters. 

On  our  flushing  program  the  need  for  repairs  on  blow-offs  was  covered  and 
cared  for.  Going  into  the  cold  weather  several  adjustments  as  needed  were 
taken  care  of. 

A considerable  amount  of  extra  work,  of  course,  was  made  necessary  for 
this  division  through  the  need  for  using  the  Wading  River  to  increase  our  supply 
as  the  occasion  demanded.  It  is  reasonably  expected  that  our  people  will  ap- 
preciate the  credit  due  the  forces  at  our  command  for  taking  excellent  care  of  their 
constantly  growing  water  system,  with  the  reduced  funds  available  and  the 
continuous  failure  of  the  Wading  River  well-field  to  produce  a supply  of  good 
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water  sufficient  to  allow  the  effcient  operation  of  even  the  smaller  pump.  The 
rate  per  well  per  minute  is  eloquent  from  this  field,  when  matched  against  the 
State  Department’s  idea  as  told  to  the  writer  for  this  type  and  kind  of  well.  I 
believe  Mr.  J.  J.  Van  Valkenburgh  tacitly  admits  the  error  in  his  well  rating  when 
he  so  cleverly,  and  after  the  field  was  put  in  service  by  him,  recommended  addition- 
al public  funds  be  spent  for  clearing  the  field,  replacing  dam,  etc.,  (under  the  date 
of  December  22,  1930  to  Mayor  Briggs).  I have  no  idea  Mayor  Briggs  had  any 
information  as  to  why  these  things  were  considered  so  important  in  December, 
only  a few  months  after  the  field  went  into  service,  when  we  saw  no  such  recom- 
mendation prior  to  the  previous  September,  1930,  date  when  the  engineer  allowed 
the  field  to  be  pumped  with  the  pumps  he  ordered  installed. 

Why  did  Mr.  Van  Valkenburgh,  in  face  of  these  facts,  write  on  December 
12,  1930, — “The  above  completes  the  construction  as  far  as  the  plans  have  con- 
templated to  the  present  time,  and  when  the  bills  as  indicated  above  to  F.  A. 
Mazzur  Co.,  B.  F.  Smith  & Co.,  Munroe  and  Wescott  and  J.  J.  Van  Valkenburgh 
have  been  approved  and  paid,  there  will  be  no  further  obligation  or  charges 
against  the  City  of  Attleboro  for  this  work  and  construction” — and  then  on 
December  22,  1930,  write — “Relative  to  improvements  planned  to  be  made  on  the 
City  property  at  the  Balcom  Street  Pumping  Station  the  following  recommenda- 
tions are  made  and  estimates  of  the  cost  of  constructing  the  proposed  work  are 
submitted,  etc.” — and  lists  recommendations  to  the  extent  of  $43,890.00?  Why 
the  expensive  improvements  planned  in  the  letter  of  December  22,  1930  to  a 
project  costing  more  than  $309,878.60,  from  which  the  sum  of  $55,050.08  was 
paid  to  Mr.  Van  Valkenburgh,  the  engineer  in  charge  of  the  work,  when  only 
ten  days  before,  on  December  12,  1930,  the  same  engineer  h^d  reported  to  the 
Mayor  “The  above  completes  the  construction  so  far  as  the  plans  have  contem- 
plated to  the  present  time  . . . .”?  W'hy  the  great  amount  of  talk  about 
W ading  River  when  tests  made  at  the  wells  show  unsatisfactory  water?  Can 
we  forget  that  soon  after  the  W'ading  River  station  is  shut  off  people  call  the 
department  and  ask  what  has  been  done  to  make  such  a marvelous  and  immediate 
improvement  in  their  water?  Isn’t  this  definite  in  placing  the  trouble  and  em- 
phasizing the  need  for  immediate  remedies  to  insure  our  supply  in  quality  and 
quantity? 


MAIN  LINE  EXTENSION 

Toward  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  worked,  in  conjunction  with  the  East 
Street  C.  W . A.  job,  a dead  end  ehmination  in  James  Street  slightly  northerly 
from  East  Street,  the  specials,  pipe  and  materials  for  a 6”  line  amounting  in  cost 
to  $135.44.  The  pipe  came  from  stock  on  hand.  This  water  job  may  be  con- 
sidered as  a definite  pernament  improvement  for  the  locahty,  not  only  in  elimi- 
nating the  dead  end,  but  in  improving  the  circulation  for  the  gridiron. 

Sixteen  dollars  and  sixty  cents  ($16.60)  took  care  of  the  supervisory  labor 
required  on  this  work,  while  the  bulk  of  the  labor  was  handled  under  the  C.  W.A., 
the  East  Street  project  making  the  work  necessary.  Benefits  are  valuable,  yet 
unseen  by  most  of  our  people. 

On  September  19,  1933,  on  the  petition  of  Mrs.  B.  Belanger,  the  Municipal 
Council  voted  to  extend  a water  main  in  Chester  Street,  a private  way,  to  accom- 
modate a new  house  being  constructed  by  the  petitioner.  This  work  was  done 
during  the  middle  of  October  and  was  reasonably  priced,  as  far  as  unit  costs  go, 
the  material  charges  approximating  $168.90  and  the  City’s  labor  charges  being 
$48.36.  Some  of  the  work  was  performed  by  welfare  labor. 

On  Martin  Street,  in  response  to  a petition  by  Eugenie  Lepage,  a 6”  water 
extension  was  authorized  by  the  Municipal  Council  at  a meeting  held  on  April  10, 
1933.  A six-inch  water  main  was  laid  for  a distance  approximating  two  hundred 
and  thirteen  linear  feet,  with  necessary  appurtenances  and  hydrant  being  set 
so  that  this  line  could  be  blown  off  and  supply  additional  fire  protection  to  the 
locality.  The  work  on  this  water  extension  was  carried  out  during  the  month  of 
May,  the  material  charges  for  same  amounting  to  $299.02  and  the  City’s  labor 
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charges  amounting  to  $58.57.  In  addition,  considerable  labor  from  welfare  help 
was  utilized.  It  must  be  remembered  that  ground  water  made  this  a wet  job  and 
necessary  material  was  in  this  case,  due  to  the  block  development  required, 
expensive,  including  not  only  pipe,  lead,  gates,  etc.,  but  hydrant  branch,  hydrant 
and  appurtenances. 

On  North  Avenue,  in  response  to  a petition  from  Alexina  Killion,  a 6”  water 
extension  was  authorized  to  accommodate  a new  house  being  built  on  the  easterly 
side  of  the  street  close  to  the  North  Attleboro  boundary  line.  This  extension 
was  voted  by  the  Municipal  Council  at  a meeting  held  on  March  31,  1933.  The 
excavation  for  this  job  was  of  a difficult  nature  including  hard  pan,  clay  and 
shale,  and  while  the  material  charges  amounted  to  $65.17,  the  City’s  labor 
amounted  to  $28.56.  W elfare  labor  was  used. 

A fine  improvement  was  developed  with  an  appropriation  of  $5,800.00, 
voted  by  the  Municipal  Council  under  the  date  of  December  11th  to  supply 
materials  to  carry  to  completion  water  service  between  the  then-present  southerly 
pipe  end  on  Newport  Avenue  and  the  foot  of  the  slope  northerly  from  the  rail- 
road close  to  the  Rhode  Island  boundary  line.  This  distance  on  Newport  Avenue 
approximated  4,498  linear  feet  and  with  pipe  line  crossings  already  in,  developed 
with  fittings  under  the  four-lane  concrete  highway,  hydrants,  gates,  and  other 
control  features,  ran  into  a sizeable  piece  of  work  which  was  put  through  as  a 
C.  W.  A.  project.  This  meant  hand  labor  under  winter  conditions,  necessitating 
expert  supervision. 

Nineteen  hundred  and  eighty-four  linear  feet  of  centrifugal  pipe  in  16-foot 
lengths  was  supplied  toward  this  work  by  the  United  States  Government  under  the 
materials  phase  of  the  C.  W.  A.  project  and  the  work  began  on  the  basis  of  the 
supervision  resting  with  the  City,  the  labor  payroll  being  supplied  by  the  federal 
government.  All  material,  other  than  that  listed  as  federal,  the  City  took  care  of 
besides  maintaining  the  supervisory  payroll,  etc. 

In  conjunction  with  this  work  and  included  in  the  federal  labor  grant  was 
an  allowance  for  an  8”  water  extension  on  Ashton  Road,  eliminating  a dead  end 
just  southerly  from  Lincoln  Avenue,  giving  new  supply  and  more  adequate  fire 
protection  to  the  plat  development  in  this  locality. 

A carload  of  pipe  made  up  of  6”  and  8”  sizes  was  purchased  late  in  the  year 
to  cover  our  main  line  maintenance  and  the  extensions  noted,  for  the  purpose  of 
replacement  of  stock  and  to  place  us  in  a position  to  begin  C.  W.  A.  work  without 
delay,  upon  the  grant  being  completed. 

Further  details  will  be  recorded  in  the  1934  report. 


NEWPORT  AVENUE  WATER  MAINS 

Against  this  account,  on  a distribution  of  current  chaiges  required  due  to 
welfare  labor,  there  was  an  expenditure  noted  in  the  amount  of  $14.21. 


PUMPING  STATION  DIVISION 

The  initial  figure  of  $17,452.86  voted  in  the  budget  for  the  current  year  for 
the  Pumping  Station  account  had  to  be  amplified. 

1 have  never  been  able  to  find  out  why  there  was  no  initial  provision  made  for 
the  overtime  item  for  the  engineers  at  the  pumping-station.  This  is  peculiar 
when  we  recognize  the  fact  that  their  duties  have  expanded  to  the  extent  that, 
with  the  same  force  of  engineers,  most  of  the  time,  we  now  include,  when  necessary, 
running  an  additional  station  at  the  V ading  River.  There  were  times,  at  drough 
peak,  when  extra  personnel  had  to  be  added  at  the  Wading  River  to  enlarge  the 
number  of  hours  of  pumping  per  day. 
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Durirg  the  year  394,945,000  gallors  of  water  were  pumped  at  the  South 
Attleboro  StaPon,  while  at  the  'Vi  adirg  River  19,074,000  gallors  were  pumped, 
makirg  a total  pumpage  for  the  year,  from  both  statiors,  of  414,019,000  gallors, 
according  to  the  records. 

At  ro  time  was  the  pumpirg  rate  at  the  Wadirg  River  station  raised  above 
750,000  gallors  per  twerty-four  hours.  It  mears  the  smaller  pump  orly  was  used 
ard  on  an  ir efficient  basis,  for  this  type,  at  half  capacity.  This  department 
has  never  been  satisfied,  ard  has  so  stated  on  several  occasions  before,  with  the 
results  obtained  from  the  'V  adirg  River  station.  For  this  plant  a sober,  scientific 
analysis  by  competent  authority  will,  I believe,  record  definitely  the  reasons  for 
jUr.  J.  J.  'Van  Valker burgh’s  failure  to  give  the  City  that  which  it  had  a right 
to  expect — 'plevtij  of  good  water.  The  responsibility  in  design  and  construction 
rests  solely  with  him,  as  far  as  I am  able  to  ascertain.  Eid  the  City  pay  him  to 
buy  pumps  which  do  not  fit  the  supply  he  provided  for  them?  The  large  pump 
cannot  work  at  all  from  the  present  supply  ard  suit  the  state  health  authorities. 

Years  passed  since  1924,  when  we  needed  more  water  in  a dry  season.  Our 
South  Attleboro  Snow  Pump,  carrying  by  far  the  heavy  end  of  the  burden  of 
supplying  the  City  with  water  since  the  year  1914,  failed  us  twice  durirg  the 
year  It 33,  so  that  extra  money  had  to  be  provided  for  repairs.  Some  incon- 
venience resulted  to  our  people  from  the  use  of  our  Barr  pump,  built  in  1899  and 
used  at  South  Attleboro  to  relieve  the  Snow  unit. 

At  the  Wadirg  River  plant,  lightning  caused  trouble  at  our  switchboard 
ard  started  a fire  which  rot  orly  put  the  station  out  of  commission  electrically 
for  a week  or  more,  but  caused  us  to  accept  a refund  of  $143.79  from  the  insurance 
people  which  was  paid  to  the  F lectric  Shop,  Inc.,  for  putting  the  board  and  wiring 
back  in  shape.  Our  record  indicates  the  storm  as  being  on  September  9,  1933. 
Y ith  the  additional  money  reeded  for  overtime  of  $115.83,  two  pump  repair 
increases  of  $355.00  ard  $18.35  respectively,  ard  the  extra  amount  of  $55.00  to 
keep  our  boilers  rurrirg,  in  conjunction  with  the  refund  of  $143.79  mentioned, 
our  total  appropriation  for  the  year  for  the  Pumping-Station  account  amounted, 
to  $18,220.83,  out  of  which  was  expended  $18,220.41. 

The  power  contract  at  the  Y adirg  River  expired  in  September.  This  con- 
tract, approved  by  the  previous  city  government,  acting  I believe  on  the  premise 
as  supplied  by  the  engineer  in  charge  of  the  work,  Mr.  J.  J.  'Van  Valkenburgh, 
that  our  100  ard  200  H.  P.  motors  would  and  could  work,  called  for  a minimum 
monthly  payment  of  $645.00  for  30,000  K.  \\  . H.  The  total  payment  to  the 
Town  of  Mansfield  on  this  contract  for  the  year  was  $6,067.00,  which  is  $215.00 
less  than  was  billed  ard  which  amount  is  being  held  by  the  department  pending 
further  information  of  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  the  contract.  This  date, 
as  we  read  it,  depends  upon  the  date  the  current  was  turned  on  at  the  'V  adirg 
River  plant,  which  at  the  time  was  in  charge  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Van  Valkenburgh. 
This  department  never  received  from  him  a proper  record  covering  this  important 
date.  It  seems  more  than  passing  strange  that  the  City’s  engineer  in  charge  of 
work  should  neglect  to  inform  this  department  concerning  this  important  date, 
immediately  the  power  had  been  turned  on.  Thus  opportunity  could  have  been 
given  us  to  mutually  agree  and  understand  the  circumstances  basically  controlling 
the  life  of  the  contract. 

Upon  expiration  of  the  contract,  due  notice  having  been  given  the  Mayor’s 
office  in  advance  of  ary  potential  date  in  September  by  this  department,  we  were 
in  formed  that  for  whatever  purposes  we  needed  power  at  the  V ading  River 
plant,  following  the  contract  expiration,  we  would  pay  the  normal  charges  in 
force  within  the  territory  served  by  the  Municipal  Lighting  plant  in  the  Town 
of  Mansfield.  Such  a power  set-up,  with  the  present  hook-up,  is  not  satis- 
factory. It  is  to  be  hoped  that  arrangements  can  be  made  which  will  cover 
for  a term  of  years  the  cor  ditiors  we  may  reasonably  expect  at  this  station.  Such 
control  of  arrangements  is  outside  of  the  province  of  this  department. 

Numbers  of  our  people  fail  to  understand  the  necessity  for  water  which  they 
see  in  the  locality  of  our  South  Attleboro  station  in  Orr’s  Pond  and  over  the^ 
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natural  filter  area.  It  passes  through  the  ground  to  the  two  large  wells  before 
it  is  available  for  use.  Then  it  can  be  picked  up  by  the  South  Attleboro  pumping 
units  and  pumped  through  a 16-inch  force  main  into  the  standpipe,  which  is 
recorded  as  one  hundred  feet  high  and  fifty  feet  in  diameter  (rated  capacity — 
1,500,000  gallons).  From  here  it  passes  through  the  distributary  system  and  ser- 
vices to  our  people. 

There  seems  to  be  difficulty  in  getting  folks  to  understand  that  the  arrange- 
ment used  at  South  Attleboro  for  filtration  is  merely  a hole  dug  out  of  natural 
ground,  which  was  never  constructed  with  proper  under-drains  and  graded 
filtration  material  such  as  is  used  in  modern  plants.  The  importance  of  the  fact 
that  this  is  a single  unit  and  that  all  of  the  water  has  to  be  drained  off  all  of  it  be- 
fore it  can  be  cleaned  is  often  overlooked.  The  average  person  reasonably  fails  to 
understand  how  this  directly  affects  the  rate  of  filtration  and  therefore  the  supply 
of  filtered  water  available  for  the  pumping  units  at  this  station.  Our  people 
should  realize  that  out  of  this  filtration  area  there  is  definitely  a relatively  large 
part  of  it  which  does  not  filter  and  is  impervious  to  water  to  such  an  extent  that 
during  the  cleaning  period  puddles  in  this  part  of  the  bed  must  evaporate  as 
they  will  not  percolate  and  permit  this  portion  of  the  surface  to  dry  quickly. 

ith  these  facts  in  mind  it  should  be  stated  that  before  the  beds  can  be 
prepared  for  cleaning,  by  running  all  of  the  water  off,  it  is  necessary  to  have 
Orr’s  Pond  considerably  below  the  spillway  elevation  to  get  a reasonably  good  job 
of  cleaning  on  the  filter  area.  Otherwise,  water  from  the  pond  would  back  up 
and  make  it  impractical  to  get  an  adequate  stream-cleaning  through  the  bed. 
As  it  became  a little  higher  it  would  over-spread  low  places  on  the  bed. 

\\  hen  during  the  period  of  emergencies  some  few  years  ago,  it  was  necessary 
to  obtain  additional  filtration,  and  small  emergency  beds  were  constructed,  their 
elevation  was  con  trolled  "So  they  could  be  cleaned  without  the  necessity  of  dropping 
Orr’s  Pond  as  much  as  was  heretofore  necessary.  These  auxiliary  units,  of 
course,  cannot  handle  the  daily  load  but  they  have  been  of  marvelous  assistance 
since  they  were  placed  in  building  up  the  daily  filtration  while  waiting  for  help 
from  the  Wading  River  project. 

With  the  necessity  then  for  Orr’s  Pond  being  lowered  below  the  spillway 
the  question  arises  at  once  as  to  the  advisability  of  wasting  water  in  storage  at 
the  pond.  It  must  be  well  known  that  the  pond  water  can  be  pumped  back  into 
the  filter  area  and  thus,  after  filtering  through  the  ground,  be  used  in  our  daily 
consumption,  being  pumped  from  the  wells  spoken  of. 

Practically  since  the  arrival  of  the  writer  on  this  job  a chlorinating  plant 
has  been  recommended  to  be  made  available  for  the  South  Attleboro  station  for 
several  sound  reasons.  It  is  my  belief  that  when  Dr.  Hewitt  became  Health 
Officer  he  supported  and  assumed  the  burden  for  further  recommendations  for 
similar  equipment.  No  provision  has  been  made  for  it,  as  far  as  I know.  The 
minute  the  hazard  to  the  quantity  of  our  water  supply  is  removed,  improvement 
in  its  quality  should  be  brought  about  and  arrangements  made  to  insure  this 
improvement  against  all  emergencies  which  might  cause  deterioration  of  the  above- 
mentioned  quality  of  the  water. 

Can  anybody,  realizing  our  daily  range  in  sudden  draught  between  1,100,000 
gallons  and  1,800,000  gallons,  doubt  the  responsibility  resting  on  the  shoulders 
of  the  person  who  would  neglect  just  consideration  of  all  of  the  facts  before  wasting 
any  water  from  Orr’s  Pond,  with  the  summer  season  and  its  uncertainties  from  a 
drought  standpoint,  before  him?  This  type  of  decision  is  not  made  any  simpler 
by  the  uncertainty  connected  with  the  transportation  of  water  in  storage  at  the 
Hoppin  Hill  reservoir  about  11,800  feet  distant  from  the  South  Attleboro 
station,  through  an  open  channel  with  losses  through  seepage,  evaporation,  and 
ice-pond,  etc.,  all  outside  our  control,  to  consider.  In  these  modern  times  such 
conditions  as  outlined  should  be  controlled.  Financing  the  work  requires  study 
but  action  is  needed  without  undue  delay. 
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SEWERS— MAINTENANCE  AND  OPERATION 

The  figure  in  the  sewer  budget  for  the  year  1933  started  out  to  be  $2,000.00 
for  the  mairterarce  ard  operation  of  the  sewer  beds  and  $200.00  for  the  repair 
and  care  of  our  sewer  system.  Added  to  this  amour t,  refur ds  in  the  amour t of 
.$27.47  for  insurance,  plus  a $ .12  refund,  brought  the  amount  available  to 
$2,227.59. 

On  June  27,  1933,  acting  on  the  urgent  recommendation  of  this  depart- 
ment, the  sum  of  $1,000.00  was  made  available  for  this  account.  This  permitted 
the  first  sizeable  work  attempted  at  the  disposal  plant  since  its  construction, 
this  on  the  basis  of  the  labor  being  supplied  by  the  VA  elfare  Department  and  the 
truck-drivers,  supervisors,  rolling-stock  and  equipment  being  furnished  by  the 
Public  W orks  Department. 

No  provision  was  made  by  the  City  Government,  in  spite  of  the  size  of  the 
task  beir  g undertaken,  to  cover  the  normal  overhaul  and  carrying  charges  of  the 
truck  equipment  used  in  the  very  severe  service  necessary  in  carrying  out  the 
reconditioning  of  ten  of  the  twenty-six  sewer  filter  beds. 

Despite  the  fact  that  our  system  has  been  in  use  since  1914— growing  annually 
until  at  the  present  time  there  are  2,040  buildings  entering  this  gravity  system 
through  1,828  connections,  and  despite  the  fact  that  our  city  government  has 
been  informed  of  the  need  for  improving  and  extending  the  sewer  beds,  also 
despite  the  fact  that  our  costs  are  far  below  other  systems  in  the  State,  and  in 
view  of  the  governmental  disregard  of  providing  proper  funds  to  be  expended  in 
keeping  the  system  performing  efficiently  and  expanding  to  meet  growing  needs, 
this  department  faced  the  unwholesome  and  difficult  task  of  operating  the  system 
through  the  year,  always  with  a smiling  front.  This  though  we  had  full  know- 
ledge of  the  facts  which  indicated  a physical  impossibility  in  carrying  on  this 
work  would  soon  be  with  us,  due  to  lack  of  funds  for  the  improvements  needed 
yet  sacrificed  for  an  economy  weighted  by  the  powerful  grip  depression  has  on 
the  tax-payer’s  purse. 

For  the  information  of  our  citizens  1 quote  from  the  fourth  paragraph  in  our 
letter  of  recommendation  for  additional  funds  under  the  date  of  June  20,  1933— 
‘Tn  1915,  when  the  beds  were  practically  new  and  the  number  of  connections  was 
slightly  in  excess  of  one-half  the  present  number  and  the  prices  on  labor  and 
materials  were  pre-war,  the  sum  of  $2,875.00  was  appropriated  for  Sewer  Main- 
tenance. In  1916,  with  similar  ultra-favorable  cor  ditions,  $2,800.00  was  ap- 
propriated. In  1933,  $2,200.00  has  been  allotted  this  department  to  accomplish 
a super-task  which  the  city  government  has  permitted  to  build  up  to  its  present 
size.  Our  workers  at  the  beds  have  been  doing  excellently  in  handling  thousands 
of  yards  of  material,  etc.” 

The  reconditioning  work  should  be  amplified  and  extended  completely  over 
the  other  sixteen  beds.  The  extensions  recommended  in  years  past  for  the  filtra- 
tion area  should  be  made  without  delay.  Settling  tanks,  which  have  been  spoken 
of  but  plans  for  which  our  engineer,  Mr.  Mawney,  advises  are  not  available  on  our 
sewer  records  here,  should  be  constructed.  It  must  of  necessity  be  noted  here 
that  in  the  severe  type  of  labor,  under  the  exacting  conditions  of  summer  heat 
present  on  sewer  bed  work  performed  by  welfare  help,  a victory  can  be  scored 
for  the  department.  We  had  nothing  to  do  with  picking  out  the  help  assigned 
to  us  for  this  work.  Age,  physical  condition  and  experience,  things  which  should 
be  definitely  considered  for  labor  of  this  kind,  were  ignored  as  the  help  was 
assigned  to  us  from  the  W elfare  Department.  The  number  of  hours  they  were 
supposed  to  work  and  the  number  of  hours  they  did  work  were  entirely  outside 
of  our  control,  while  the  number  of  men  appearing  at  the  sewer  beds  daily  was 
unknown  until  after  the  time  for  reporting  arrived. 

The  isolation  of  the  sewer  beds  location  makes  it  doubly  difficult  to  operate 
with  men  who  have  no  carfare  money  or  transportation  and  who  come  from 
different  localities  in  the  City.  To  theorize  on  what  can  be  done  with  the  help 
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from  welfare  lists  is  one  thing — and  when  well  fed  and  seated  comfortably  in 
convenient  quarters,  this  theorizing  in  conversation  requires  but  httle  physical 
strain,  and  unless  backed  by  experience,  almost  no  mental  strain.  The  welfare 
almoner,  the  welfare  help  and  the  Public  Works  Department  personnel  got  the 
job  as  laid  out  completed,  despite  the  difficulties  present  in  obtaining  this  objec- 
tive, and  we  sincerely  hope  arrangements  can  be  made  to  carry  on  the  improvement 
with  federal  aid,  on  a payroll  basis,  rather  than  with  welfare  pink  slips  for  food 
and  clothing. 

We  are  in  full  possession  of  the  facts  on  both  sides  of  the  welfare  question 
and  would  not  pass  the  opportunity  of  requesting  that  you  match  current  stories 
of  the  “professional  beat”  against  the  heroic  suffering  of  some  of  the  workers  who 
reported  at  the  sewer  beds  on  an  intensely  hot  day  and  carried  on  the  tasks 
assigned  to  them. 

Our  engineer  records  372,404,500  gallons  of  sewerage  as  passing  through 
our  trunk  line  into  the  disposal  plant  during  the  year  1933  and,  as  we  have 
said  before,  a gross  overload  has  been  measured  against  current  good  practice 
particularly  when,  by  constant  usage  and  no  expenditure  for  reconditioning,  the 
beds  were  allowed  to  be  hampered  in  their  filtering  qualities. 

The  initial  allotment  in  the  work-sheet  of  the  budget  of  $200.00  for  repair 
and  care  of  sewers  is,  on  the  face  of  things,  quite  absurd,  and  would  not  pay  for 
the  hose  which  is  really  essential  to  carry  out  in  a first -class  manner  the  normal 
flushing  and  clearing  up  of  dead  ends  and  blockades. 

The  proportion  of  welfare  help  which  might  be  used  in  this  repair  and  care 
work  is  practically  low,  owing  to  the  need  for  acquaintance  and  familiarity  with 
locations  of  structures,  etc.  Further  than  this,  new  men  working  around  sewers 
are  very  susceptible  to  jnjury  and  sometimes  death.  I have  no  intention  of 
assuming  a responsibility  of  this  kind  which  under  no  circumstances  belongs  to 
this  department,  its  personnel  or  its  officers,  of  jeopardizing  the  well-being  or 
health  of  any  man  engaged  in  work  within  our  jurisdiction. 

The  depression  took  such  a hold  with  the  Fire  Department  that  we  were 
unable  to  obtain  pin-holed  hose,  which  we  usually  have  had  willed  to  us  to  carry 
out  our  sewer  flushing  work.  Unless  materials  and  tools  are  provided  with 
sufficient  funds  to  cover  the  payroll  necessary,  proper  progress  cannot  be  main- 
tained in  the  repair  and  care  of  our  sewer  system. 

The  urgency  for  doing  a real,  first-class  job,  even  though  it  does  cost  money, 
after  a lapse  of  twenty  years,  to  protect  our  initial  investment  in  the  sewerage 
system,  should  have  the  immediate  attention  of  our  city  government  and  cannot 
be  Under-estimated  in  its  importance  to  the  well-being  of  the  community.  There 
is  a limit  to  economy,  which  comes  at  the  time  when  the  economy  is  so  great  that 
it  wipes  out  a capital  expenditure  on  a necessary  public  convenience  built  at  great 
expense. 

It  seems  too  bad  our  citizens  and  tax-payers  know  so  little  about  their 
sewerage  system  and  its  disposal  plant — the  very  fact  that  they  have  taken  the 
whole  thing  for  granted  for  the  past  several  years  being  a superb  compliment  to 
the  smooth  working  of  our  organization  as  it  applies  to  the  sewer  system  in  its 
completeness. 

Repeatedly  the  department  has  recommended  for  South  Attleboro  a sewer 
study,  survey,  plans  and  system.  Regularly  nothing  has  been  done  about  it. 
On  direct  inquiry  from  the  writer,  the  late  Er.  E olden,  whom  I understand  was  a 
member  of  the  Sewer  Commission  informed  me — “Of  course  we  took  into  con- 
sideration a sewerage  system  including  South  Attleboro  when  we  planned  this 
gravity  system  we  now  have.”  W ith  this  in  mind  a direct  question  was  put  by 
the  writer  to  Mr.  J.  J.  Van  Valken burgh,  concerning  the  sewerage  system  for 
South  Attleboro  and  the  reply  came  back  at  once — “\\  hy,  I have  nothing  what- 
ever in  mind  from  my  Attleboro  sewerage  system  studies  for  South  Attleboro. 
It  was  never  included  in  my  plan.” 
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Spring  and  fall  flushing  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  as  mentioned  herein,  were 
taken  care  of  to  the  best  of  our  ability  by  utilizing  and  piecing  together  whatever 
equipment  was  available. 

In  adition  to  this,  in  some  cases  there  were  blockades,  due  to  root  trouble, 
which  had  to  be  cleared,  these  happening  occasionally  despite  the  fact  that  we 
had  constant  inspection  of  those  places  which  were  likely  to  precipitate  trouble 
of  the  kind  mentioned.  There  is  no  doubt  but  what,  after  the  term  of  years  which 
our  lines  have  been  in  service,  funds  should  be  provided  to  give  the  entire  pipe 
line  mileage  a thorough  cleaning.  There  should  be  no  delay  in  starting  this  pro- 
gram. 

In  view  of  the  limited  supply  of  oui  water  available  and  working  in  con- 
junction with  our  water  flushing  needs  whenever  possible,  our  flushings  for  the 
sewer  system,  particularly  in  the  spring,  when  the  water  supply  was  at  its  peak, 
were  co-ordinated  so  that  a double  benefit  was  obtained,  one  from  the  standpoint 
of  our  water  lines  and  the  other  from  the  standpoint  of  our  sewer  system.  It  is 
to  be  sincerely  hoped  a real  effort  will  be  made  by  those  in  authority  to  provide 
funds  for  the  thorough  pipe  cleaning  mentioned. 


SPECIAL  SEWER  ACCOUNTS 
Park  Street  Sewer  Extension 

Elmwood  Avenue  Sewer  and 
Bishop  Street  Sewer 

Insofar  as  these  several  special  sewer  accounts  had,  during  their  construction, 
based  their  operations  for  stoiage  and  tool  supply  on  the  highway  yard  at  Forest 
Street,  there  were  proportionate  small  charges  for  work  made  necessary  through 
the  operations  mentioned. 

* * * * 

Neglect  of  the  cornmui  ity  to  recognize  its  fail  obligation  to  those  localities 
which  have  developed  since  the  primary  sewer  construction  in  this  city  should  be 
positively  avoided,  insofar  as  the  making  of  proper  arrangements  to  give  proper 
service  to  our  sewer  system  for  the  increasingly  populated  localities  mentioned 
is  concei-ned. 

Repeatedly  the  expansion  of  a sewer  system  for  South  Attleboro  has  been 
discussed  and  r*ecommended.  In  addition  I am  certain  you  will  recognize  the 
need  for  taking  proper  care  of  the  sewage  in  the  Lonicut  and  County  Square 
areas.  Other  public  improvements  in  these  localities  will  depend  directly  upon 
your  action  in  handling  the  question  of  sanitary  sewer  extension. 

Also  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  easterly  of  Thacher  Brook  and  northery 
of  Maple  Street  there  is  a section  of  the  city  which  should  have  sewage  service. 
I recommend  the  needs  of  this  locality  to  your  attention  with  the  idea  that  you 
may  co-or-dinate  definitely  into  a progressive  program  the  new  construction  and 
expansion  of  the  sanitary  sewer-  system,  not  forgetting  in  this  planning  the  need 
of  improvement  and  expansion  at  our  disposal  plant. 

Considering  the  great  str-ides  that  street  lighting  has  made  in  improving 
service  to  the  public  since  our  system  was  developed,  I believe  and  recommend 
that  a comprehensive  study  of  local  conditionsshouldbe  made  to  control  a program 
which  should  be  constructed  to  give  greater  advantage  to  our  public  for  the  money 
expended  annually  to  obtam  service  of  this  kind,  in  the  interests  of  greater  public 
safety  and  additional  public  convenience. 

W ith  a record  for  this  year  showing  no  replacements  in  heavy  duty  highway 
equipment  I beg  leave  to  call  to  your  attention  the  immediate  need  of  providing 
snow  removal  arrangemerts  for  the  commur  ity  which  are  up-to-date  and  in 
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keeping  with  the  requirements  of  the  times.  The  program  should  also  allow  for 
the  expanding  use  of  snow  fence  in  additional  localities  where  the  need  for  it  has 
been  consistently  demonstrated. 

The  sound  importance,  from  a business  point  of  view  of  the  highway  system 
of  this  city,  with  a complete  twenty-four  hour  period,  for  use  three  hundred  and 
sixty-five  days  in  the  year,  warrants  a comprehensive  analysis  to  demonstrate 
clearly  the  methods  we  are  to  use  progressively  in  financing  replacement  and 
expansion  of  this  system  to  keep  pace  with  the  constantly  changing  and  increasing 
traffic  present  thereon. 

Depression  does  not  remove  our  need  for  fire  and  police  protection,  or  the 
need  for  our  school  population  to  be  taken  care  of,  nor  the  direct  effect  in  public 
expenditure,  all  of  which  bear  heavily  for  their  efficiency  on  our  highway  mainten- 
ance, the  funds  for  which  during  the  current  year,  approximated  one-third  of 
those  available  in  1 920,  the  year  immediately  prior  to  the  taking  of  office  by  the 
writer. 

It  has  been  said  by  serious  and  competent  authority — “The  use  of  the  princi- 
pal highways  is  so  extensive  that  the  people  pay  for  adequate  highways  whether 
they  have  them  or  not,  and  they  pay  less  if  they  have  them  than  if  they  have  not.” 
here  else,  in  proportion  in  our  municipal  appropriation  and  expenditure,  can  a 
comparable  saving  be  shown  for  the  year  to  match  that  of  our  highway  main- 
tenance and  operation  account?  This  despite  the  recognized  primary  importance 
of  this  highway  system  to  the  community.  Full  advantage  should  be  taken 
intelligently,  on  the  basis  of  sound  investment  and  good  business  for  the  com- 
munity, of  every  opportunity  given  us  to  participate  in  the  distribution  of  funds 
made  available  by  the  founty,  state  or  nation  for  highway  purposes. 

How  much  has  been  and  can  be  said,  truthful  or  otherwise,  concerning 
the  elimination  of  street  car  tracks  in  their  completeness  from  the  city  streets? 
Likewise — to  carry  the  point  further — decisions  by  the  proper  authorities  must 
be  made  concerning  restoration  to  service  of  that  portion  of  the  highway  now 
occupied  by  street  railway  tracks  to  make  R fit  to  assume  a fair  traffic  burden, 
depending  upon  the  location.  Why  shouldn’t  this  department  be  entitled  to 
not  only  full,  but  sincere  cooperation  from  all  of  the  parties  interested  in  obtain- 
ing the  excellent  result  in  this  rail  removal  so  desired  by  this  department?  Reasons 
affecting  the  answer  to  this  question  reach  back  in  their  initial  stages  to  the  days 
prior  to  Interstate  receivership  and  carry  down  to  the  present.  How  many 
people  realize  that  not  including  the  Gee-W  hiz  trolley  line,  we  had  approximately 
twenty  miles  of  street  railway  track  in  the  city?  How  many  people  are  familiar 
with  the  beginning  and  ending  in  its  exact  detail  of  the  A.  B.  C.  Street  railway 
experiment?  How  many  of  our  people  paid  close  attention  to  another  similar 
problem  affecting  their  finances,  which  occurred  in  the  acquiring,  operating  and 
eliminating  of  the  N.  T.  A.  street  rail  line,  particularly  that  part  of  the  mileage 
within  our  city  limits?  Alas,  too  few  of  our  people  heeded  these  problems  when 
they  were  current  and  active  to  properly  emphasize  in  the  public  interest  the 
direct  responsibility  for  action  taken  or  mis-taken.  As  a result  it  may  be  fairly 
easy  for  any  one  interested  to  mislead  the  average  tax-payer  by  omitting  or 
transposing  details  of  the  transactions  controlling  the  local  experiements  in 
muricipal  ownership  of  street  railways  from  beginning  to  end.  Several  years 
after  the  initial  recommendation  of  the  writer,  progress  is  noted  in  the  elimination 
of  our  street  railway  mileage  to  the  very  great  advantage  of  all  of  our  motorists. 

Wffiere  can  be  found  a private  business  with  a financial  statement  comparable 
to  that  of  the  water  department  in  this  city  which  would  neglect  to  provide  funds 
for  work  so  definitely  needed  and  positively  recommended  as  the  required  repairs 
to  our  standpipe,  also  for  modernizing  within  reasonable  financial  limits  that 
portion  of  supply  and  the  plant  which  handles  it  in  South  Attleboro,  as  well  as  the 
establishing  of  a sensible  security  of  domestic  water  service  and  fire  protection 
by  })rogressive  dead-end  elimination  and  the  belting  of  our  villages  in  external 
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limits  with  sizeable  water  mains?  What  private  business  of  comparable  status 
to  this  water  department  would,  having  decided  that  additional  works  were 
necessary,  have  permitted  the  years  to  elapse  which  Mr.  J.  J.  Van  Valkenburgh’s 
Wading  River  project  consumed,  without  complete  reports  and  positive  results? 
What  comparable  private  business,  with  full  knowledge  of  expenditures  for 
materials  and  labor,  would  permit  the  ratio  to  exist  which  is  present  in  the  gross 
cost  of  the  Wading  River  projecct  and  the  amount  in  dollars  and  cents  given  in 
the  auditor’s  statement  quoted  in  this  report  as  payable  to  the  engineer,  Mr.  J-  J. 
Van  Valkenburgh?  These  are  questions  brought  to  your  attention  only  that  all 
may  profit  from  this  recent  experience  of  the  City  in  paying  for  improvements 
which  I beheve  never  have  been  able  to  and  are  not  now  producing  on  the  invest- 
ment. Therefore,  in  fairness  to  those  employees  of  the  City  who  are  compelled 
to  operate  against  the  handicap  of  this  financial  burden,  in  the  placing  of  which 
they  had  no  control,  I most  respectively  solicit  for  them  the  just  consideration 
so  well  deserved  in  obtaining  by  effort  without  stint,  results  which  have  allowed 
the  City  to  carry  on  in  these  times. 

Please  be  informed  that  we  in  this  department  realize  that  governmental 
agencies,  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest,  when  wrought  to  distraction  by  the 
conditions  of  depression,  turn  universally  toward  public  works  departments  to 
control  a gigantic  effort  l3eing  made  to  take  up  the  slack  of  unemployment,  or  to 
equate  the  provisions  made  for  able-bodied  welfare  recipients. 

Examine  the  expenditures  recorded  in  this  report,  all  of  which  have  been 
approved  by  the  Auditor.  Examine  the  record  of  accomplishments  described 
herein  and  be  fair  enough  to  realize  that  such  a list  of  activities  does  not  permit 
description  of  a multitude  of  details,  which  take  time  and  energy,  to  appear  here. 
Classify  honestly  the  results  obtained  and  then  acsertain  carefully  the  total  in 
dollars  and  cents  of  funds  provided  by  the  City  for  the  work  accomplished  by  this 
department  as  recorded  for  the  year  1933. 

I believe  that  all  of  those  men  concerned  have  a right  to  feel  honestly  proud 
of  the  record  of  accomplishment  of  the  Public  Works  Department  for  the  year  1933 
to  which  their  support  contributed.  The  world  is  far  from  perfection.  Nothing 
is  simpler  than  to  list  those  things  which  have  not  been  done.  Nothing  is  fairer 
than  to  analyze  the  public  service  which  has  been  rendered  to  this  community 
from  the  time  it  was  incorporated  as  a town  in  1684  up  to  the  present  day,  taking 
into  full  considerntion  all  of  the  circumstances  which  would  affect  this  public 
service  in  its  type,  kind,  cost  and  benefit  to  the  public  convenience  as  against 
the  public  demand.  We  challenge  you  will  find  no  record  even  approaching  that 
made  by  this  department  in  1933. 

To  each  and  every  one  who  contributed  by  word  or  action  to  the  success 
obtained,  I herewith  tender  my  most  sincere  thanks  in  behalf  of  the  department.
